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MINUTES OF MEETINGS 
OF THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 


Newark, N. J., January 2, 1945 


A Special Meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Conference Room, 
Mayor’s Office, City Hall, Newark, 
at 10:30 A.M., Eastern War Time. 


Mayor Murphy: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 


the roll. 
Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murph. 


City Clerk: This is a special meet- 
ing for the purpose of considering 
the adoption of a temporary budget 
for the first three months of the 
year 1945. 


Mayor Murphy: The first resolu- 
tion I have is one with reference to 
the Petty Cash Fund, which is 
necessary to be passed as a separate 
resolution. I have consulted with 
the corporation counsel on it, and 
it is with his approval so far as the 
legal end of it is concerned. We 
have to pass one like it each year. 
Is that right, Mr. Corporation Coun- 
sel? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. We clean up 
the Petty cash, and turn it over to 
the Finance Department And today 
they re-establish it. 


Mayor Murphy: The next resolu- 
tion with refernce to the budget, 
which has also been approved by 
the Corporation Counsel and the 
City Clerk, is one which has left out 
of it items pertaining to the dedi- 
cated funds of the Department of 
Public Safety. And there are two 
other resolutions prepared which I 
have discussed with the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, and he has approved 
of one and has not approved of the 
other. The one which he has ap- 
proved is in reference to Director 
Keenan’s receipts in the dedicated 
funds of those items, and the other 
one is in reference to my own, which 
he has not approved. This total one 
here can be approved now (indi- 
cating. And the other one will be 
an addition to it. 


Mr. Schotland: Director Keenan, 
I approved the one which dedicates 
the parking meter funds for use the 
same as last year. I withheld ap- 
proval from the other one because 
that was taking part of those funds 
to go into the general funds, and I 
refused to approve that one because, 


according to my interpretation, that 
would be contrary to the provisions 
of the ordinance which is in force, 
which dedicates the fund. 


Commissioner Keenan: Well, Mr. 
Mayor and members of the Commis- 
sion, as I understand this meeting 
today, it is more or less mandatory 


under the law that in order for the ` 


various divisions of the municipal 
government to function, there 
should be established or set up a 
temporary budget covering the first 
three months of this fiascal year. 
As I also understand the law with 
regard to that particular point in 
question, that is the temporary bud- 
get until such time as permanent 
budgets are approved or disapproved 
by those in authority to approve or 
disapprove. And that this tempor- 
ary budget is based upon the bud- 
get as established last year or in 
each previous year as per the an- 
nual meeting, such as this. 


Mr. Schotland: Yes It is 25 per 
cent of last year’s budget. 


Commissioner Keenan: Well, last 
year there was established in the 
Department of Public Safety’s Bud- 
get a dedicated account, which was 
approved by all the authorities that 
so approve budgets. Now then, I 
take it, if this is a lawful meeting, 
to carry on the first three months of 
this fiscal year, establishing a budget 
for that puurpose ob, one quarter of 
last year’s budget. I don’t think it 
is within the province of this par- 
ticular body to deviate from the 
principle of the law that says that 
for those three months we must es- 
tablish a budget upon the budget of 
last year. 


Mr. Schotland: The two resolu- 
tions which the Mayor drew, and 
which I approved, carry out exactly 
what you just said. The one that 
deviates from it I did not approve. 


Commissioner Keenan: If it de- 
viates from it, it is my opinion it 
could not be approved. 


Mr. Schotland: Well, I did not ap- 
prove it; but those two that I ap- 
proved, together carry out exactly 
what you just said. 


Mayor Murphy: The law says that 
it should be not more than 25 per 
-cent of the established budget of 
last year, so that even though there 
may be items that were different 
than what was carried out in last 
year’s budget, the overall budget. 
cannot be more than 25 per cent of 
last year’s budget. 


Commissioner Keenan: Well, I 
agree with you; but the budget that 
is established for these three months 
must be based on the budget of 
last year. Therefore, it is not our 
power or province to make. any 
changes in the budget as established 
for these three or four months in 
any manner, from this budget that 
was set up last year, and established 
and approved. 


Mayor Murphy: You are not 
bound by the form, Director. ` Some 
items have been changed and some 
items have been increased. So long 
as the overall picture is not more 
than 25 per cent. 


Commissioner Keenan: Then. the 
matter of binding us then, in my 
opinion, is in the hands of some 
superior power than this Board. 


What is the budget now? 


Mayor Murphy: That budget cov- 
ers all of the Departments, with the 
excetpion of the question that you 
just spoke about, which the other 
resolution takes care of separately. 

Commissioner Keenan: Then I 
refuse to sign this.

Commissioner Byrne: Wait a min- 
ute. Isn't this the regular 25 per 
cent of the budget? 


Mr. Schotland.: Yes. 


Commissioner Keenan: This is a 
change. 


Mayor Murphy: No. Only that 
the “dedicated” question is left out 
of that. That appears on a separate 
resolution. If both of them are 
signed by you, then you are comply- 
ing with your desire insofar as the 
concerned. Isn't that 
right? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. 


Commissioner Keenan: Then I 
might ask at this time why this 
budget is so drawn to ignore the 
dedicated account? 


Mayor Murphy: That is my idea. 
Because of the question involved 
that presents my views here. If 
your views are accepted, the way 
you want it, then that is perfectly 
all right, and that is the resolution 
on the other hand. If not, here is 
the other resolution (showing) which 
is different. 


Mr. Schotland: Director, in my 
opinion it is probably the more cor- 
rect way, the way the Mayor is do- 
ing it, in these two ways, for this 
reason. The 25 per cent of the 
budget that is appropriated, of last 
year's budget, that is appropriated 
for use during the ensuing three 
months, and that is in that resolu- 
tion — the actual budget and ap- 
propriation of the money that is to 
be used and raised by taxation. 
That other $48,000 that you had 
was not in the budget to be raised 
by taxation. That was dedicated 
funds from the meters, parking 
meters receipts. So that is taken 
care of by a separate resolution 
rededicating that $12,000. 25 per 
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cent of that is for use during the 
first three months. 


Commissioner Keenan: Does this 
budget contain that? 


Mr. Schotland: I beg your pardon. 


Commissioner Keenan: Does this 
budget contain any other dedicated 
account as drawn? 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes, sure. 


Mayor Murphy: It contains every- 
thing that the city has. 


Commissioner Keenan: Except the 
dedicated account, meter account. 
Then it includes other dedicated ac- 
counts. Then, why the differential 
now? If other dedicated accounts 
are in this budget, then I say that 
meters should be in this budget. 


Mayor Murphy: That is part of it. 


Commissioner Keenan: Is there a 
separate resolution for every dedi- 
cated account? Then why this dif- 
ferential? 


Commissioner Villani: The differ- 
ential is that you created that po- 
sition by your court action that you 
want decided. 


` Commissioner Keenan: I created 
nothing this morniing. This dedi- 
cated account ås a bona fide, estab- 
lished, approved account in last 
year’s budget. It is just as bona fide 
and just as legal, and it is just as 
approved and in such a manner as 
all other dedicated accounts are ap- ` 
proved, Then why is there a dif- 
ferential made in this particular ac- 
count in a temporary budget until 
the issue is adjudicated? 


Commissioner Villani: It is a ques- 
tion of your opinion against that of 
the Mayor, the Financial Director. 


Commissioner Keenan: There are 
other dedicated accounts here. 


Mr. Schotland: The other dedi- 
cated accounts are income from 
agencies in which the city is en- 
gaged in a so-called proprietary 
form, like the Water Department. 
That, by statute, is taken care of. 
And it could very well be left out, 
and it would be taken care of. 


Commissioner Brady: It can be; 
but it does not make any difference. 


Commissioner Keenan: Then, I 
will ask someone who may be able 
to answer, this question; where are 
the fines from the library? Is there 
a dedicated account in the library 
division? Is there anybody here 
who is able to answer that ques- 
tion? 


Mr. Weitzman: There is no dedi- 
cated account there. 


Mr. Schotland: It does not make 
anq difference, because if you take 
the two resolutions together, they 
cover exactly what you want. 


Commissioner Keenan: I want es- 
tablished here this morning a tem- 


porary budget predicated upon last: 


year’s budget. I refuse to sign any 
other resolutions or any budgets 
other than those. Now, if there isa 
controversy on it, it is a controver- 
sial question. I am willing, and I 
will be glad to have the issue ad- 
judicated. Whether my contention 
wins or loses, I am not so much in-, 
terested in that; but there is a point 
of principle involved, as far as I am 
concerned 


City Clerk: Director, you are 
probably losing sight of the fact you 
need four votes to get this budget 
across, and you may not get those 
four votes. Now, you have got it 
as one. They are both together as 
one. You will get your one through 


with four votes. 


Commissioner Villani: I am ready 
to vote for it. 


Mayor Murphy: Let’s ask the Law 
Department whether or not it is 
made up all right. - 


Commissioner Byrne: Is this the 
proper way to do it? 


Mr. Schotland: As far as my per- 
sonal judgment is concerned, in 
view of the legal situation, I think 
that this is even a more proper way 
of doing it, by the two resolutions, 
than it would be in embodying it in 
one. 


Commissioner Keenan: All right. 
Then I will ask this; if a temporary 
budget, predicated on last year’s 
budget, is all that is necessary at 
this time, I move that a budget be 
drawn dedicating to each division 
the amount necessary to carry on its 
business for three months, making 
no mention of services, salaries, ex- 
penditures, maintenance, or any- 
thing else. If it is simply figures we 
are establishing here this morning, 
let’s establish them. The Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance needs 
so many dollars to carry itself over 
for these three months. The De- 
partment of Public Safety, the De- 
partment of Public Works, and all 
the others, need so much money, in 
dollars and cents. I will sign that. 
Then why do you have to have a 
budget broken down in parts, if all 
we need to establish here this morn- 
ing is the amount of funds neces- 
sary? ` 


City Clerk: Is that what Commis- 
sioner Darby says? 


Mayor Murphy: That is in com- 
pliance with the law. 


City Clerk: Is that what Commis- 


. sioner Darby says? 
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-Prince Street. 


Commissioner Keenan: I don’t 
know what Darby says. There seems 
to be the contention here, that all 
we have to establish are the figures. 


Mr. Schotland: Director, arguing 
from a logical standpoint you are 
perfectly correct; but the budget law 
specifically directs that the govern- 
ing body fill out and follow the 
forms that the State Board of Fin- 
ance establishes. This is the form 
that they approve and direct to ‘be 
used, and therefore, logic aside, the 
statute requires us to follow their 
form. And we are following them. 


Commissioner Keenan: This is 
predicated, until the budgets are 
approved, on last year’s budget? 


Mr. Schotland: That is right. 


Commissioner Keenan: There was 
in last year’s budget a certain dedi- 
cated account that we are losing 
sight of with this approval. 


Mr. Schotland: No. 


Commissioner Keenan: Why then 
is there two separate budgets? If 
we are going to act upon this, why 
are we acting upon this other one? 


City Clerk: Because, why do you 
want to operate without any budget 
at all, if you cannot get four votes 
on the entire thing, if it is incor- 
porated into one? 


Commissioner Keenan: Let me ask 
you this: in the interest of the peo- 
ple, is there a dedicated account, 
and in the interest of the taxpayers, 
is there a dedicated account? The 
criterion is this; I was met in the 
corridor of the hall at the end of 
the last meeting, and a request was 
made to me to install traffic sig- 
nals on Springfield Avenue and 
Now, just to prove 
my contention of getting something 
for nothing in this dedicated ac- 


count, insofar as the taxpayers are 
concerned. In prewar times it cost 
$1100 or $1200. for a four corner 
traffic signal installation. That in- 
stallation could be bought and paid 
for and installed for nothing, insofar 
as the citizens of this town are con- 
cerned, if the dedicated account can 
remain established. If the dedicated 
accounts are not established, meters 
are illegal. And I will be no part 
of taking any illegal monies from 
anybody. That is the point in is- 
sue, and until our Supreme Court, 
in its wisdom, rules otherwise, I see 
no reason that we act as spineless 
men and make any changes until 
such time as the issue is adjudicated 
by a body able, fully. 


Commissioner Brady: I think we 
ought to find out whether we could 
get four votes ore not. 


City Clerk: You need three votes. 


Commissioner Brady: Three votes, 
or whatever they are. I would like 
to ask the Law Department, 
whether or not the signing of these 
two resolutions might prejudice Di- 
rector Keenan’s case when it comes 
up. The matter is not before the 
court now, but it is supposed to 
come up for adjudication. Will this 
signing of this resolution make it 
apparent to the court that the Com- 
mission, or the majority of the Com- 
missioners are against Commissioner 
Keenan’s idea of the dedicated 


fund? I think that is something very ~ 


important, and I think that Director 


Keenan has a very forceful and full- 


argument. . 


Mr. Schotland: Director Brady, if 
those two resolutions are both ap- 
proved by the City Commission, 
then there would be no back thought 
and nothing to affect the situation; 
but if, because they are separated, 
the ‘City Commission should adopt 


.one and reject the other, then it 


a 
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would have the affect that you fear. 


Commissioner Keenan: 
couldn't it all be in one then? 


Why 


Commissioner Brady: Yes, 
couldn't it be all in one? 


why 


Mr. Schotland: It could be. 
does not make any difference. 


It 


Commissioner Keenan: Director 
Keenan was asked, as was every 
other Director, to submit to the 
Revenue and Finance Director a 
supposed budget to cover a tempor- 
ary period, until such time as the 
budgets are approved. Director 
Keenan, like all others apparently, 
submitted that budget. That is to 
be part of whatever it is that we ap- 
prove here this morning. Not in 
two sections. I cannot see the ad- 
visability mor the reason for a bud- 
get eliminating a dedicated account, 
when it is part of a Department of 
Public Safety’s request for three 
months, and when it is a fundamen- 
tal part of the budget of the pre- 
ceeding year. 


Until such time as ‘there is a 
change, and I don’t care who makes 
the change, I will say this: if the 
dedicated fund is lost from the gen- 
eral budget, I will take whatever 
criticism comes out of it as one who 
tried to fight for what he thinks is 
_a principle and lost that fight in the 
interests of the people. I am sat- 
isfied to take that stand. And I don’t 
see why you should fear me taking 
that stand. There is a matter of 
principle there, and Keenan makes 
no surrender there until the point 
is submitted, under the law, to the 
body with the ability to judge those 
things. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to ask a question. Why can’t the 
resolution be drawn as the Director 
asks it? 


Mr. Schotland: It can be. 


Commissioner Byrne: And the 
same conclusign could be obtained? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: I am responsible 
for drawing these resolutions and 
presenting them to the Law Depart- 
ment for its approval. As you know, 
there has been a question raised on 
this dedicated fund account between 
Director Keenan and myself, and it 
was my thought that this would 
_answer the question for those who 
wanted to sign the temporary bud- 
get in line with their thoughts, and 
it would also give me an opportun- 
ity to sign the budget with the ex- 
ception of that particular item. And 
I therefore felt I would have an op- 
portunity, as a member of this com- 
mission, to sign for all of this bud- 
get, with the exception of that 
which is in question. Of course, if 
the Commissioners do not want to 
give me that opportunity, and I 
drafted these resolutions with that 
thought in mind, then you could 
direct that the whole thing be drawn 
so as to be inclusive of this dedi- 
eated fund; and I will not sign any 
of it. ` 


Commissioner Byrne: That would 
not be any novelty, because I re- 
fused to sign any budgets for two 
years here. 


City Clerk: But you did not spon- 
sor it. While he is in a responsible 
position in having sponsored some- 
thing. 


Commissioner Byrne: The point I 
am trying to make is that there may 
be something else which Mayor 
Murphy may not like in the budget, 
or something I may not like in the 
budget, and that means if there were 
a separate resolution for that and 
we don’t sign it — I mean, we 
could register an objection to it; but 
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in preparing the resolution in the 
same way as you have in the past 
it does not prejudice your situation 
or the city’s case. I don't see any 


difference in making a separate ` 


resolution because you have a per- 
sonal objection. You could register 
your objection, because I know a 
number of times you have written 
in on one item. I meän for ex- 
ample, where you have written in 
you object to the Police and Fire- 
men. You could have half a dozen 
resolutions. I think there is some- 
thing in what Director Keenan says. 
I think every time a person brings 
out a particular objection to some- 
thing, he could bring out a separate 
resolution. 


City Clerk: You do it each time 
you have a sale of property. 


Commissioner Villani: And on the 
tax sales too. 


Mayor Murphy: That is up to the 
Commission. If they want a sep- 
arate resolution drafted, that is up 
to them. 


Commissioner Byrne: I am just 
trying to get Director Keenan's side 
of it. 


Mayor Murphy: It does not make 
any difference. If there is some- 
thing being left out that does not 
cover the thought that he has in 
mind, then I could see the logic of 
his position. But, in view of the 
fact that it is covering everything, 
I cannot see the point. 


Commissioner Brady: I think there 
are two important points to be con- 
sidered. I think the Mayor is per- 
haps justified in the stand he is 
taking, and of course we must take 
into consideration the fact that Di- 
rector Keenan is in the same posi- 
tion. 


Insofar as I am concerned, I am 


strictly neutral with respect to the 
controversy. But I think that one 
should deserve as much considera- 
tion as the other. I certainly don’t 
like to sign something that the 
Mayor is opposed to, because he in- 
troduces the resolution. And by the 


same rule of logic I don’t want to 


sign something that Director Keen- 
an is opposed to. I think that Direc- 
tor Keenan has a very forceful and 
sound argument. I think his argu- 
ment that it should be considered 
in this presentation today is sound, 
because it does not have any bear- 
ing on the final adoption of the 
budget. Now, if I thought this would 
be the final adoption of the budget, 
I might have reasons for not sign- 
ing it at all. 


Ås you gentlemen know, I have 
been opposed from the beginning to 
the temporary Police and Firemen. 
Now certainly, if that is going to be 


. included in this budget, I won't sign 


it. But I am satisfied that this 
budget is merely a 25 per cent of 
last year’s appropriation. 


Commissioner Keenan: Minus the 
dedicated fund. : 


Commissioner Brady: I mean, it 
should be in there. 


Commissioner Keenan: Sure. That 
is what I say. ` 


Commissioner Brady: Now, if it is 
in there I cannot see what differ- 
ence that is going to make. It seems 
to me, and I am making this state- 
ment based on my many many 
years of past experience, acts com- 
mitted by official bodies are intro- 
duced in court proceedings and do 
have prejudicial effect on the courts. 
And they say, “if it has been that 
way why do you sign it?” And that 
has been proved in the past. But 
if it is not going to prejudice the 
case that is going to come before 
the court, what difference does it 
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make? I mean, it is not before the 

court yet. . 
Commissioner Keenan: Now, my 

opinion, and it can be reversed, is 


this. I am no lawyer; but my opin- 


ion insofar as the use of parking 
meters is concerned, is this—and 
until such time as there is a de- 
cision made by someone in author- 
ity, with the legal mind to make it, 
I will maintain this opinion; that the 
very use of parking meters is predi- 
cated upon a dedication of its re- 
ceipts for certain purposes. Now, 
we went ahead last year with it. It 
was approved as a dedicated ac- 
count. If we are making up tem- 
porary budgets on last year’s bud- 
get, and that is just what we are 
supposed to do, why differentiate? 
I see no valid reason for any change. 
Let us stand on last year’s budget 
for these three months. When the 
time comes for approval of a per- 
manent budget, maybe the issue will 
be over the dam one way or the 
other. And when the court speaks, 
I have no personal opinion. The 
court is the law. 


I am satisfied then that this reso- 
lution should approve a budget for 
a temporary period predicated on 
last year's budget, during which 
time we hope that the case will be 
adjudicated one way or the other. 
Parking meters, as I see it, have 
been a boon to cities. Unfortunate- 
ly, and I use the word “unfortun- 
ately” advisedly, the Department of 
Public Safety functions; but not un- 
fortunately as far as the welfare of 
the people is concerned because rec- 
ords have been established where 
they have played an important part 
in the improvement of conditions 
with regard to safety, and at no cost 
to the people. ` 


We have on record, from one 
member of the court, and whether 
or not he will maintain that in a 
court decision I am in no position 


to judge, that the funds shall not go 
into a general budget. If they do go 
into a general budget you increase 
that budget that anticipated amount, 
with the result that even if it be 
one point in the tax rate, a taxpayer 
who does not even own an automo- 
bile, is penalized that one point in 
the tax rate. That is my conten- 
tion. Out west and in the mid-west 
they are far ahead of us in programs 
as far as the safety and welfare of 
the people in towns primarily, from 
the use of dedicated parking meter 
funds. And I see no reason why 
one of the oldest cities of the coun- 
try should not take a step towards 
progress insofar as these things are 
concerned. I have repeated this, 
and I repeat it again from time to 
time. We are urged by those in 
state authority to put on different 
programs, do this, spend that, to 
eliminate the number of accidents, 
and the resultant fatalities there- 
from. It is a step in that direction, 
and it will cost the people as such 
not a dime. 


Until such time as thére is a de- 
cision I see no reason for a second 
resolution. It should be part and 
parcel of one, and then, if the Mayor 
in his opinion refuses to go along 
with that, he could so note on there, 
“T am in favor of that budget with 
the exception of that portion re- 
ferring to the parking meters.” 


The commissioners then reverted 
to a discussion of the appointment 
of the temporary police and fire- 
men which prompted Director Vil- 
lani to ask, “Do we want to put all 
this in the record? Let’s cut it out. 


Mayor Murphy: Can we have 
some action on the budget now? 


Commissioner Keenan: I move 
that the dedicated funds be included 
in this resolution, and that the tem- 
porary budget for 1945 should be 
predicated, as it should be, upon the 
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budget of the last preceding year. 


Mayor Murphy: In order to have 
it signed, do we have to have a 
new one made up? 


Commissioner Keenan: Can’t you 
add the dedicated account there? 


Mayor Murphy: If there is room 
there. I don’t know. 


You see, this resolution is broken 
down. The Director submitted a 
work sheet in support of his dedi- 
cated funds. I think that is a fact, 
isn’t it? 


Commissioner Keenan: Yes. 


Samuel Weitzman: And that in- 
cluded an item of $4,500 for traffic 
equipment in dedicated .funds, and 
that is the reason for drawing a sep- 
arate resolution. And there is an 
item under salaries of $870,000. 
Whether that includes payment of 
the temporaries or not, that does not 
appear; but it is obvious that it does. 


Commissioner Brady: But that is 
last year. 


Mr. Weitzman: No. That has 
nothing to do with last year. All 
we have to do is to appropriate a 
sum of money to operate the de- 
partments for the first three months 
of this year. The law says it shall 
not be in excess of 25 per cent of 
the total amount appropriated. You 
don't have to break: it down into 
the various heads.” When you come 
to adopt your permanent budget, 
then you break it down. But as I 
say, Director Keenan saw fit to 
break it down; and among other 
things there is an item of $870,000 
for salaries, which undoubtedly in-. 
cludes payment of temporaries for 
the first three months of the year. 
And he also shows under it a sum 
of $4,500. in traffic equipment, out 
of dedicated funds. 


Commissioner Keenan: That 1s an- 
other smoke screen, Sam. That is 
all you are trying to raise there. 


Mr. Weitzman: The letter says he 
is submitting “attached hereto the 
requirements for 3 months tempor- 
ary,” and it is broken up in that 
fashion. 


- Commissioner Keenan: This three 
months budget is only a temporary 
budget for three months, based on 
25 per cent of last year’s budget. 


I move the resolutino be so cor- 
rected so as to include the dedicated 
account for three months. I can- 
not see any sound reason for chang- 
ing it. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there room to 
get it on that resolution? 


City Clerk: We could get it on, if 
the motion carries. I think I could 
get it on it. 


Commissioner Byrne: We don’t 
have to have any motion. If he 
says he is not going to sign it, that 
is one thing. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, there 
has been a motion made that the 
dedicated item, listed on a separate 
resolution, pertaining to the park- 
ing meters in the Department of 
Public Safety, be included in it, on 
the general appropriation resolution, 
instead of on a separate resolution 
as is now prepared. ` 


Commissioner Byrne: I second the 
motion. ` 


Mayor Murphy: All in favor of 
the motion will signify by saying 
“aye.” The clerk will call the roll. 


Commissioner Brady: "Now, I un- 
derstand that that is only on the 
dedicated fund, is that correct? That 
is going into the budget? “Aye.” 


Commissioner Byrne: “Aye.” 

Commissioner Keenan: “Aye.” 
Commissioner Villani: “Aye.” 
Mayor Murphy: “No.” 


Commissioner Villani: Of course, 
we want it thoroughly understood 
that this does not affect the Mayor’s 
position in that court action. 


Mayor Murphy: It does n not affect 
anyone’s position. 


Mr. Schotland: No. 


Mayor Murphy: This question 
would net have been brought up at 
all, in all probability, if the Director 
had not submitted a breakdown in- 
dicating his position with reference 
to the dedicated item. 


Commissioner Keenan: And for 
the.sake of safety, in no instance is 
the sum to exceed 25 per cent of 
last year’s budget. 


Mayor Murphy: Of course, there 
seems to be an apprehension in this 
discussion. I don’t think that the 
budget is predicated on 25 per cent 
of each item on last year’s budget. 


Commissioner Brady: It is an 
overall feature. . 


Mayor Murphy: Overall. Of course 


Mayor Murphy: Overall. Of course, 
in the breakdowns submitted by the 
Directors we have items for sal- 
aries and wages. If that were on a 
25 per cent basis it would not be 
“salaries and wages, $2000” in the 
temporary budget, as he has it, but 
it would be a lower item. In other 
words, he is éstimating that that 
item is to cost him approximately 
$8000. this coming year, whereas 
last year it was around $6500. 


Commissioner Villani: That would 
be taken care of on the payrolls, 
wouldn’t it, Mr. Mayor? 


Mayor Murphy: What I am trying 
to show is that it is not 25 per cent 
of each budgetary item. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 
right. tI is the general thing. 


Commissioner Keenan: Now, I 
want to ask this, before this gets 
“balled up” again; the dedicated 
sum, in round figures, is $12,000. 
Now, in order to give the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, each division, 
25 per cent of last year’s budget, 
were there any changes made in 
any other figures? For instance, 
was that $12,000 put in Safety by 
anyone else, by someone here? 


Mayor Murphy: Not to my knowl- 
edge. 


Commissioner Keenan: That 
would raise Safety over that one 
quarter. 


Mayor Murphy: Not to my knowl- 
edge. There were no duplications. 
Were there any duplications in that 
figure, Mr. Farrell? 


Gene Farrell: No. 


Mayor Murphy: ‘The resolutions 
that I have prepared, may I have a 
vote on them? It is up to the Com- 
missioners. Do you indicate that 
you will turn them down? I think 
that it cought to be voted on. This 
is on the preparation of the resolu- 
tions where I have separated the 
dedicated fund and have taken out 
the $4,500 and put it under the De- 
partment of Public Safety. The item 
of traffic equipment, I removed that 
from the dedicated revenue item. 
That was the way I believe it should 
have been done. I would like te 
have a resolution voting it down. 
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Commissioner Byrne: There was 
no formal resolution brought in on 
that. There was a resolution brought 
in by Director Keenan, and passed, 
that it be put in the regular manner 
and changed. Now, I don't see why 
another vote has to go in. We voted 
to go along in the usual manner, as 
I understand it, 'on the budget.. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, it is up to 
the Commissioners. I am present- 
ing a resolution, and whether or not 
you want to vote on the resolution 
for the record— 


Commissioner Keenan: (Interrupt- 
ing) I move its rejection. 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 
to ask a question before any action 
is taken on it. I would like to ask 
the question from the Law Depart- 
ment, through you, Mr. Mayor. Is 
there any legal objection to signing 
both resolutions? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. I withheld 
my approval of this resolution that 
the Mayor is now calling to your at- 
tention, because it directly contra- 
dicts the provisions of the City ord- 
inance. And as long as that ordin- 
ance remains, not set aside by any 
higher court, this Commission is 
bound by it. That ordinance specifi- 
cally provides for the dedication. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I think it is important enough to 
get it decided once and for all. Now, 
there is no one who knows better 
than the man who signs a resolu- 
tion what his intentions and pur- 
poses are, and certainly if he does it 
feeling at that time that he signs 
that resolution he is doing it for a 
specific purpose,.he should know 
whether it is legal to do it or not. 


Now, the Corporation Counsel has 


- indicated that a member of the 


Commission can, by voting on a res- 
olution, vote for 99 items and re- 


ject the hundredth item. 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, that is 
what he said. 


Mr. Schotland: You see, this is 
different from an act of Congress 
where the President either has to 
approve a bill or disapprove it. He 
has no choice. 


City Clerk: Aren’t you approving 
it or disapproving it as it is? 


Commissioner Keenan: Well, it 
has four votes in the affirmative. 
You could vote “no.” : 


Mayor Murphy: I have my de- 
cision in the record. I voted “no.” 


Mr. Schotland: You could do it in 
one of two ways. You could sep- 
arate it as you have done in the past 
in the case of the approval of sales 
of real estate, or, if you do it by 
notation, it is a short cut in doing 
the same thing. 


Mayor Murphy: The resolution 
has all the votes. May I have a 
vote on this resolution? The Clerk 
will please read the resolution. 


Commissioner Brady: I move the 
resolution be presented. 


Commissioner Vallani: I second it. 


The Clerk then read the resolu- 
tion, as follows:

Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor— 


Commissioner Keenan: (Interrupt- 
ing) Might I suggest, before there is 
any recording of the action of the 
Commission, that there be some kind 
of a ‘stipulation there as to the 
amount of salaries now received. I 
would like to restate my position 
with regard to the times. These are 
the most critical times in which we 
have ever been privileged to live. 
There is a question in my mind as 
to the manner in which some poor 
unfortunates are compelled to live, 
and there are listed amongst these, 
those known as city empleyees. 


I am for a living wage in all in- 
stances. I would rather vote for an 
increase, to a living wage, than vote 
for a bonus. But I am unalterably 
opposed to even bonuses in the ul- 
tra-high brackets. 


Now it is my humble opinion that 
there are any number of citizens, 
and while the manner in which we 
may have been accustomed to live 
is not our privilege today, we are at 
least living. With the lower bracket 
employees, I am for them whole- 
heartedly; but I would like to know 
the amount of wages received by 
the employees. For instance, the 
first one is now receiving a salary 
of $5,000. It is not so difficulty to 
live on $5,000. And in that particu- 
lar instance I would say “no.” There 
I am opposed to even a bonus. 
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I had requests made to me. The 
chief officers in my division got no 
increase, when the “underdogs” did. 
And the “underdogs” in the vari- 
ous divisions got a little bit. Other 
employees got nothing. 


Commissioner Brady: This reso- 
lution speaks for itself. 


You will recall that when I spoke 
on Director Villani’s ordinance I 
made it very clear, and the record 
will support my statement at that 
time, that I have not always been 
opposed to bonuses. There isn't 
anything new brought to the at- 
tention of the commissioners inso- 
far as this opposition to the bonus 
is concerned. And nobody has corn- 
ered a market on that specific meth- 
od of increasing any of the City 
employees’ wages. I want that for 
the record. 


Furthermore, there are members 
in the Department of Publie Affairs, 
employees rather—and I will say in 
the high brackets in the Depart- 
ment of Public Affairs — who have 
not had an increase in salary in 20 
years. If they were worth the 
money that the administration of 20 
years ago saw fit to pay for their 
services, certainly in my opinion if 
they have rendered a service to the 
-city of Newark over a period of 20 
years and they have not received 
an increase during that timel think 
they should enjoy whatever stop- 
gap the Director of the Department 
recommends, until such time as the 
Commission as a whole decides to 
set up a standardization program, 
equal in every respect to what the 
position calls for, or the title calls 
for, in every department of the city. 


I am not opposed to Director Vil- 
lani giving any member of his de- 
partment an, increase in salary. I 
am for it. My opposition is recorded 
in the minutes of the meeting as 
being opposed to the inequitable 


salary set up, with reference to my 
department. 


If a man in my department, or 
a woman in my department, has a 
title comparable to a title in another 
department, and that party in an- 
other department receives what is a 
reasonable, equitable salary, I want 
the person in my department to get 
that salary, and I want the person 
in the department of every other 
branch of the city government to 
get that salary. That is my posi- 
tion. 


There is no reason why we can- 
not start immediately on the new 
standardization program and relieve 
the city employees. And after the 
City Commission has determined 
that the people in my department 
are not getting a sufficient wage 
scale, I will go on record now as 
being in favor of whatever determ- 
ination of the body is. This resolu- 
tion acts as a stop gap. It is not an 
increase in salary. It is a relief 
measure. 


I move the resolution, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
say to Commissioner Brady that in 
connection with Commissioner Vil- 
lani's ordinance, even this morning 
I called his attention to the fact 
that in his particular case I felt as 
though, while his ordinance is pend- 
ing, and a new ordinance is going 
to be introduced by him a result of 
the conference between his deputy 
and my deputy, that I thought in 
order to protect his employees that 
he should also introduce a resolu- 
tion to give them a bonus, and so 
that there will not be any loss to 
them. Now, I don’t know what the 
outcome of the Director's action has 
been, whether he has the assurance 
of the Law Department that it could 
be made retroactive or not; but cer- 
tainly I would see to it that those 
employees do not lose anything. I 
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was in favor of the bonuses being 
granted in his department until the 
ordinance is presented, so that they 
do not lose anything. 


Commissioner Brady: May I just 
add one more word, so that the 
Commission will be familiar with 
why I am making this bonus an 
average of $200. It might appear to 
the average citizen, or to some of 
the members of the City govern- 
ment, that I am giving a $200. bonus. 
That is not so. I was the first mem- 
ber of the Commission that set up 
a standardization plan for the em- 
ployees in my department. And the 
employees in my department have 
been receiving an increment of 
$100. a year. oS that is not based 
on a $200. bonus. That is not the 
idea at all. In some instances, the 
bonus is only $130. and in others it 
may be $180., and in others it may 
be $200. 


Commissioner Keenan: The ex- 
planation is satisfactory. There is 
only one name on that in the high 
brackets. J second the motion for 
the adoption of the resolution. 


Commissioner Villani: I want to 
assure the Mayor and the Commis- 
sioners, in reference to our ordin- 
ance about taking care of my em- 
ployees, I have checked with the 
Law Department, and they have as- 
sured me that it could be made re- 
troactive, either in the ordinance 
or by resolution, and that they 
would not lose any salary after 
February 1st, when I intend to give 
them the increases. 


I was inclined not to go along 
with your resolution at first, Direc- 
tor Brady, because I feel that your 
department, after certain investiga- 
tions that I have made, are being 
very much underpaid, and I feel 
that they should get more money. 
I still think they should get more 
money. People cannot live on $960. 


or $1100. a year. That is why I 
felt, rather than wait, as we would. 
on this program, for two years, that 
maybe it could be done right away 
now. But of course you are head 
of the department, and it is your 
privilege to look at it this way. 


I thought we could give them a 
little more bonus to take the weight 
off these people who are getting 
only $800. or $1100. a year. Perhaps 
$300. bonus. But rather than pre- 
vent this from being passed today, 
I am signing it, because I don't want 
anybody to. be held up today, and 
that is why I am going along with 
the resolution today. 


Commissioner Byrne: I don't want 
to vote against this resolution, Di- 
rector Brady, but I think there are 
in here certain people, from hurried- 
ly looking at it — I have just seen it 
now — getting bonuses who have 
outside émployment, and in fair- 
ness to my own department, I don't 
want to vote against it. I am just 
going on record as “not voting” on 
it. I don’t want to oppose it. 


I know what you are trying to 
do, and I am generally in accord 
with what you are going to do; but 
I cannot vote wholesale on this 
bonus all the way through, just to 
give it, because I think there are 
included on this people who have 
outside employment. I would like 
to look over the list. And acord- 
ingly, I am going to be recorded as 
“not voting.” 


Mayor Murphy: I may say, in- 
cidentally, that there was a tele- 
gram that I received, and I sup- 
pose the other commissioners did 
also, from these employees, asking 
for a bonus of $300. which I think 
Director Villani made mention of 
when he mentioned the $300. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 
right. 
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Mayor Murphy: That is wholly in 
your hands as far as I am concerned 
and the rest of the commissioners. 
That is wholly up to you. And as 
long as that is your recommenda- 
tion, I don't know what else the 
City Commissioners could do, but 
only to comply with your request 
favorably of unfavorably. And of 
course as I have already signed it, 
I am in favor of it. 


Commissioner Keenan: Roll call. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made and seconded. The Clerk will 
call the roll.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Cham- 
bers, City Hall, Newark, at 2:00 
P.M., Eastern War Time. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: I call the 
meeting to order. The Clerk will 
call the roll.

City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, I would 
like to present for approval the lo- 
eal budget of the City of Newark for 
the fiscal year 1945, with its adver- 
tising days set at and on the 10th 
day of February 1945, in the New- 
ark Evening News and the Newark 
Ledger, and the ilth day of Febru- 
ary, 1945, in the Sunday Call. And 
the hearing date set for 10 AM. 
February 26th, 1945, in the Commis- 
sion Chambers, this very room. 


‘The Clerk then presented the 
Budget for Fiscal year 1945. - 


Commissioner Brady: I move the 
approval, 


Commissioner Keenan: I second 


the motion. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: If there is no 
objection, motion has been made 
and seconded. The Clerk will call 
the roll.

Commissioner Villani introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordin- 
ance at length: 


AN ORDINANCE CREATING A 
MUNICIPAL EMPLOYEES COM- 
PENSATION BUREAU, DEFINING 
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THE JURISDICTION OF THE 
BUREAU, AND THE ASSIGN- 
MENT OF AN INVESTIGATOR TO 
MANAGE AND REGULATE THE 
BUREAU, 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN: 


1: There is hereby created in 
the City of Newark a bureau, being 
known and designated as the Munic- 
ipal Employes Compensation Bur- 
eau, hereinafter referred to as the 
Bureau. 


2: The jurisdiction of this Bur- 
eau will be to investigate all accident 
and injury to officers and employes 
of the City of Newark, arising out 
of, and in the course of, the employ- 
ment of such officers and employes; 
to make all determinations in cases 
of injuries to officers and employes 
as to whether or not the particular 


case comes within the State Com- 


pensation Act, especially if the in- 
jury in any case was received in the 
course of employe’s employment; 
the determination of the Bureau 
shall be official in all cases except 
the same might be modified by the 
order, award or ruling of the State 
Bureau; to secure immediate medi- 
cal reports upon all such cases; to 
follow up and ascertain that all such 
officers and employes are receiving 
medical attention; to negotiate for 
the proper settlement of claims for 
workmen’s compensation; to provide 
for the payment of compensation 
and for medical attention to any 
officer or employe of the City in- 
jured in the performance of his or 
her duty. 


3: In all employes’ liability cases 
not permanent in nature shall be 
taken up and considered by the 
Bureau, insofar as the same may be 
handled and settled without the in- 
tervention of, the State Bureau, pro- 
vided, however, any such settlemeni 


shall first be confirmed by the di- 
rector of the department having 
control over the employe so in- 
jured, and that any such settlement 
shall not exceed, if practicable and 
possible, a like award and settle- 
ment under the same circumstances 
and conditions as would be made by 
the State Bureau. The Bureau may 
proceed for the negotiation and. pay- 
ment of any award allowed an in- 
jured employe, without confirmation 
of the director of any department, 
when such award be fixed and estab- 
lished by the order or award of the 
State Bureau. 


4: In all employes’ liability 
cases not permanent in nature, when 
the same cannot be adjusted and 
compromised between the Bureau 
and the employe, then and in that 
event, either the Bureau or the em- 
ploye may apply to the State Bureau 
for a determination and settlement 
of the matter. 


5: In all employes’ liability cases 
permanent in nature, the Bureau 
may make the proper application to 
the State Bureau for an award and 
determination, if such application 
has not already been made by the 
employe, and the Bureau is hereby 
authorized to arrange for the City 
to make payment in such cases as 
fixed by the award of the State Bur- 
eau, but in no case shall the Bur- 
eau make compromise of any case 
permanent in nature without first 
obtaining a State Bureau order or 
award. 


6: In all cases where the Bur- 
eau has made payments to the em- 
ploye directly or by reason of medi- 
cal, surgical or hospital attendance, 
and said case should subsequently be 
determined by the State Bureau, 
then the local Bureau shall see that 
all monies so expended in the case 
are included in the State order or 
award. 


7: In all employes’ liability 
cases involving the death of the em- 
ploye either at the time of the ac- 
cident or subsequently, shall be 
treated in the same manner as the 
handling of cases permanent in na- 
ture, and any payments to the em- 
ploye during his life or to depend- 
ents of the employe after his death, 
shall be fixed and determined by 
the order and award of the State 
Bureau. 


8: The Bureau, in all cases of 
employe’s liability and especially 
cases to be submitted to the State 
Bureau for award and orders, is 
hereby empowered to make all tem- 
porary payments for medical, sur- 
gical and hospital services during 
the waiting period and the periods 
Preceding his settlement on an 
award or order adjustment between 
the Bureau and the employe, and 
such payment shall be included in 
the State Bureau’s award or order 
made in the case. 


9: The Bureau shall have the 
right to make all necessary arrange- 
ments for medical, surgical and hos- 
pital treatment of any officer or em- 
ploye of the City who may have 

_been injured in the performance of 
his or her duties. Any such arrange- 
ment shall be so made in writing 
fixing the services, which shall not 
exceed the prevailing rate for like 
services in the City, and shall pro- 
vide for the termination of such ar- 
rangement at any time, by either the 
Bureau or the third party. 


10: The Bureau shall not, in any 
case arange to pay any hospital 
surgeon doctor or group of doctors 
or surgeons a total sum for services 
exceeding the sum of $500.00, unless 
the approval of the director of the 
department having control of the 
employe be first obtained, neverthe- 
less, if any such fees and services 
be fixed and determined in excess 
of $500.00 in any award or order of 


the State Bureau, then the. approval 
of the director shall not be neces- 
sary. 


11: In any case where the Bur- 
eau may determine the medical, sur- 
gical and hospital fees and services 
demanded be greater than the par- 
ticular case warrants, then the Bur- 
eau may make application to the 
State Bureau for a determination as 
to the same. 


12: No employes’ compensation 
or fees or expenses for medical, sur- 
gical and hospital services, or other- 
wise, shall be recognized by the 
City, nor paid for out of any fuunds 
of the City, unless the case be first 
assigned to the Bureau in the man- 
ner herein provided, unless any such 
compensation fees and expenses be 
fixed and contained in any order or - 
award of the State Bureau. 


13: The Bureau shall have the 
right to make all necessary applica- 
tions to the State Bureau and to 
do all things necessary to be done 
under the State law in the name of 
the City, or otherwise, to properly 
care for all cases of employes’ li- 
ability that may arise, calling upon 
the Law Department of the City, 
when the occasion arises for legal 
aid. 


14: In all employes’ compensation 
cases where the Bureau does not 
feel the award or order of the State 
Bureau be not in accordance with 
the facts and evidence in the case, 
the Bureau shall have the right to 
appeal in the name of the City in 
such award or order in the manner 
provided by law, provided the con- 
sent of any such appeal be first ob- 
tained from the director of the de- 
partment having control of the em- 
ploye injured in the case. 


15: The Bureau shall keep full, 
accurate and complete books and 
records containing workmen’s com- 


GER 


pensation matters and settlements of 
all injuries to employes, the nature 
of the medical, surgical and hospital 
treatments required and given, and 
the names of the surgeons and doc- 
tors employed and the hospitals 
used and the amount or amounts for 
which the City of Newark was or 
may become liable resulting there- 
from or which the City has paid 
therefor, as well as other records 
that might be necessary and appro- 
priate for the proper record in the 
premises. 


16: The Bureau shall arrange the 
preparation for trial and appeal of 
aH workmen's compensation cases 
and shall, under the instructions of 
the Corporation Counsel, provide for 
attendance at any and all informal 
hearings in workmen’s compensa- 
tion cases, and prepare and aid and 
assist the Corporation Counsel in the 
preparation and trial of any and all 
workmen’s compensation cases. 


17: The Bureau, in the employ- 
ment of any doctor and surgeon in 
any particular case, will select such 
doctor or surgeon from any recom- 
mendation made by the director in 
whose department the employe in 
the particular case was engaged. In 
the event the director makes no 
such selection or recommendation, 
then the Bureau will be at liberty to 
make its own selection. 


18: Each year the several City 
departments shall make provision in 
the annual budget of the City for 
such department, a certain fixed sum 
estimated to be sufficient to meet 
the emploes’ compensation require- 
ments for that department for the 
year. The sums so appropriated for 
the several departments for the 
purpose of meeting the employes’ 
compensation shall be held by the 
proper financial officer of the City, 
and all demands against the City to 
be authorized by the Bureau head 
and then paid in the same manner 


as other general debts of the City. 
Oppropriations fixed by any one de- 
partment to meet the employes’ 
compensation needs of htat depart- 
ment shall not be used for any other 
department for its employes’ com- 
pensation needs without the sanc- 
tion of a majority of the Board of 
Commissioners by resolution, or 
otherwise. In the event any one 
department shall exceed its funds so 
appropriated in any one year, then 
that department shall make addi- 
tional appropriations for the purpose 
aforesaid. 


19: In case no appropriation be 
made in any department in the cur- 
rent budget for the purposes afore- 
said, then and until the next annual 
budget shall be made up and in 
order to carry out the provisions of 
this ordinance, each department shall 
make a temporary appropriation in 
the manner aforesaid to meet the 
current employes’ compensation in 
that department. 


20: There is hereby created the 
position of Investigator in work- 
men’s compensation cases. and said 
Investigator shali have charge of the 
Municipal Employes Compensation 
Bureau hereby created, and it shall 
be his duty to carry out the objects 
and purposes for which the Bureau 
was created, as herein set forth. Said 
Investigator shall have the power 
and authority to prescribe rules and 
regulations for the proper handling 
and efficiently carrying out the pur- 
poses and objects of the Bureau, as 
herein fixed and established. 


21: The investigator now handl- 
ing workmen’s compensation cases 
for the City of Newark, and being 
the investigator created by ordin- 
ance of the Board of Commission- 
ers of the City of Newark adopted 
January 12, 1944, for the Department 
of Public Works, be and he is here- 
by transferred to fill the position of 
Investigator of Municipal Employes 


Compensation Bureau hereby cre- 
ated, with the same annual salary 
range, namely, from $3,000.00 to 
$4,200.00, payable semi-monthly and 
being the amount and in the man- 
ner he is now receiving the same. 


22: The Municipal Employes 
Compensation Bureau, as herein 
created, is hereby assigned to come 
under the jurisdiction and control 
of the Department of Parks and 
Public Property, subject to all the 
terms and conditions herein set 
forth, and the Investigator herein 
assigned to fill the position of In- 
vestigator of the Bureau, is hereby 
transferred from the Department of 
Public Works to the Department of 
Parks and Public Property for the 
reasons and purposes aforesaid. 


23: All ordinances and parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


24: This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect immediately upon passage and 
publication according to law.

DESIGNATED AS BAGATELLE, 
BASEBALL, OR PIN AMUSEMENT 
GAMES, OR SIMILAR MACHINES 
OR DEVICES, AND PROVIDING 
FOR THE LICENSING OF SUCH 
DEVICES WITHIN THE CITY OF 
NEWARK, AND PRESCRIBING 
PENALTIES FOR ANY VIOLA-

THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK,

1: Definitions. 


(a). The word “person” as used 
in this ordinance shall mean any in- 
dividual, firm, member of firm, 
partnership, member of partnership, 


corpcration, or any officer, director, 
or stockholder of said corporation. 


(b). The word “distributor” as 
used in this ordinance shall mean 
any person who leases or rents out 
or places, under any kind of arrange- 
ment, one or more automatic amuse- 
ment games as designated in this 
ordinance. 


automatic amusement 
game, bagatelle, baseball or pin 
amusement game, or similar ma- 
chine or device shall be inclusive of 
all machines or devices operated, 
maintained or used in any public or 
quasi public place, or in any build- 
ing, store, or other place wherein 
the public are invited, or wherein 
the public may enter, which pro- 
vide no free play, no prizes, or re- 
turn of any money, and particular- 
ly, but not by way of limitation, all 
coin operated amusement devices, 
and which may be licensed at the 
discretion of the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety, as pro- 
vided for in an ordinance concern- 
ing such machines or devices, as 
amended and adopted January 10, 
1945. 


(c). An 


2: No person as hereinafter de- 
fined shall distribute to any person 
or to the owner, occupant, or li- 
censee or any premises, as herein- 
before set forth, in the City of New- 
ark, for the purpose of operation 
thereof, of any automatic amuse- 
ment games of the type commonly 
known as bagatelle, baseball or pin 
amusement games, or similar ma- 
chines or devices as hereinbefore de- 
fined, without first having received 
from the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety a license so to do. 

3: The Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety is authorized 
to grant a distributor’s license to 
any person upon application there- 
for, in writing, upon his determina- 
tion that the said applicant is a 
proper person to receive such lic- 


ense. 


4: The application shall be filed 
on a form to be furnished by the 
Director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, which form shall show 
the name of the applicant, post office 
address, whether or not the “person” 
making the application has ever 
been convicted of crime, or a viola- 
tion of any city ordinance involving 
gambling, and such other informa- 
tion as hte Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety of the City 
,of Newark shall deem necessary or 
proper, and the fee for the license, 
which is hereby fixed at One Thou- 
sand Dollars ($1,000.00) shall be pay- 
able with the filing of the applica- 
tion and if the application is re- 
jected the fee is to be returned to 
the applicant. The license shall be 
for a period of one year from the 
date thereof. 


5: No distributor licensed here- 
under shall distribute to any person 
or any premises in the City of New- 
ark any machine or device, as afore- 
said, for the purpose of gambling or 
for the use of any minor under the 
age of 16 years to play or operate 
any of the said machines and de- 
vices. 


6: All machines and devices 
distributed by the licensee shall con- 
tain on a prominent place in view 
of the player a notice, in form ap- 
proved by the said Director, in 
prominent lettering setting forth 
that the said machine shall not be 
used for gambling purposes, nor 
shall any minor under the age of 16 
years be permitted to play or oper- 
ate the said machine or device and 
that no reward or prizes of any 
kind shall be given by any person 
in connection with the play or op- 
eration of the same. 


7: The licensee shall report to 
the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety in writing, in form 


and manner required by said Direc- 
tor, the name and address of the 
person and the premises to whom a 
machine has been delivered and dis- 
tributed within seven days after 
same has been delivered by him. 


8: The licensee shall forthwith, 
upon the order of the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, re- 
move from any person or premises 
any machine or device distributed 
by him, upon the determination of 
the said Director of the Department 
of Public Safety that the same is to 
be withdrawn from operation. 


9: The Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety shall have 
power to revoke any license issued 
under the provisions of this Ord- 
inance for good and sufficiente uase. 


10: This ordinance is enacted for 
the purpose of providing additional 
necessary regulation and control of 
automatic amusement games and 
devices as defined in -this ordin- 
ance. 


11: Any person (not including a 
corporation) violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
upon conviction thereof be punish- 
able by a fine in any sum not ex- 
ceeding two hundred ($200.06) dol- 
lars, or in default thereof may be 
imprisoned in the county jail for a 
period not exceeding ninety (90) 
days; any corporation violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall upon conviction thereof pay a 
fine of not more than two hundred 


($200.00) dollars, which may be re- 


covered in an action of debt. 


12: If, for any reason, any section 
or provision of this ordinance shall 
be questioned in any court, and 
shall be held to be unconstitutional 
or invalid, the same shall not be 
held to affect any other section or 
provision of this ordinance.

I opposed 
the original ordinance because I felt 
the same as you did, Mr. Mayor, 
concerning the inequitable standard- 
ization set up in the previous classi- 
fication. I find in the present ord- 
inance there are some inequitable 
standardization when compared with 
the same titles in my department. 
However, I am on record as being 
in favor of a standardization plan 
for all city employees, and I feel 


that we cannot go at the problem ` 


soon enough. It should be taken in 
hand, and we should find as quick 
a solution as possible for it. How- 
ever, I don’t believe that because of 
that fact, that we should continue 
with the employees of any depart- 
ment living under a wage scale that 
certainly does not set up with the 


present cost of living. I cannot con- 
scientiously oppose this ordinance. 
If the equalization plan has to wait 
several months, there is no reason 
why those employees have to wait. 


I gave my employees a bonus. I 
believe the same situation could pre- 
vail in the Department of Parks and 
Public Property. However, Director 
Villani is responsible for that de- 
partment. He presents the ordin- 
ance, and I am voting in favor of it.

Newark, N. J., February 26, 1945 


A Public Hearing on the 1945 
Budget was held on the above date, 
in the Commissioners’ Chambers, 
City Hall, Newark, at 10:00 o’clock 
A.M., Eastern War Time. 


Mayor Murphy: The Budget Hear- 
ing will come to order, The Clerk 
will call the roll. 


Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
now read the purpose of this meet- 
ing. 


City Clerk: This is a regularly 
advertised, scheduled, meeting of 
the Board of Commissioners for the 
purpose of holding a hearing for the 
1945 budget of the City of Newark. 


Mayor Murphy: May I at this 
time get a clarification from the 
Corporation Counsel, for the pur- 
pose of the record, of the position 
of the budget, in view of the fact 
that the Local Government Commis- 
sioner has not certified to it? 


May I ask you, Counsellor, if it 
will in any manner, shape, or form 
interfere with this budget hearing? 


Mr. Schotland: No sir, it will not. 


Mayor Murphy: Then we will pro- 
ceed with the hearing as advertised. 
The total levy has been advertised 
and is $37,446,338.41. The surplus 
appropriation account, as anticip- 
ated, is $1,500,000. We are anticip- 
ating on the basis of $1,500,000. out 
of a total surplus of $2,393,500. I 
felt as though that surplus was 
necessary to maintain, due to the 
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fact we don't know what 1945 col- 
lections will bring. Last year the 
percentage was 91.38. I personally 
feel we should have that cushion in 
case our collections fall next year 
to 90 or 89. The difference would 
be, between the $1,500,000 and $2,- 
300,000. ` 


Miscellaneous revenue as anticip- 
ated is $4,856,300, same as last year. 


The delinquent tax account had 
been anticipated on the basis of 
$1,000,000. After going over the 
figures, that has been increased. 
Under the law we can anticipate as 
high as $1,600,000; but after going 
over the figures in reference to de- 
linquent taxes, I think it would be 
a serious mistake if we anticipate 
that full amount. 


It means that for the additional 
amount, $100,000, a motion would 
have to be passed to amend the 
budget insofar as the anticipation 
of the additional $100,000 is con- 
cerned, I think with the $500,000 
leeway we will be safe. I don’t be- 
lieve in anticipating too great an 
amount and I am trying to accom- 
plish a year after year down trend 
in the tax rate, and not one that will 
come down one year and up the 
next. 


Tax title liens have been antic- 
ipated as $216,000. After going over 
the records, I have increased that to 
$500,000. We are allowed under the 
law to anticipate $1,186,000. There 
again, I have reviewed the work of 
the collections from the tax title 
lien sales which were held during 
the year 1944. We have got the 
best out of all of those tax title-liens. 
There will be sales held during the 
coming year. After analyzing the 
properties involved, it was agreed 
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that item could safely be increased 
from $216,000 to $500,000. I think 
it would be very dangerous to go 
anywhere near the $1,186,000 figure 
in view of the fact that we have 
cleaned up the tax title liens so far 
as properties that really amount to 
anything. I think that the last few 
sales have definitely indicated to 
the Board of Commissioners that 
the best has been gotten out of 
liens. ' 


Commissioner Villani: I think that 
is very conservative. We have col- 
lected close to $300,000 last year for 
the sale of properties alone. 


Mayor Murphy: Of course the 
question now is, what can we col- 
lect next year, or rather this year, 
1945. 


Commissioner Villani: I agree 
with you. I think we will collect 
much more. 


Mayor Murphy: You see, approx- 
imately $65,000 equals about 1 point. 
I got the impression that your bud- 
get was going to be decreased an 
additional $1000,000. Is that so? 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes. We 
decreased it the other day $151,000. 


Mayor Murphy: It is $100,000 
which will affect the budget. 


Commissioner 
right. 


Byrne: That is 


Mayor Murphy: So the net re- 
sults of the changes would be an in- 
crease in anticipated tax arrearages 
of $100,000; increase of $284,000 in 
anticipated tax title lien, and the 
effect on the budget of the $100,000 
in the $150,000 reduction, in the ac- 
count of the Department of Public 
Works, a total of $484,000, which 
brings the tax rate down to approx- 
imately $5.17. 


We are not always sure how the 
countay tax rate will work out. 
That rate may go up and it may go 
down. We hope it goes down. Some- 
how or other it continues going up, 
and there isn’t much said about it. 
But if it remains the same as last 
year, the Newark Tax Rate now 
worked out, is approximately $5.17. 
It may swing a point one way or 
the other in the final compilation. 


The new levy will be announced, 
will come to approximately $36,- 
912,000, instead of $37,446,000. 


Last year, $600,000 of the Water 
Department’s anticipated surplus 
was used to purchase U. S. War 
Bonds, is that right, Director Byrne? 


Commissioner 
right. 


Byrne: That is 


Mayor Murphy: Now this year we * 


have a surplus of $404,581.65. Is 
that right? 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: Of which amount, 
$150;000 was set up as anticipated 
revenue for 1945 water utility bud- 
get, leaving a balance of $254,581.65. 


With the $600,000 of 1944, and if 
there is another $600,000 in 1945, 
that would give us $1,200,000. And 
with the $254,581, the total would 
be $1,454,000 or thereabouts. If we 
have another surplus at the end of 
1945, we would have $1,545,000 built 
up in this surplus water fund. Is 
that about right? 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anyone 
who desires to be heard at this 
budget hearing. The budget hear- 
ing is now open for public discus- 
sion. May I ask, are there any re- 
marks to be made by any commis- 
sioner? Is there any commissioner 
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who desires to inform the Com- 
mission that he is making changes 
in his budget? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, Mr. 
Mayor. I am making a change of a 
$10,000 increase. That is due to the 
fact that at the last meeting we 
passed an ordinance creating the 
position of the compensation bur- 
eau, and I will need $8,000 for per- 
sonal services, and $2,000 for other 
expenses. We are taking over one 
of the men from Director Byrne’s 
office, so that that will be a decrease 
in his department, is that correct? 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes, if you 
are taking over. 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, we are 
taking over Del Negro. What does 
he get, $3,000? There will be a de- 
crease of $3,000. in Director Byrnes 
office, so that there will practically 
be an increase of only $7,000 which 
I will need, and that will take care 
of my budget. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I am not making any changes in my 
budget, but I would like to make a 
statement. These budgets, I pre- 
sume, will be taken up separately? 


Mayor Murphy: Some of the di- 
rectors have held public hearings 
on their budgets. 


Commissioner Brady: That is cor- 
rect. 


Mayor Murphy: And the budget 
is no wopen for discussion by the 
- public. Just as soon as you are 
through, Director, we will hear fur- 
ther from any commissioner, and 
then we will hear from the public. 


Commissioner Brady; On Febru- 
ary -3th, last I held a public hear- 
ing on the annual budget of my de- 
partment, at which time I announced 
that I had approved the sum of $3,- 
215,086.51 to cover the administra- 


tive and operating costs of the De- 
partment of Public Affairs for the 
current year. This represents an 
increase of $115,828.19 over the 1944 
budget appropriation as modified by 
transfer, which was $3,099,258.32. 


As to the present increase in the 
appropriation for our department, I 
called attention to the inclusion 
therein of $89,640 for annual auto- 
matic salary increments granted to 
the employees of the Department 
of Public Affairs under ordinance 
adopted by The Board of Commis- 
sioners and approved by the State 
Civil Service Commission as of 
April 7, 1943 This year, in addition 
to the foregoing sum allotted for 
salary increments, I allowed $137,160 
in the form of increased cost of 
living bonuses pursuant to the ap- 
rroval of the Board of Commission- 
ers at the regular meeting held on 
January 24, 1945. May I again state, 
for the record, this bonus is a stop- 
gap to meet the present increased 
cost of living, and was granted 
pending the completion of the sur- 
vey which is now under way cover- 
ing all these salaries and title clas- 
sifications for all the employees of 
the city. I may also add that under 
this bonus plan no employee re- 
ceives in excess of $200. per annum 
comprising the annual automatic 
salary increments to those who were 
entitled to same under the’ Salary 
Standardization Ordinance and the 
aforesaid bonus allotments. 


During the first three years of my 
administration of the Department of 
Public Affairs, I cut the budget of 
my department $2,233,477, which 
represented approximately a reduc- 
tion of 34 points in the tax rate. The 
present increase of approximately 
$115,000 represents less than 2 points 
in the tax rate. Therefore, the rec- 
ord shows at the completion of the 
four years of my administration I 
netted a saving of more than 32 
points in the tax rate. 
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Regarding personnel statistics, on 
May 16th, 1941, which was the ad- 
vent of my administration, there 
were 1831 employees on the payroll 
of my department. At the present 
time, the personnel consists of 1180 
employees, a reduction of 651 per- 
sons, or more than 33 1/3 per cent. 
This was accomplished despite the 
inclusion in my department of the 
City Clerks Office and the newly- 
created Soldiers and Sailors Munic- 
ipal Aid Bureau. 


For the benefit of those who were 
unable to attend my preliminary 
public hearing, I have copies of a 
recapitulation of my budget and my 
statement analyzing same, which are 
available to you today on request. 
I am now prepared to answer any 
further questions relating to the 
operating costs of the Department of 
Public Affairs for the curent year. 
To that end, I have invited the re- 
spective division heads of my de- 


.partment who are here to explain 


the functional activities of their in- 
stitutions and agencies. 


Mayor Murphy: Does any other 
commissioner have any matter to 
report on his budget before we hear 
from the public, or from any person 
who may desire to offer any com- 
ments? 


If anybody else desires to be heard 
he is welcome to come forward and 
address the commission. 


Mr. L. H. Jamouneau: Mr. Mayor 
and Commissioners, I want to ex- 
press my agreement with the Mayor 
on his statement of reducing the 
budget by the use of surplus funds 
and stretching anticipation, and so 
forth. That, of course, is not in the 
public interest, and those things 
should be done conservatively; but 
the most important point for con- 
sideration, which has not been 
touched on, is the matter of the 
Operating Costs. These have been 
continuously rising for a long per- 


iod of years at a rate out of all 
proportion with the rate of the 
citys growth, or with the increase 
of its ratables, which in fact are 
not now increasing at all, but de- 
clining. 


Excluding the pension contribu- 
tions by the city, the 1945 budget 
earries total appropriations for the 
five operating departments of $16,- 
337,551.40, exclusive of emergency 
appropriations for 1944 of $216,- 
102.14, a total of $16,553,653.54. 


This establishes a new high rec- 
ord, and the amount has now pass- 
ed all reason. It is more than the 
traffic will bear, as is evidenced by 
the protest of the Prudential Insur- 
ance Company. 


It represents an increase of about 
166 per cent over the costs in 1918, 
when the population of the city was 
only about 10 per cent less than it 
is now, when the city was substan- 
tially its present area. The cost of 
living in 1918 was nearly an all- 
time high, the quantity of city serv- 
ices was not substantially Jess than 
they are now; in fact they were ac- 
tually greater in some respects, as 
in the matter of ash removal. The 
quality of city services was then 
notably higher in many respects, as 
in the matter of police protection, 
now at such a deplorably low ebb. 


It is manifest that under these 
circumstances, the increase in cost 
of operating the five administrative 
departments of the city from $5,- 
230,817.01 in 1918 to $16,553,653.54 
in 1945 cannot be justified. A halt 
must be called to this oppression. 


The present budget calls for an 
increase in these operating costs 
from $16,055,322.15 in 1944 to $16,- 
337,551.40 in’ 1945, ostensibly only 
$282,229.25, which is bad enotgh, 
but the actual increase is much 
greater because of the inflation of 
the 1944 budget. 
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The 1944 budget was in excess of 
reasonable requirements by $569,- 
574.58, as is now revealed for the 
first time by the publication of the 
1945 budget which shows that that 
amount was unexpended. This 
makes a total increase in the pres- 
ent budget of $851,803.83, which still 
fails to express the full truth be- 
cause over $400,000 was transferred 
in the operation of the 1944 budget, 
and much of this was unnecessarily, 
or illegally, expended. 


Mr. Jamoneau further analysed 
the budget and made comparisons of 
Newark city cost with those of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, and other municipal- 
ities. He suggested drastic cuts, and 
concluded: 


The Mayor suggested that the City 
should adopt a plan for a gradual 
reduction of the budget over a per- 
iod of years, and that is a very good 
point; but it wont amount to any- 
thing unless you take action on this 
question of reducing operation costs. 
They should be immediately re- 
duced and a plan adopted so that 
there will be a gradual decrease of 
tax rate resulting from reduced op- 
eration expenses over a period of 
years. Thank you. 


Commissioner Brady: Just a mo- 
ment, please. I will take under ad- 
visement consideration of all your 
recommendations, but I should like 
to ask you, and I insist, that you 
Specify what expenses were illegal 
during the past or preceeding years 
of this administration. I deny there 
was any illegal expenditures inso- 
far as I am concerned, and further, 
I do not intend to be categorized by 
you or by anybody else as a party to 
any illegal transaction or any un- 
lawful transaction on this commis- 
sion. I demand an explanation. I 
want each illegal expenditure item- 
ized, and I want it for this record. 
You definitely made a statement 
here that there were illegal expen- 
ditures by this commission, and I 


want you to itemize them. And I 
want it for this record. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I did not sug- 
gest there were any illegal expen- 
ditures by your department, so I 
think your remarks are uncalled for. 


Commissioner Brady: I dont care 
what department it is; I am a mem- 
ber of this commission, and you are 
not going to make me a party to any 
illegal transaction of this commis- 
sion. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I don’t think there 
is anything to be gained by person- 
alities or by argument. The illegal 
expenditures I have in mind were 
in connection with the transfer of 
funds between Director Keenan and 
Director Villani. 


Commissioner Brady: Who says 
thai is illegal? You? 


Mr. Jamouneau: I say so. And 
Mayor Murphy agrees with me. 

Commissioner Brady: Is that your 
opinion, or is it the opinion of a 
qualified member of the bar of the 
State of New Jersey, or is it some- 
thing from the Law Department of 
the City of Newark, or is it your 
personal opinion? 


Mr. Jamouneau: It is my opinion, 
and it is also the opinion of Mayor 
Murphy. 


Commissioner Brady: I think that 
Mayor Murphy could speak for him- 
self, John Alden. 


Mr. Jamouneau: But Mayor Mur- 
phy is constantly advised by law- 
yers, and I have great respect for 
his opinion. And other illegal ex- 
penditures came from the fact that 
you have over expended—I mean 
the City as a whole—on your ap- 
propriations, before the time came 
when it was legally possible to 
transfer funds. 
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Commissioner Brady: Just å mo- 
ment. Is that your opinion? ` 


Mr. Jamouneau: That is also my 
opinion. 


Commissioner Brady: I want that 
noted on the record. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Let's save time 
by saying that all of these things 
are my opinion. I am simply ex- 
Dressing them as a matter of opinion. 


Commissioner Byrne: May I ask 
you just one question, Mr. Jam- 
ouneau? When you referred to this 
figure of $28,000,000 in Cincinnati, 
you realize of course that does not 
include the cost of the debt service? 


Mr. Jamouneau: I am glad you 


raised that point, Director. I have 
a complete copy— 
Commissioner Byrne: (Interrupt- 


ing) I am just asking you a question. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I would like to 
answer it. ` 


Commissioner Byrne: Now, let me 
ask you a question, and you answer 
it. I say that the total operating 
cost for Newark, which is set at 
$45,000,000 by you, represents a to- 
tal and entire budget. Now, the 
$28,000,000 figures used by you for 
the operating cost of Cincinnati, 
does not include the cost of the debt 
service, does it? 


Mr. Jamouneau: It does. 


Commissioner Byrne: I say it does 
not. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I have a complete 
record of the City operating costs, 
and if you want me to put it in the 
record, I will. 


Commissioner Byrne: I want to 
put in the record that the $28,000,- 


000 figure that you used as the op- 
erating cost for the city of Cincin- 
-nati does not include all of the cost 
of the debt service. 


After further argument on the 
$28,000,000 figure used for compar- 
ison by Jamouneau, Director Byrne 
said: 


You came here at the Budget 
Hearing of Director Murphy, and 
you tried to make a comparison of 
costs in the collection of taxes, ddin’t 


you? And you emphasized very 
strenuously— 
Mr. Jamouneau: (Interrupting) 


These amounts were only operating 
costs. 


Commissioner Byrne: The collec- 
tion of taxes is operating costs, isn’t 
it? 


Mr. Jamouneau: Yes. 


Commissioner Byrne: All right. 
And you emphasized that most 
strenuously at Mayor Murphy’s 


meeting; and I would like to say 
for the benefit of the man who wrote 
the “scrap book” or whatever you 
call it, on Saturday night, that I am 
speaking seriously, and I don’t mean 
it in a facetious way; it is serious 
when I defend the City of Newark 
against reputations, against a per- 
son like yourself, and I don’t expect 
that any reasonable, sane person 
would try to ridicule and make sa- 
tire of sound economic facts which 
can be proved to be facts. 


Now, in answer to your criticism 
of Mayor Murphy on the collection 
of taxes, on the cost of $700,000 as 
being too high, I have shown you, 
and you cannot refute the fact, that 
Hamilton County collects the taxes 
for the city of Cincinnati. We have

no such provision here in the City 
of Newark, and you know it better 
than anybody else. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I would like to 
ask Mayor Murphy if I did not make 
that fully clear at his hearing? 


Commissioner Byrne: The record 
speaks for itself. 


Mr. Jamouneau: No: there were 
no notes taken at that meeting, Di- 
rector. But my recollection is that 
I made that very clear. 


Mayor Murphy: If I recall, I think 
I brought it out; and of course you 
admitted it. If I remember cor- 
rectly, I had to go to Cincinnati 
some years back and examined their 
systems, and looking over the opera- 
tio nof the city, and at that time. 
much to my surprise, I uncovered 
that ther taxes were collected by 
the* county and then distributed 
amongst the municipalities. Of 
course that you admitted was cor- 
rect. Of course there is no record 
of that, but that is my recollection. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I merely want to 
have it appear on the record now 
that all that was brought out at your 
hearing. l 


Mayor Murphy: It was brought 


out, yes. 
Commissioner Byrne: It was 
brought out when Mr. Weitzman 


mentioned the fact there was a dif- 
ference in the collection of taxes. 
You did not bring it out. And it 
was brought out definitely now, by 
me. - 


Mr. Jamouneau: On the contrary, 
I think I was the one who brought 
it out. 


Commissioner Byrne: I beg your 
pardon. You don't know how to 
tell the truth. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I don't want to 
get into personal argument. 


Commissioner Byrne: No, you 
don't. Not when you are on the 
defense. But whether you want to 
get it on the record or not, I will 
get it in. (Reading) “Hamilton 
County, Ohio, assesses and collects 
the current and delinquent taxes of 
Cincinnati. According to the United 
States Census Bureau reports for 
1943, Newark spent $707,000 on the 
assessment and collection of taxes 
in the custody of funds, while Cin- 
cinnati spent $78,000.” Ten for one. 
Mr. Jamouneau: I want to say 
further, Director Byrne, if you re- 
call correctly, all those things were 
put in a written memorandum which 
I left with the Mayor, and I think 
if you will refer to that you will 
find the whole story of Hamilton 
County was written out by me. 


Commissioner Byrne: I happened 
to be there when you made the 
statement; but you don’t stick very 
close to the truth. 


Mr. Jamouneau: But you refer to 
the written statement I left at that 
meeting. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anyone 
else who further desires to be heard 
at this public hearing on the budget? 


Commissioner Villani: I move that 
the hearing be closed. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Commissioner Keenan: Before the 
hearing is closed, I would like to say 
something with regard to safety. 
The Department of Public Safety’s 
budget for 1945 shows a decrease of 
$159,877.09 under the budget of 1944. 
And it might be interesting just to 
explain with regard to budget pro- 
visions for 1945, that there is a 
$524,692.78 decrease under the bud- 
get for the Department of Public 
Safety for 1941. 
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You have paid more for safety 
fourteen years ago than you are pay- 
ing today. In 1940 the budget was 
$6,673,506. And in 1945 it is $573,- 
699.46 under the budget of 1940. 


With regard to the type of serv- 
ices, he must have been speaking 
to some disgruntled cop who is work- 
ing for a living today, and who may 
not have what is considered a lu- 
crative detail at some time or an- 
other—when he talks about today’s 
services. When I assumed the re- 
sponsibility, there were but 12 night 
patrolmen on the streets. Insofar 
as protecting the citizens is con- 
cerned, the people of the City of 
Newark are getting better protec- 
tion today than they got in many, 
many years, at less cost to the peo- 
ple. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Mayor, 
I would like to say, for the record, 
too, that Mr. Jamounedu made some 
reference to the Prudential Insur- 
ance Company. We are having a 
special meeting Wednesday with 
the Prudential Insurance Company; 
but I think even with the $5.30 tax 
rate, that the City of Newark has 
today, that because it has steadily 
reduced the bonded indebtedness, 
you will find that when the records 
are produced that the Prudential 
Insurance Company is paying less 
in tax dollars today than they have 
for some time. 


Mayor Murphy: In supplementing 
the statement made by Director 
Byrne, I will mention the fact that 
the president of the. Prudential and 
all of its directors have compliment- 
ed the Revenue and Finance director 
for the services rendered on tax 
questions involved with the com- 
pany ever since he has been in of- 
fice, because from time to time, with 
reference to all of their buildings, 


the matter was brought before the 
county board on appeal. And we 
have sat down and discussed those 
matters, and we have been able to 
agree and have moved them out of 
the court action. 


Commissioner Keenan: I move 
that the budget hearing be closed. 


Commissioner Villani: That mo- 
tion has already been made. 


Mayor Murphy: On account of the 
changes that are being proposed in 
the budget, I suggest that instead 
of an adjournment at this time, that 
the hearing be recessed.

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Mayor Murphy: The Budget of 
1945 as amended is presented to 
the City Commissioners for final 
adoption in compliance with the 
law. Is there anybody who desires 
to be heard on the amendments to 
the Budget? 


Mr. L. H. Jamouneau: I would 
like to make a short statetment on 
the budget. 


Commissioner Keenan: He is out 
of order. I move the adoption of 
the budget as is. 


Mayor Murphy: I don’t know what 
you could add to what you have 
got already in the record; but I have 
no objection if you will be reason- 
able in any remarks you may want 
to make. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I assume that the 
objections that I have already made 
have been duly considered and 
acted upon by the Board; but I want 
to bring up one point, and that is 
the question of the $600,000 appro- 
priation for capital reserves. I think 
you are making a serious mistake 
in that respect, and that money 
should be included in the general 
appropriations and in the dedicated 
portion of the budget. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Jam- 
ouneau, I take exception to that. In 
fact, you hauled me into court on 
this particular matter, and you did 
not win. But I would like to say 
that I don’t think there is a citizen 
in the City of Newark that won’t 
agree with me. This was unusual 
good foresight and good business, 
to have done what I did, particular- 
ly so if by any chance that Newark 
is going to be deprived of funds it 
ordinarily used to receive, because 
the money is there, out of really 
efficiently, economically managed 
department, to make repairs and im- 
provements and postwar necessities 
that that department might need. 
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And it is just lucky it is, because 
nobody could ever come to the man 
who succeeds me, and say, “You 
cannot make those improvements 
because the money is not available. 
The money is available to make im- 
provements to keep Newark’s water 
system the way it has always been, 
the greatest in the world. And we 
are not going to do if, not the way 
you want to do, because it is poor 
economy. It is cheating. It is fool- 
ing the taxpayers to put it aside. 
It is fooling the taxpayers. ` 


Mr. Jamouneau: Director Byrne, 
you didn’t “catch” my point. There 
is no objection to using the money 
for improvements in the Water De- 
partment. I simply say you cannot 
do it that way. The appropriation 
should be made in the general bud- 
get so that it will be available for 
any other uses just as yours in the 
Water Department. After all, this 
money is not the property of the 
Water Department. It is the money 
of the City of Newark. 


Commissioner Keenan: I move the 
adoption. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anybody 
else who desires to be heard? Hear- 
ing from no one, I will declare the 
hearing closed.

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Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
reading of the application with 
refernce to Charles J. Rotondo 
funeral home on Roseville Avenue. 
The matter was before the Commis- 
sion a few weeks ago and it was de- 
ferred to this date to give the mem- 
bers of the Commission an oppor- 
tunity to inspect the location. 


Is there anybody who desires to 
be heard in opposition? 


Louis J. Beers, attorney for those 
opposing the application, called 
Mrs. Ralph Caruso, 280 Roseville 
Avenue; Mrs. Lydia Antonazzi, of 
Seventh Street; Lt. William H. 
Babcock, 296 Roseville Avenue, to 
present the reasons why they ob- 
jected to the funeral house at the 
location indicated in the applica- 
tion. In his summation, Mr. Beers 
stressed the objections of various 
churches in the vicinity, and Michael 
Alercio, counsel for Mr. Rotondo, 
the applicant, stressed that the same 
opposition was heard at hearings 
held by the Board of Adjustment, 
and despite it, the application was 
approved by that body. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, having heard every one, the 
question is now before the City 
Commission for action. 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. Mayor, 
I made an observation of this sec- 
tion. I know the Roseville section 
very well. I appreciate that there 
are a lot of objectors here, but the 
only thing that was in my mind was 
whether or not this would create a 
traffic hazard. This section is be- 
coming a business section. They 
have a great business store there, 
one of those Great Bear Markets, 
on the corner there. A lot of doc- 
tors live there, and there are two 
funeral homes. 


I think a funeral home adds to 
the dignity of the neighborhood. 
That has been my experience. I no- 
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tice wherever an application has 
been made to put up a funeral 
home in that section it seems to be 
in the way that a person who puis 
a funeral parlor there goes to a lot 
of expense and goes out of his way 
to make his place a dignified home 
on the street. 


I think it is the coming thing. 
Previous to this time, we have had 
funerals in our respective homes. I 

-know we have had three in my 
home, and it is very cumbersome 
and very hard. I think the day of 
funeral parlors is fast approaching, 
and they are things we should have 
in the city of Newark. I therefore 
move that the recommendation of 
the Board of Adjustment be ap- 
proved. 


Commisioner Kenan: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has beer 
made and seconded that the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Adjust- 
ment be approved. All those in 
favor signify by saying “aye”. Any 
Commissioner who has any com- 
ment to make, may make it at this 
time. 


The City Clerk calls the roll, 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 
before recording my vote, Mr. 
Mayor, I would like to make a 
comment. This is a very sérious 
matter, and it boils itself down to 
just one thing, and that is, the 
traffic problem. I have a great deal 
of respect for Mr. Beers, and I think 
he presented a very fine case forthe 
objectors. I believe the objectors 
have a perfect right to come here, 


_ because it involves something that 


is near to their hearts, the atmos- 
phere of their homes. 


There is another question also 
that is to be decided by this com- 
mission. I am of the opinion it in- 
volves the constitutional privilege, 
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and that is, the right of every citi- 
zen, regardless of what business he 
is in, to expand and to set up for 
himself the best he possibly can 
get. 


I am in agreement with Mr. Beers 
when he brings to the attention of 
this commission the fact that the 
churches should receive further 
consideration. Director Keenan has 
stated publicly here that he will 
handle any traffic problem that may 
be created for the churches, and I 
am sure he means what he says, 
even if it is necessary to detail a 
man to these churches to see that 
there is a space kept open for those 
who come with automobiles to at- 
tend services. Therefore, before re- 
cording my vote, I want to state 
that since the last meeting I per- 
sonally visited the proposed site, 
and while I feel that substantial 
citizens, many of them, appeared 
in opposition to the granting of the 
permit in question, and also that 
they have some justification in their 
protest, yet I am of the opinion that 
this is now at least partly a pro- 
fessional area. And I am guided in 
that opinion by the testimony given 
here by the witnesses who appeared 
for the objectors, one of whom 
stated there were 56 doctors within 
3 blocks of the area, and that it did 
create a traffic problem. And I feel 
that the erection of another business 
establishment would not alter the 
character of the neighborhood. Fur- 
thermore, I am confident that there 
will be no added traffic burden than 
that which already exists there. 


I may also observe that some of 
the property owners purchased 
their properties there knowing full 
well that funeral parlors were lo- 
cated there. And therefore, I vote 
to concur in the unanimous decision 
of the zoning board. 


Commissioner Byrne: I vote “no”. 


Commissioner Keenan: “Aye”. 
Commissioner Villani: “Aye”.

Mayor Murphy: Well, it is already 
adopted with three votes, so of 
course my vote would not make 
any difference. I think that' Counsel 
Beers certainly has put up as fine 
a presentation as to why the appli- 
cation should be denied as I think 
I have ever heard before this Com- 
mission. 


I had promised, in my answer to 
the Bishop and a few other minis- 
ters who wrote me on this matter, 
that I would make a personal in- 
vestigation of it; but I am sorry to 
say that I was not able to do so be- 
cause since that time I have been 
very busy on matters which are of 
public record. It was my desire to 
go there and make a personal in- 
vestigation. While I do know the 
section and the neighborhood very 
well, there is no doubt it is heading 
towards the business field, especially 
with doctors. 


I have felt many times that it 
would be better for the doctors to 
go to the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods in the city, because it would 
be more convenient for them in 
other locations; but in view of the 
changed situation in the avenue 
there, and with what knowledge I 
have of the neighborhood, I cannot 
see what could be gained by deny- 
ing the application of this man who 
incidentally has also been investi- 
gated through the Board of Adjust- 
ment. That I have checked into. 


I feel that I owe it to my better 
judgment as I see it at this time to 
vote in favor of the application.

respectfully request that those basic 
precepts in which they are inter- 
ested receive the fullest measure of 
consideration: 


1. Abrogation and annulment of 
the British White Paper and permis- 
sion for unrestricted immigration to 
Palestine, with the idea of recon- 
stitution of that country as a Jew- 
ish Commonwealth formulated on 
the basis of the Balfour Declaration. 

2. Embodiment in the charter of 
the new organization to be formed 
at this Conference of an Interna- 
tional Bill of Rights which shall in- 
clude full and complete protection 
for inhabitants of all countries, ir- 
respective of birth, nationality, lan- 


guage, race or religion; unequivocal . 


equality of rights in law and in fact 
for all citizens; and the inalienable 
right of all religious, ethnic and cul- 
tural groups to maintain and foster 
their respective group identities on 
the basis of equality. 


3. Restoration of civil status and 


expropriated property to European. 


Jewry; abolishment of their state- 
lessness, and punishment for all war 
criminals for all misdeeds commit- 
ted in their own countries against 
their own nationals and against the 
people subjugated and enslaved in 
occupied lands. 


4. Opening the doors of Palestine 
at once to hundreds of thousands of 
Jewish immigrants who are striving 
to reach a haven of peace and se- 
curity; 


AND BE IT FURTHER RE- 


SOLVED, THAT THE BOARD OF 
COCMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY 
OF NEWARK make known its af- 
firmation of the principles hereto- 
fore stated to the sponsoring com- 
mittee of the Mass Meeting to be 
held on April llth, by copies of this 
resolution to be furnished to the 
public press and to be sent to The 
American Jewish Conference and 
to the Zionist Emergency Commit- 
tee. 


FINALLY, we express the hope 
as public officials and as firm be- 
lievers in the cause of justice and 
equality among all peoples, that in 
the reconstruction of this post-war 
world by the architects who will 
gather in San Francisco, a just solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem will be 
arrived at.

And there 
is a vast amount of that work in the 
Department of Public Safety. 


Now, you may criticize the in- 
creases, Mr. Jamouneau, but what 
Director Keenan is trying to do is to 
bring these men up to the union 
scale of wages.

Mayor Murphy: Commissioner Vil- 
lani would like to make a statement, 


Commissioner Villani: Well, four 
years ago when I took office I was 
opposed to the Corporation Counsel 
getting $15,000 a year. That was his 
salary. I felt that that was too 
much money for a corporation 
counsel of the City of Newark, and 
for economy reasons I suggested 
that no employee shall get more 
than the Commissioners get. I as 
a commissioner only get $7,500. a 
year. I have tremendous responsi- 
bilities and duties to be performed, 
much more than a Corporation 
Counsel. And I felt, for that reason, 
why should he get more money than 
I received at that time. 


I affected a compromise, against 
my wishes. Of course, I did not 
vote for the compromise at that 
time; but it was reduced from $15,- 
000 to $11,000. I still think $11,000 
is too much. I thank it is too much 
today; but I certainly am against 
increasing it to $12,000. What re- 
sponsibilties does the Corporation 
Counsel have.as a City Commission- 
er?

I don’t feel that we 
should go on here today to give him 
an increase. I want to leave it at 
$11,000. I am satisfied to go along 
with that; but I am opposed to in-

Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
reading of the resolution. Is there 
anybody who desires to be heard in 
opposition of the resolution? 
Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. 


Mayor and my colleagues, I raise 
my voice not in the spirit of criti- 


cism, but in an appeal rationally and 
reasonably addressed to you fellow 
commissioners, and to you, Mr. 
Mayor, in the hope that my appeal 
might bear fruit and cause you to 
modify this resolution before pro- 
ceeding. 


I might relate that in the history 
of previous commissions, the or- 
ganization resolutions which I have 
before me, indicate clearly during 
1933, when I was elected as one of 
the Commissioners of the City, that 
there was no change in any of the 
divisions of any department, and 
that the Commission organized in 
1933 with an unamous vote, and 
that these departments had been 
distributed for many years prior 
to 1933. 


In 1937, when the late Director 
Michael Duffy and Pearce Franklin 
and I were elected as a majority, 
with the other two commissioners 
being present Mayor Murphy and 
Joseph Byrne, it was known by the 
people of this city that we three, 
the late Director Duffy, Pearce 
Franklin, and myself, were running 
together as one, as contrasted from 
the situation that existed in the re- 
cent election. In 1937 there were 
not any changes made in any of the 
departments. And, in the spirit of 
fair play and considering the wel- 
fare of the City of Newark, I vol- 
untarily took four divisions out of 
my department, that of the Bureau 
of Docks, Passaic River Waterfront, 
Port Newark Development, and the 
New Municipal Waterfront, and 
transferred them to Director Byrne’s 
department because I realized that 
Director Byrne, as a member of the 
Port of New York Authority, had 
more maritime connections than I 
had, and I believed that it would 
serve the good purpose to promot- 
ing the welfare of the Port. 


For at time at least, Director 


Byrne, administered those divisions 
which had been in my department, 
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or in the Department of Public 
Works, for many years. Subse- 
cuently, and during the course of 
the administration in 1937, of my 
own volition I transferred, by a 
majority vote, the Purchasing De- 
partment to Director Byrne, again 
knowing that he, as Chairman of the 
Purchasing Committee of the Port 
of New York Authority, had more 
experience than any of the other 
commissioners. And I did that in 
the interest of the City. 


In 1941, from the very first day, 
his Honor, Mayor Murphy, insisted 
upon a reallocation of the depart- 
ments, and consistently throughout 
the entire period, introduced reso- 
lution after resolution for the whole 
period, in an endeavor to reallocate 
the departments in accordance with 
his views, notwithstanding the fact 
that the departments had not been 
changed for many years. 


And I believe, and I have not 
looked back so far, but I believe al- 
most from the inception of the cre- 
ation of the Walsh Act under which 
our city operates, that reallocation 
of the departments has met with the 
approval of all of the Commission- 
ers. 


It seems to me, that what was 
fair and properly allocated between 
1941 and 1945 should be fair in 1945 
and for the next four years, 


Further than that, the Walsh Act 
was created and designed for five 
departments, the Department of 

evenue and Finance, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Depart- 
ment of Public Affairs, the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, and the De- 
partment of Parks and Public Prop- 
erty. 


It is inconceivable that the legis- 
lators anticipated that the Newark 
Airport and that the Port of Newark 
Development, two of the most im- 
portant assets that the City has, if 


we are to have a prosperous city in 
the post-war era, that they contem- 
plated placing them in Revenue and 
Finance, They set up those depart- 
ments with an idea of administrat- 
ing each one individually. 


I know of no business man, no 
executive, who would consider put- 
-ting construction in ‘any business 
involving almost hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, as the City of New- 
ark does, would consider putting an 
agency of construction and develop- 
ment into their fiscal officer’s con- 
trol. It does not sound logical to me. 
I cannot see how any business man 
could consider doing that. I know 
of no fiscal officer who administers 
construction and development. 


Now, I think it is fair to say that 
the experience that I have had for 
eight years qualifies me to admin- 
ister the affairs of the Port Newark 
Development, and with the three 
collateral divisions, rather than 
place it in the control of Revenue 
and Finance where it is dislocated, 
and where at the best it could only 
cause confusion. 


I learned from the Chief Engineer 
today that with the Engineering De- 
partment allocated to me, it could 
do nothing else but cause confusion 
by placing either the Port of New- 
ark or the Airport in another depart- 
ment, removed from that of the 
Engineering Department. The En- 
gineering Department, composed of 
31 members, has 8 assigned to water, 
hydraulic engineers; and one or two 
assigned to sewers, and 8 assigned 
to streets. This practically embraces 
all of the functional activities allo- 
cated, with the exception of the 
Purchasing Department, to my de- 
partment. The Chief Engineer told 
me over the telephone today that it 
would undoubtedly cause confusion 
to have the airport in another de- 
partment, because it must be obvi- 
ous to any layman, in order to as- 
sign an engineer, Director Murphy 


20 


would physically have to get my 
consent. I in turn would direct the 
engineer to do the work. It would 
cause further confusion because if 
31 engineers are often shifted from 
one division to another — in other 
words, an engineer on streets is 
often sent to do some work in the 
airport. So that I feel it will cause 
there a great deal of confusion. 


Now, I think it is reasonable to 
say that the 8 years experience that 
I had in the trying period of the 
Airport Development, certainly 
would serve a better purpose in the 
interests of the City, rather than 
transferring it to Revenue and Fin- 
ance, where again it is dislocated. 
Insofar as the Law Department is 
concerned, I feel that a lawyer could 
administer the Law Department bet- 
ter than a layman, Meager as my 
experience, as computed by some 
people, may have been, yet I have 
had some legal training, And with 
that we have a double-check on the 
corporation counsel. 


The argument has been advanced 
that the Corporation Counsel is the 
man in charge of the Law Depart- 


ment. Well, our system of govern- 
ment nationally is based upon 
checks and balances, the three 


branches of government, legislative, 
executive, and judicial. It checks 
and balances, and the more checks 
we could have on any administra- 
tion, whether it be private or public 
enterprise, it must inure to the ben- 
efit of those whose welfare is af- 
fected. 


The other division that has been 
transferred out is a vision that has 
always been in Public Works, ever 
since the inception of Commission 
government. It is a consent given. 
Not a license. It should not be con- 
fused as being in the same category 
as a license. It is the consent given 
to jitney buses. Jitney buses and 
trams, as they run through the City. 
That consent is only given after the 


engineers in my department have 
made a survey and determined 
whether the course of the jitney 
buses is proper and applicable, as 
contrasted over an ordinary license, 
over which that consent is not final, 
but depends upon what the Public 
Utilities Commission will do in the 
matter. And the Public Utilities 


. Commission is the Commission that 


issues the license. But it has ma- 
terial presented to it by the engin- 
eers, so that the City may properly 
be protected at the hearing before 
the Utilities Commission. 


Now, it is significant to me that of 
the 15 divisions that have been 
transferred, 7 from Director Villain’s 
department and 8 from my depart- 
ment, that 10 of them have gone to 
Director Murphy. Of those divis- 
ions, 4 have gone to Director Brady 
and one of them has gone to Direc- 
tor Keenan, 


I find no transfers in and among 
the three departments of either 
Mayor Murphy, Director Brady, or 
Director Keenan. Could it possibly 
be that in their wisdom of surveying 
the whole situation of allocation of 
departments that they could not find 
one single division in any one of 
those departments that should right- 
fully go to some other division? 


That appears to me to be highly 
significant. 


Now, I might say too, when I was 
called before the A.A.C., Political 
Action Committee, of the C. I. O. 
and the C. A. C., the Civil Affairs 
Committee of the A. F. of L., I was 
asked the question whether I would 
cooperate in harmony with the Com- 
missioners, whoever the other com- 
missioners might be, And I said I 
certainly would, and in every re- 


spect, I am not putting this on a 
harmony basis. It is my under- 
standing that Director Murphy 


agreed in the allocation of the de- 
partments when the allocation was 
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sent down by the P. A C., which 
embraced both a joint meeting of the 
C. I. O. and the A F. of L. and 
known as the P. A. C. 


I find, on looking over that allo- 
cation as presented to Director Mur- 
phy, and in that he acceded to, that 
there is only one change of the 15 
that have been changed now by this 
majority of the Commission, and 
that is, placing the Law Department 
in Revenue and Finance. Otherwise, 
the other 14 divisional activities 
were designated in the departments 
where they originally were during 
the last administration, It is my 
understanding that Director Brady, 


who had been endorsed by the P.. 


A. C., and also acceded, with some 
minor changes. And I find there 
again that none of these divisions 
that are now being transferred to 
other departments were dislocated 
or not in the departments as they 
existed during the 1941 administra- 
tion. 


Now, I say to you Mr. Mayor and 
my colleagues, that it seems suspici- 
ous at least that this is not done in 


the welfare of the people of the 


City of Newark. There are too 
many discrepancies. There are 
things that cannot be reconciled. 
And as I said at the informal meet- 
ing on Saturday, at the conclusion, 
if you gave me a desk and a chair, 
it would not be my province, it 
would not be my desire; but rather 
my purpose and aim to do every- 
thing I possibly can in the interest 
of the City of Newark, and not for 
any personal aggrandizement. 


And I might say to you, Mr. 
Mayor and my colleagues, that I 
could say with the utmost sincerity 
and with all (be truth, if words were 
ever uttered, that had I known that 
I was to receive a department where 
I was to be shackled and handcuffed, 
I would not have been a candidate 
for the City Commission. 


Therefore, Mr. Mayor and gentle- 
men of the Commission, I appeal to 
you in the interest of all of the 
people of the City of Newark to re- 
turn at least to me the Port of 
Newark Development and the Air- 
port. Give me a chance. If I don’t 
do anything substantial within the 
year, with cooperation from you 
gentlemen, then I will willingly re- 
linquish that, and you may have it, 


I think that this Revenue and 
Finance Department is a full time 
job for any man, and for you to 
undertake these divisional activities, 
while you may be ambitious, while 
you may consider that you might be 
capable of administering all of these 
extra 10 divisions, and of course I 
have respect for your opinion, yet I 
don’t agree with you, I believe the 
Revenue and Finance Department is 
a mansized job in itself. And I could 
foresee, based upon my experience, 
that the City of Newark will shortly 
run into very serious tax problems. 
Very serious ones, considering that 
we are operating under Chapter 60, 
which as you know is dependent, 
the budget is dependent, on a great 
measure, upon the current tax col- 
lections. 


It is inconceivable that we are 
going to collect 91 points of the 
current taxes. You know that in 
1934 we only collected 64 per cent 
of the taxes. You know that during 
the period of the depression that we 
did not average over 72 per cent of 
the taxes. I hate to think what 
would happen if we only collected a 


‘normal tax in normal times, which 


is 80 per cent. Why, we will be 
faced with at least a $6.60 tax rate. ` 


Now, that would do serious harm 
to the City of Newark and would 
set the City back hundreds of years. 
And for that reason I point that out 
to you, to show that there is a verv 
serious problem in the Revenue and 
Finance. 
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So I don't think you ought to un- 
dertake any additional burdens, and 
I leave it to your own good judg- 
ment, your better judgment, to re- 
consider these resolutions, so that 
we could all show the people of 
Newark that we have the interests 
of their welfare at heart, and not 
any personal aggrandizement. 


Mayor Murphy: The resolution is 
before the Commission. Are there 
any further remarks? Are there 
any further remarks by the Com- 
missioners? 


All I could say is that the people 
of the City of Newark have charged 
me with the responsibility of carry- 
ing on a heavy job in the last four 
years, and all during this war period. 
I have great respect for the judg- 
ment of the people of the City of 
Newark, 60,000, including the boys 
in the armed forces, have expressed 
themselves that the Mayor has done 
a good job in the City of Newark, 


I am going to continue to try and 
do the best in my ability. I feel I 
have the ability, the qualifications. 
I have demonstrated it to the people 
of the City of Newark. And, not 
with my vote will you receive the 
Airport and Port Newark, until such 
time as I am a failure in the handl- 
ing of that important department. 


If I fail, and the majority of the 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark want to turn them over to the 
Director, I am willing to turn it over. 


Commissioner Brady: I move the: 


resolution. 


Commissioner Keenan: I second it. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk wil 


call the roll. 
Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: “No.” 


Commissioner Keenan: “Aye.” 
Commissioner Villani: I certainly 
concur in everything that former 


Mayor Ellenstein says, and I am 
voting “no” on the resolution.

thought the Mayor should have it. 


As far as the pools are concerned, 
they gave me a “hot potato” four 
years ago. They were afraid of it. 
They were afraid that I would have 
to increase my budget because I 
had to put employees there, and I 
had to put water into those pools. I 


worked hard to make a “go” of 
those pools. And the only reason 
they took it away from me is be- 
cause it belonged to the Health De- 
partment. If it belonged to the 
Health Department in 1945, why 
didn’t it belong to the Health De- 
partment in 1941 when they gave it 
to me? Now that the work has been 
done and we made a fine division of 
it, they are taking it away from me. 
That is the best explanation they 
could give to me. 


And another reason why they 
wanted to take it away from me is 
because they agrue it is a health 
supervision, We had that division 
for four years, We did not have 
any health trouble. We did not have 
any sickness. We checked the water 
according to law, and we sent the 
specimens to the Health Depart- 
ment, and that is as far as the 
Health is concerned. And outside 
"of that there was nothing to do; but 
that was their argument. 


And then we came to the ques- 
tion of band concerts and celebre- 
tion of holidays. I want to know 
where the Health question came in 
there. If they were consistent about 
the Health question about the pools, 
where was the consistency about 
taking the band concerts? What do 
they have to do, examine the sing- 
ers and the musicians? 


Well, their argument was in view 
of the fact that this was in that de- 
partment for many years that ‘it 
should be restored to that division. 
I know why it was done. For poli- 
tical reasons, that is it. Not that 
they wanted to be fair. 


We had the same argument on the 
Port Authority. They argue that 
these divisions should go into these 
departments because they were al- 
ways there; and yet, in the same 
breath, they strip Ellensteins de- 
partment when that division was 
intact since 1917. They just use 
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that argument to suit their own con- 
venience and their pleasure; and 
that is what we are up against. 


I say it is unfair. We want to do 
a good job, We still want that there 
be harmony, We are still going to 
be harmonious. Let these men sit 
down and restore the departments 
the way they were before. And 
with that statement, I am going to 
vote “no” on this resolution.

AN ORDINANCE ENTITLED: 
“AN ORDINANCE TO ESTAB- 
LISH A LABOR RELATIONS 
BOARD FOR THE CITY OF NEW- 
ARK.” 


WHEREAS, the City of Newark 
is entering an area of commercial 
and industrial expansion and ex- 
pansion necessary to the welfare of 
its people and to an adequate de- 
velopment of the advantages in re- 
sources of the City, and 


WHEREAS, to foster such indus- 
trial and commercial expansion and 
to insure the prosperity of the com- 
munity, the achievement and pres- 
ervation of industrial peace in the 
City of Newark are essential and of 
public concern, and 


WHEREAS, a harmonious rela- 
tionship, based on mutual under- 
standing and satisfactory working 
conditions between employers and 
employees, is essential to obtain 
these ends, and 


WHEREAS, to accomplish this re- 
lationship it is necessary to estab- 
lish a publicly supported medium 
available to management and labor 
for peaceful negotiations and for the 
adjustment of difficulties, and 


WHEREAS, such an agency can 
be of public service in the avoid- 
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ance and rectification of industrial 
disputes concomitants; - bitter an- 
tagonism, protracted conflicts, de- 
structive practices, public disturb- 
ances, loss of wages, profits, serv- 
ices, and purchasing power; and 
danger to the life, health, property, 
and business of the community :— 


NOW, THEREFORE, THE BOARD: 
OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
CITY OF NEWARK, DO ORDAIN: 


1: That there shall be established 
in the Department of Public Works 
of the City of Newark a Board 
known as “The Newark Labor Re- 
lations Board,” 


2: (a) The members of the Board 
shall be ten in number, appointed 
by the Commissioner of Public 
Works. They shall serve without 
compensation, Three of the mem- 
bers shall be representative of or- 
ganized labor; three shall be repre- 
sentative of management; and four 
members at large shall be typical 
of neither labor nor management. 


Of the members first appointed, 
three (one member at large, one 
representative of labor, and one rep- 
resentative of managemnt) shall be 
appointed for the term of one year; 
four (two members at large, one 
representative of labor and one rep- 
resentative of management) shall 
be appointed for a term of two 
years; and, three (one member at 
large, one representative of labor 
and one representative of manage- 
ment) shall be appointed for the 
term of three years. 


Vacancies in the membership shall 
be filled by the Commissioner of 
Public Works for the unexpired 
term thereof. 


Members shall serve for their re- 
spective terms and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. 


- Appointments to vacancies and 


upon the expiration of the term of 
any member shall be made from the 
class represented by the previous 
incumbent. 


Annually after the date of the ap- 
pointment of the first members, ap- 
pointment to the membership of 
members whose terms expire shall 
be fore the term of three years from 
the date of such expiration. 


(b) Members shall be selected 
with reference to their capacity for 
impartial opinion and public serv- 
ice. 


Each member shall be a resident 
of Newark, or employed in the City, 
or a taxpayer of the City, or an of- 
ficer of a corporation or a member 
of a partnership which is a taxpayer 
in the City, or an employer (per- 
sonally or by corporate manage- 
ment) of labor in local enterprise. 


The Commissioner of Public 
Works shall serve as an Ex-Officio 
member of the Board. 


3: The members of the Board, by 
majority agreement, shall annually 
designate one of the four members 
at large as Chairman. 


The Commissioner of Public 
Works shall appoint a paid Execu- 
tive Director nominated by the La- 
bor Relations Board, whose compen- 
sation shall be fixed by the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, and who shall devote his 
full time to the administrative 
work of the Board. The Director 
shall be independent of political al- 
legiance and affiliation, and equip- 
ped by training and experience for 
service in the work of the Board. 


Necessary supplies, stenographic 
and clerical services shall be furn- 
ished by the Department of Public 
Works, and the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark shall 
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make available to the members of 
the Board a suitable place in the 
City Hall or City Hall Annex for 
the transaction of its business. 


The cost of the work of the Board 
shall not exceed the annual appro- 
priation therefor by the Board of 
Commissioners. 


4: The Board shall direct its ef- 
foris to the following general pur- 
poses:— 


a: To serve as an impartial me- 
dium of management and labor for 
peaceful negotiations, for the adjust- 
ment of difficulties and the rectifica- 
tion of disputes. 


b: To foster and maintain indus- 
trial peace and harmonious rela- 
tions between employers and em- 
ployees in the City of Newark. 


c: To employ a meeting ground 
for round-table discussion of labor 
relations, 


d To facilitate common sense 
settlement of disagreements between 
management and labor, and to aid 
in accomplishing the discontinuance 
of wasteful practices by voluntary 
composition. 


e: To assemble data for its use 
in the field of labor relations in the 
City of Newark, 


5: The Board may assemble in- 
formation as to the extent and clas- 
sification of available employment 
and of the labor supply in the City; 
of local unemployment, and the cost 
thereof; and of the sufficiency of 
local labor to supply the needs of 
local business and industry. 


The Board shall make such recom- 
mendations to management, organ- 
ized labor, and the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark as 
shall be indicated by its investiga- 
tions and experiences. 


6: With the consent of both par- 
ties to the controversy, the Board 
may invite cooperation of the Court 
of Chancery and of other agencies 
in the aceptance by management 
and labor of the facilities of the 
Board, before resorting to litigation. 


7: The operations of the Board 
shall be subject to the following 
provisions :— 


a: The Board may, by majority 
agreement, make, amend and re- 
scind rules of procedure designated 
to be expeditious. 


b: Either or both of the parties 
to a labor controversy may apply to 
the Board at any time after ordinary 
attempts of negotiations between 
them have been unsuccessful, or 
after negotiations once begun have 
failed to result in agreement. 


c: Use of conciliation and medi- 
ation services of the Board shall be 
entirely voluntary, and either party 
may withdraw from the discussion 
at any time. 


d: The Board shall not function 
as an arbitration body without the 
consent of accredited representa- 
tives of both sides. 


c: The Board, its Chairman, Di- 
rector, and its committees, shall 
reach no public conclusion in con- 
nection with a labor disagreement 
without the consent of both sides to 
the controversy. Opinions of the 
Board, if expressed at all, shall be 
conveyed in confidence to the par- 
ties involved. 


f: Conciliation of the parties to 
a labor controversy and mediation 
of the difference between them may 
be undertaken by the Executive Di- 
rector, or by the Chairman, when 
authorized by the Board, or the 
Chairman may appoint a panel of 
three, one member from each of the 
constituent groups of the Board, to 
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meet with both parties. The tem- 
porary chairman of the panel shall 
be the citizen at large. 


g: Conferences shall be with la- 
bor and industry separately, or to- 
gether, whichever seems advisable 
under the circumstances. 


h: The full Board shall function 
in those cases in which the Chair- 
man deems it advisable, and in all 
cases at the request of the major- 
ity of the Board. 


i: When the aid of the Board is 
sought, the Board may require as a 
condition to its assistance that both 
parties shall agree not to take any 
additional steps to enforce their po- 
sitions pending the Board's efforts, 
and to refrain from all discrimina- 
tions, strikes, or lock-outs, beyond 
those existing at the beginning of 
the discussions, until the Board’s 
work has been terminated by with- 
drawal of a party, by attaining of a 
settlement, or otherwise. 


8: When agreements cannot be 
attained by the Board alone, the 
Board may, with the concurrence of 
both parties to the controversy, re- 
quest the aid of the mediation and 
conciliation authorities of New Jer- 
sey, or United States Department of 
Labor, or other existing media, and 
may call upon the leaders of in- 
dustry or labor to render assistance. 


9: The Executive Director shall 
keep records of each application, 
and of all disputes in connection 
with which the Board has served, 
including a record of the parties to 
each controversy, the matter in dis- 
agreement, and the result of the 
discussion, as well as such other 
records as the Board may require. 


10: There shall be appropriated 
for the year 1945, and annually 
thereafter, out of the funds of the 
Department of Public Works, sums 
not exceeding a total of Fifteen 
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Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars for the 
expenses of the Board. 


11: This Ordinance shall take ef- 
fect immediately,

I take my oath of office today 
with a mixed feeling cf deep humil- 
ity and extreme gratitude. Humility 
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because the citizens oi this great 
metropolis have seen fit to honor 
me by re-electing me as City Com- 
missioner. Gratitude because. [ 
have received such wholehearted 
support from many thousands of 
friends who have recognized the 
sincerity with which I sought to ful- 
fill the responsibilities that were 
mine during the past administration. 


, Of course, it has been said of me, 
as it has been said of practically 
all public officials, that in the past 
I have been motivated only by poli- 
tical considerations. I would be 
insincere were I to say that I have 
not considered the political element 
in my public career. 


True, I have made mistakes—mis- 
takes in judgment and mistakes in 
confidences. These, however, have 
never been mistakes of the heart, 
and it is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that only upon honest mistakes 
can experience be built. 


It is my belief that the experi- 
ence I have gained over the years 
has better equipped me to avoid fu- 
ture mistakes, and has enhanced the 
value of such further service as I 
may be permitted to render to the 
people of Newark, 


I have endeavored to engender 
the spirit of unity and cooperation, 
and friendly relations, among the 
diverse elements of our city, so 
that there would not be even the 
faintest hint or fear of a dominated 
government. 


Four years ago, the task of oper- 
ating the swimming pools was not 
one eagerly sought by my colleagues, 
because it was surrounded by social 
problems and difficulties that re- 
quired definite and courageous ac- 
tion, regardless of personal inter- 
ests, or political expediency, 


The administration of the Hous- 


ing Authority, which likewise 
experiencing a stormy career, 
also assigned to my department. The 
responsibility of inaugurating and 
maintaining in these two important 
fields, a program of service based 
upon justice and equality, was read- 
ily accepted by me, and the record 
discloses that my administration of 
both, functioned quietly and effici- 
ently, without poltical interference 
with the lives and destinies of the 
people, for whose benefit the proj- 
ects were intended.

Of course, it is not strange that 
smooth running and efficiently or- 
ganized operations, such as the 
Housing program and the swimming 
pools, should be coveted by officials, 
who would now reap the benefits of 
a good administration, without hav- 
ing to pay the cost of planning, di- 
recting, and achieveing such effici- 
ency. 


The four years that lie immedi- 
ately ahead will bring to our city 
government the greatest challenge 
in its history. As we rejoice at the 
heartening news of victory in Eur- 
ope, and offer our prayers for a 
speedy victory in the Pacific theatre 
of war, and as the difficult problems 
of demobilization and reconversion 
begin to unfold themselves, it be- 
comes increasingly necessary that all 
of us give grave thought to the 
need for careful planning for the 
future. 


Above all, we must encourage our 
private industries to expand and to 
create more jobs. We must have 
useful and continuous employment 
for the service man as well as for 
the civilians. 


These assurances cannot be given 
to our citizenry through a policy of 
majority-bloc, power polticis. Nor 
can these assurances be given 
through an unjust redistribution of 
departments, which will obviously 
disturb and upset the efficiency of 
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all. These assurances, however, can 
be developed, and secured, by care- 
ful study, and careful planning, and 
by the wholehearted, unselfish and 
cooperative effort of the entire Board 
of Commissioners. 


This statement merely crystallizes 
the aims and purposes I expressed 
when, four years ago, I declared and 
pledged that, in justice to the citi- 
zens of Newark, there should be 
complete cooperation and harmony 
among the Commissioners. 


Any attempt to deprive me of the 
full opportunity to serve the people 
who elected me, and in fact, all of 
the people of the City of Newark, 
is an affront to these people and, in 
fact, a deliberate attempt to dis- 
franchise them. It seems to me, that 
these are the things that our boys 
have been fighting for. 


In view of the seriousness of the 
war emergency, and the many dif- 
ficult problems which confront our 
City, I call upon my colleagues of 
the City Commission, to approach 
the coming four years with a spirit 


of cooperation, and unselfishness, so 
that we may, each in turn, help to 
give, without animosity or bitterness, 
the high type of government that 
the citizens of Newark have the 
right to expect. 


As for myself, notwithstanding 
the fact that I have been stripped 
of my original department and de- 
prived of a fair distribution of pat- 
ronage, I stand pledged to give my 
utmost to the cause of good govern- 
ment.

Those functions are now being per- 
formed by Mr. Maley, who has been 
in the Purchasing Department but a 
short time, and whose duties, as I 
understand it, are limited to mile- 
age administrator. 


Mr. Maley’s services are to be 
discontinued on June Ist, and Mr.

justifiable testimony under the cir- 
cumstances. 


Iam asked to say, on behalf of the 
Ironbound Manufacturing Associa- 
tion, which appeared at the hearing 
before the Zoning Board, that the 
remarks that I just made are taken 
to be also on behalf of that associ 
tion. 


Mayor Murphy: Does anybody 
further desire to be heard in oppo- 
sition to the application? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I would 
like to ask Mr. Rankin, is this a 
modification? 


Mr. Russell Rankin: It is merely a 
modification of the plans heretofore 
approved. The right to build houses 


has already been approved. This is 
a change in the type of building, and 
in the number of families. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: So that 
if this application was rejected, it 
would go back to the original?

I say 
that this is in the nature of unfinish- 
ed business, and not having been 
here Zo listen to the objectors at the 
start, ‘I don't think that I.am qual- 
ified to vote intelligently, and I 
therefore ask to be recorded as not 
voting. 


Commissioner Keenan: Before re- 
cording my vote, I would like to 
state that my position originally was 
in opposition to a housing program 
on this particular site. I know this 
city, and know it well. Chapel 
Street is on the West side between 
the old canal bed and the Passaic 
River. In my opinion, at the out- 
set, it was not a favorable site or 
location of a Federal Housing unit. 
I opposed it then for the reason that 
it is in a heavily industrial zone. 
While Newark has blighted areas, 
and we have received some federal ` 
housing projects, God knows, as we 
should know, that the projects did 
not leave Newark because of any 
blighted areas. 


I am for housing, and I am for 


Federal Housing sites and will vote 
for 20 of them. If the Federal Gov- 
ernment will inaugurate a policy of 
giving us federal projects, it will 
eliminate from the City of Newark 
some of its blighted areas. But hav- 
ing opposed it originally, 'Consist- 
ency, thou art a jewel,” I vote “no.” 


Commissioner Villani: “Aye.”

the Ordinance creating these posi- 
tions. These appointments are made 
subject to the approval of the Civil 
Service Commission. 


The Board of Commissioners Re- 
solved that the salary of Mary T. 
Markey, Secretary to the Director 
of Revenue and Finance, be in- 
creased from $4,500. to $5,000., ef-

All of these appointments are

City Clerk: Next is the resolution 
on the allocation of the Industrial 
Commission. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I move 
it be laid over until two weeks from 
tomorrow, in the absence of the 
Mayor. 


Commissioner Keenan: I second 
the motion. . 


Acting Mayor Brady: Motion is 
made and seconded that the resolu- 
tion on the assignment of the In- 
dustrial Commission be laid over 
until the 18th of July. The Clerk 
will call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Elienstein, Keenan, Villani. ` 


. Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 
to report to the Mayor and to the 
Commissioners that I had a lengthy 
conference this morning with one 
of the board members of the City 
Hospital staff. And this particular 
doctor, whom I have known for at 
least 30 years and for whom I have 
had a great deal of confidence, and 
who is a man undoubtedly of out- 
standing integrity, and bears that 
sort of reputation in the city, as- 
sures me that there would be no 
discrimination, and there has been 
no discrimination, against any group 
on the City, Hospital staff or those 
employed as nurses.’ He told me 
there were a number of men, about 


15 of other groups, other than Ne- - 


groes, who had their applications to 
the City Hospital staff. He assured 
me, however, that in the near future, 
and within a reasonable time, there 
will be the appointment of Dr. Hil- 
ton on the staff of the City Hospital, 
and also authorizes me to state pub- 
licly that they would accept appli- 
cations from any Negro physician 
who wishes to make such applica- 
tion, and will also accept applica- 
tions for nurses in the City Hospital. 


Now, as I said before, I have the 
utmost confidence in this man, and 
I think a reasonable time will be 
over the summer. And it is for that 
reason that I am withdrawing the 
resolution, and not abandoning it, to 
be brought up in two months from 
now awaiting action by the Hospital 
staff board. 


Now, if there is any person in,the 
audience who wishes to ask any 
questions, I think, Mr. Mayor, if 
you will request them to come for- 
ward— 


Acting Mayor Brady: I would like, 
before anybody steps forward to be 
heard, I would like to say that I 
agree that the policy stated by Di- 
rector Ellenstein is correct, that it is 
a' correct one. And I am in favor 
of-that policy, and have been since 


I have been a member of the City 
Commission. I do feel, however, 
that when any matter concerning 
my department is the subject of con- 
troversy or is the subject of inves- 
tigation, that any citizen, or any 
member of this Commission, may at 
any time, by contacting me person- 
ally, either by telephone or by let- 
ter, request any information, and I 
will be very happy to furnish it. 
That is not only with respect to the 
City Hospital, but with respect to 
any of my official acts. 


I might further add that I am go- 
ing to continue to follow the plan 
that I had in mind, the plah that I 
promised for the past three years. 
I intend to follow that plan and do 
everything I possibly can in order to 
have my ideas of appointments car- 
ried out, and to remove it from 
political control altogether. 


I concur heartily in the ideas sug- 
gested by Director Ellenstein, and I 
will be very happy, as head of the 
department, as I indicated at the 
last meeting, to sign the recommend- 
ation the moment it comes in. I am 
not opposed to it at all. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That of 
course requires a statement by me. 
I want to say, in justice to myself, 
that I did not seek the conference 
with this doctor. He came to me. 
He arranged for the appointment. 
I am not usurping any of the au- 
thority as vested in Director Brady 
under our Commission form of gov- 
ernment. And as to the other ques- 
tion, as to whether this Commis- 
sion has the authority, I still believe 
we are the governing body, and if 
there is any suspicion that there is 
any discrimination, it rests with this 
governing body to eradicate that. 
However, I do believe in the prin- 
ciple that physicians are best able’ 
to determine the qualifications of 
other physicians. That has nothing 
at all to do with any political sig- 
nificance whatsoever. It is a ques- 


tion of civil rights, and a question 
as to whether it is a mere coincid- 
ence that there has not been any 
Negro physician appointed to the 
staff. And I want to say to those 
of you who know of Negro physici- 
ans or nurses to request that they 
file their applications with the board. 

I am only withdrawing the reso- 
lution because of the assurance by 
` this particular physician and because 
of the supreme confidence I have in 
him, and will await some action 
within the next two months, which I 
consider as in the immediate future, 
and a reasonable time. 


Acting Mayor Brady: For the rec- 
ord, I might say in behalf of the City 
Hospital that applications, the names 
of, I understand, seven physicians, 
seven Negro physicians, are before 
the medical staff. Mr. Golat, who 
represents several of the organiza- 
_tions and doctors interested, has 
submitted a letter to me concerning 
the attitude of those who he repre- 
sents. And I am in agreement with 
him, with the ideas contained there- 
in. I see Mr. Golat is here, and 
perhaps he desires to say something 
on this matter. 


Solomon Golat: Yes. 


Acting Mayor Brady: Will you 
step up to the microphone, Mr. 
Golat? 


Mr. Solomon Golat: Commissioner 
Brady and Commissioners. I had 
not expected to speak today, because 
I was advised that this matter was 
not on the agenda; but I would like 
to say just a few words with respect 
to the question of whether or not 
there has been discrimination, legal- 
ly or otherwise, practiced at the City 
Hospital. 


I for one, and the groups which I 
represent as counsel, do not view 
the failure to appoint either a Negro 
physician or the failure to have on 
the staff a single Negro nurse, in- 


tern, or a student nurse, as a mere 
coincidence. 


We feel that even though the ap- 
plication of the City rules, as they 
now exist, may have inadvertently 
resulted in a failure to appoint, we 
nevertheless feel that even that ap- 
plication of those rules in itself 
might constitute discrimination, un- 
less extreme care were exercised to 
make certain that no particular 
group of physicians is preferred over 
any other group. 


Now, as to the question of these 
applications. I have been informed 
by a number of Negro physicians, 
and I represent the Newark Physi- 
cians’ Association, which is a com- 
mittee composed entirely of Negro 
physicians, I have been informed 
that in the past no formal applica- 
tions for admission to the staff was 
required; but that the practise was 
for the head of a service to invite a 
given physician to join the staff, or 
to receive an appointment. And 
after such invitation, the applica- 
tion, in whatever form was required, 
was submitted. It may be that the 
head of the services at the hospital 
needed no Negro physicians, and 
therefore did not seek appointments; 
but the fact still remains there are 
30 Negro physicians in the City, 
many of whom have asked for ap- 
pointments, and have not had their 
requests acknowledged. ` 


However, at the present time, 
there are on file nine written appli- 
cations. And I respectfully ask that 
some action be taken by the board 
with respect to those applications. 


I think that the practice of simply 
accepting the applications and wait- 
ing for some preferred selection, to 
be made out of an eligibility list 
will in itself result in discrimina- 
tion, and I think to rectify the omis- 
sion of appointments, over these 
many years, requires some affirma- 
tive action to be taken. And special 


attention should be directed to these 
requests for appointments now filed 
with the Newark City Hospital. 


Now, insofar as the nurses are 
concerned, and student nurses in 
particular, I have been informed 


that until now, and it may be now 
the policy as revised, that until now 
it has been impossible for any mem- 
ber of the Negro race to apply for 
and receive permission to attend the 
student nursing school. If that is 
the case, I respectfully ask the di- 
rector to issue a directive to the 
City oHspital making quite clear the 
attitude both of the direcfor and 
of this Commission, and if any dis- 
crimination has been practiced in 
the past, I think directly or indirect- 
ly, even in its subtlest form, that 
that type of practice be extermin- 
ated from our institutions, roots and 
branches. Thank you. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The ex- 
ception has been made—I think it 
is not my understanding—do you 
know that nine physicians have filed 
their applications? 


Acting Mayor Brady: Yes. I got 
the letter from him. ` 

Commissioner Ellenstein: I think, 
Director Brady, we ought to ask 
that you communicate with the 
Board that makes those recommend- 
ations to you, and ask whether or 
not there are any additional appli- 
cations on file besides that one of 
Dr. Hilton, and also to determine 
the form of application necessary 
for the student nurses home, and 
for the nurses, qualified nurses, at 
the City Hospital. 


Mr. Golat: For the information of 
the Commission, I might say that 
I, through my office, filed 8 written 
applications in the form prescribed 
by the Newark City Hospital, and I 
know that I have this morning re- 
ceived acknowledgments for seven 


having been sent in yesterday. Now, 
the application of Dr. Hilton, to 
whom Commissioner Ellenstein re- 
ferred, was filed a long time ago. 
So that in toto we have nine formal 
applications for appointment. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Don‘t 
you think it is wise to have that 
officially, as to the number of ap- 
plications that have been received 
by the board? 


Mr. Golat: There are nine in toto. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: We don’t 
have that officially. You say you 
have acknowledgments? 


Mr. Golat: We have acknowledge- 
ments for the seven, and I assume 
that we will have an acknowledge- 
ment of the other. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Whom 
were they acknowledged by, may I 
ask? 


Mr. Golat: By Dr. Sprague, the 
president of the medical board. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And 
they are recently, these applica- 
tions? 


Mr. Golat: Yes. They were pre- 
pared last week, and they are on 
file now. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Then it 
is possible that it has not come of- 
ficially before the board. 


Mr. Golat: It is entirely possible. 
In fact, it is quite likely. And I 
would urge that this matter be not 
defered until the fall; but that some 
prompt action be taken with re- 
spect to this appointment. 


Commissioner Brady: I wish to as- 
sure the counsellor that I shall fol- 
low up his communication sent to 


of them, an additional application me, and I will advise you that you 
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will have an official communica- 
tion from my department on the 
matter.

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City Clerk: Director, if you had 
called me, I would have set you 
straight on it, and given you the 
correct information. 

Acting Mayor Brady: Is that sat- 
isfactory? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I think 
it ought to be submitted to the 
members at least five or six days 
after the Commission meeting. 


Commissioner Villani: They are. 


Acting Mayor Brady: I understand 
they are. 


City Clerk: It takes one week to 
get them through. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I know 
for a fact that I have not received 
the minutes by Thursday evening. 
Is that right? 


City Clerk: No. It is not right. 


Commissioner Elienstein: When 


did I receive them? 


City Clerk: I will say this to you; 
the minutes come back to me from 
the stenographer as a rule not later 
than on Monday. We immediately 
transcribe them and they are in your 
office within one week after the 
meeting.

C. I. O., who live in Newark, in a 
lengthy statement urged the adop- 
tion of the ordinance. He stated the 
C. I. O. lost confidence in the State 
Mediation Board, and that the cre- 
ation of the Newark Industrial Board 
would give locals å place to go to, 
to air labor disturbances. Mr. Hol- 
derman said due consideration ought 
to be given to the welfare of the 


thousands of C. I. O. workers who 
are interested in preserving indus- 
trial peace, and asked for the pas- 
sage of the ordinance. 


Mayor Murphy in opposing adop- 
tion of the ordinance, said he was 
satisfied that the State Board can 
function and do a good job, along 
with the United States Conciliation 
Service, and did not believe that 
municipalities should be asked to 
create additional units in their cit- 
ies throughout the State. 


Commissioner Brady read a letter 
he received from the Essex Trades 
Council, in which that body stated 
it opposed the establishment of a 
local Industrial Board. From his 
experience over a long period of 
years, he said he was satisfied that 
where two groups such as the A. F. 
of L. and the C. I. O. have differ- 
ences of opinions with respect to 
the creation of such a board, he did 
not feel that he should be called 
upon to take sides. He opposed the 
ordinance. i, 


Referring to the previous Indus- 
trial Board in Newark, Commission- 
er Ellenstein, speaking for its. re- 
creation, said the first year it func- 
tioned it reduced the man day hours 
lost from 250,000 a year to 58,000. 
Commissioner Ellenstein sponsored 
the ordinance. 


In voting against the ordinance, 
Commissioner Keenan said if every 
one of the 500 odd municipalities of 
the State had local Industrial Boards 
there would be created cumbersome 
machinery. 


Commissioner Villani voted for 
the adoption of the ordinance, say- 
ing that he did not see what objec- 
tion the Federation of Labor could 
have to it, for if they did not want 
to use the City Board, they could 
have recourse to the State Body.

The duties of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board is no more 
extensive than it was at that time, 
because the limitation was distinctly 
set up by ordinance. The duties 
are not any greater than they were 
in the past. The entire Board func- 
tioned without any expenditure.

And the fact 
that no other Board in the State, 
no other Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board in the State, have any salary, 
certainly will prove there is no 
necessity to pay salaries to an Alco- 
holic Beverage Control Board in 
Newark.

Mayor Murphy: In the absence of å quorum, I adjourn this meeting 
until Wednesday, August 22, 1945, at 2:00 P.M.

An adjourned meeting of the

Mayor Murphy: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 
the roll. ` 


Present: (Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Villani, Mayor Murphy. 


Absent: Commissioner Keenan. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
read the minutes of the meetings of 
August ist and August 15th. 


The reading of the minutes was 
dispensed with. 


Commissioner Brady for Mayor 
Murphy introduced the following 
ordinance and moved its adoption 
on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordin- 
ance at length: 


AN ORDINANCE CREATING 
THE POSITION OF CHIEF AS- 
SISTANT ASSESSOR IN THE DE- 
PARTMENT OF REVENUE AND 
FINANCE. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
THE CITY OF NEWARK THAT: 


1. There is hereby created in the 
Department of Revenue and Fin- 
ance, the position of Chief Assistant 
Assessor with a salary range of from 
$4,000. to $4,500. per annum. 


2. This Ordinance shall take ef- 
fect immediately upon final passage 
and publication thereof in accord- 
ance with the Laws of the State of 
New Jersey. 


Commissioner Brady: I move its 
adoption on first reading. 

Commissioner Villani: I second 
the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: This ordinance 
has been recommended by the tax 
board, for the appointment of a 
chief assistant assessor. The board 
found out last year that in desig- 
nating one man in charge of all the 
assessors that they were able to han- 
dle their work in a more efficient 
manner. And when the matter was 
called to my attention some weeks 
ago, I informed them that they had 
better take it up with the new board 
that was organizing to get their ap- 
proval before I would present it to 
the members of the Commission. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Is this 
position to be filled by an employee 
in your department? 


Mayor Murphy: That is right, an 
assistant assessor, in charge of all 
the assessors. . 


Commissioner Villani: Subject of 
course to Civil Service promotional ` 
examination, or whatever it is they 
require. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The 
salary would be greater than the 
tax board members? 


Mayor Murphy: No. 


Yes. 
This 


Commissioner Ellenstein: 
They receive $4,000. a year. 
maximum is $4,500. 
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Mayor Murphy: Yes, that is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I said 
he would receive more. 


Commissioner Villani: It has a 
minimum and a maximum. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes, a 
minimum of $4,000. 


Mayor Murphy: Mr. Fitzsimmons, 
who is the chief clerk, receives, if I 
am not mistaken, $5,000. 


Commissioner Villani: $6,400. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: What do 
the assessors receive now? 


Mayor Murphy: Around $3,300. or 
$3,500. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Is there 
any more work now than there was 
five years ago? The ratables are 
less. 


Mayor Murphy: The work can be 
done in a more efficient and respon- 
sible manner this way with one man 
with the responsibility of supervis- 
ing all the assistant assesors. 


I will be glad to have a member 
of the tax board come before the 
Commission at the time of the hear- 
ing on the ordinance. Or if you 
want it delayed for two weeks, to 
the next meeting, it is all right with 
me. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Does 
this originate from the tax board? 
I understood you to say, Mr. Mayor, 
that the tax board made the recom- 
mendation. 


Mayor Murphy: That is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I would 
like to talk to the members of the 
tax board to find out if they made 
this recommendation and upon what 


premise they made it. 


Mayor Murphy: If you want the 
matter delayed, it is all right with 
me. We will delay it for two weeks. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I am not 
insisting that it be delayed. I am 
going to vote against it. i 


Mayor Murphy: The matter had 
been presented to me before, by the 
old tax board, just prior to the elec- 
tion, and I refused to go along with 
it at that time.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISH-

ISTRAR IN THE DEPARTMENT 
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OF REVENUE AND FINANCE OF 
THE CITY OF NEWARK AND PRE- 
SCRIBING THE DUTIES OF SUCH 
OFFICE. 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN. 


Section 1. There is hereby estab- 
lished, in the Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance, the office of Bond 
Registrar. All powers and duties 
which are now required to be exer- 
cised or performéd by the City 
Comptroller or by any other officer 
of said City in the conversion of 
bonds issued by the City in coupon 
form into registered bonds or in the 
registration of bonds or transfer of 
registered bonds on the books of the 
City shall hereafter be exercised or 
performed by the Bond Registrar. 
It shall be the duty of the Bond 
Registrar (a) to convert any bond 
issued by the City in coupon form 
into a fully registered bond, when- 
ever the holder thereof shall request 
such conversion in accordance with 
law and the provisions of such bond 
and, for that purpose, to remove and 
cancel the coupons for unmatured 
interest payable thereon and to ex- 
ecute the conversion endorsed upon 
the back of such bond and (b) when 
duly requested by the holder of any 
bond issued by the City, to register 
such bond either as to principal only 
or as to both principal and interest 
on the books of the City kept for 
that purpose, and to note such reg- 
istration on such bond and (c) to 
effect the transfer of any such reg- 
istered bond on the books of the 
City kept for that purpose and to 
note such transfer on such bond. 
There shall be no salary attached to 
the office of Bond Registrar. 


Section 2. The ordinance en- 
titled "An Ordinance creating the 
office of Bond Registrar in the De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance of 
the City of Newark” adopted on 
July 15, 1941 and all other ordin- 


ances or resolutions inconsistent 
with this ordinance, are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall 
take effect at the time and in the 
manner provided by law. 


Mayor Murphy: This is an ord- 
inance creating the office of bond 
registrar, who will be able to sign 
the necessary transfer bonds, which 
work is now being done by myself. 
I had taken that matter up some 
time ago with Reed, Hoyt, ard 
Washburn, because of the fact that 
at different times bonds would come 
in to the City of Newark that are 
Purchased and they have to be 
signed by the director for transfer. 
I have had times when a thousand 
bonds would come in. And there 
would be two or three hundred at 
a time. And they want these signed 
bonds back quickly. I have been 
signing them for a long time, ever 
since I have been in office. There 
is no additional salary attached to 
this of any kind. I would like to 
create the new title, and then I 
could assign the duties of signing 
the necessary transfers of the bonds 
to some responsible person. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I under- 
stand that does not entail any addi- 
tional expense? 


Mayor Murphy: That is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: It will 
merely create the title for the pur- 
pose of qualifying the individual? 


Mayor Murphy: That is right. It 
will qualify the individual, who will 
represent me in the transfer, the 
necessary transfer of the bonds. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: All right. 
The roll being called, the motion 


was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 
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Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Villani, Mayor Murphy. 


Cormissioner Villani moved that 
September 12, 1945, at 2:00 P.M., 
Eastern War Time, be fixed as the 
time when said ordinance will be 
further considered for final passage.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
THE SALE OF PERSONAL PROP- 
ERTY BELONGING TO THE CITY 
OF NEWARK. 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN: 


1. That all personal property be- 
longing to the City of Newark which 
shall have become surplus, obsolete, 
worn out or scrapped material, or 
other personal property discarded, 
disused or not required in store- 
houses, and not required by any 
Using Agency for which the Direc- 
tor of Purchase has power to make 
purchases, shall be reported, and 
the control thereof surrendered to 
the Department of Central Purchase 
and shall be disposed of by the Di- 
rector of Purchases as hereinafter 
provided. 


a. Personal property involving 
an estimated amount in ex- 
cess of $500. may be sold to 
the highest bidder on the re- 
ceipt of sealed bids opened 
not less than ten (10) days 
after public advertisement. 


b. If the estimated value of the 
property, as determined by 
the Director of Purchases, is 
less than $500., the Director 
of Purchases, may, without 
advertising, sell said property 
for the highest responsible 
offers obtainable; provided, 
however, that a list of the 
material or equipment to be 
sold in this manner shall be 
posted in the office of the De- 
partment of Central Purchase, 
and that invitations to bid be 
extended to at least three (3) 
persons, firms, or corporations 
Separately engaged in the reg- 
ular business of selling and 
buying materials of the class 
offered, and all bids from all 
bidders shall be duly consid- 
ered in making. an award. 


c. In the event that any of the 
said material, equipment or 
supplies can be used by any 
other Municipal Using Agen- 
cy, the Director of Purchases 
is authorized to arrange for 
the transfer of such material, 
equipment or supplies for use 
in that Using Agency. 


Personal property may be 
traded-in to the vendor in part 
payment on a purchase of new 
personal property. 


e. The Director of Purchases 
Shall have the right to reject 
all bids received under para- 
graphs a. and b., and may re- 
Solicit bids or may sell said 
goods at public auction. 


2. That the proceeds of all sales 
of personal property under this Ord- 
inance shall be paid by the Director 
of Central Purchase to the City 
Treasurer within ten (10) days after 
completion of the sale. 


3. That this Ordinance shall take 
effect after final passage and pub- 
lication and in accordance with the 


laws of the State of New Jersey. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: This is 
an ordinance to outline the policy 
in the purchasing department. As 
you recall, Mr. Mayor, I wrote you 
in reference to surplus commodities 
being sold by the Newark Defense 
Council, and the Corporation Coun- 
sel had written an opinion to the 
personnel director of the Newark 
Defense Council, saying there was 
no ordinance or statute that pro- 
hibited him from selling this. But 
the procedure or policy has always 
been established, since the incep- 
tion of the Purchasing Bureau, that 
surplus commodities frorn all the 
departments was sold through the 
Purchasing Department. And this 
ordinance puts it clearly on record, 
by reason of the fact that all prop- 
erties sold involving more than $500. 
be done by independent bidding; 
and those under $500. by the Direc- 
tor. 


Mayor Murphy: May we get a 
copy of that ordinance? 


City Clerk: I don’t have copies. 

Mayor Murphy: I have no objec- 
tion to voting for the introduction 
of the ordinance until I get a chance 


to study it at the time when it 
comes up for second reading. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: A copy 
was sent to each Commissioner. 


Mayor Murphy: I will look it up. 


The motion was declared adopted. 


Position 


Commissioner Ellenstein moved 
that September 12, 1945, at 2:00 P.M.

Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
say, Director, that I have just re- 
ceived an inventory from the De- 
fense Council, and I will convey it 
to you and the members of the Com- 
mission tomorrow. 


Commissioner Brady introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading.

The City Clerk presented:

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No one appearing, Commissioner 
Brady moved that the hearing be 
closed. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Before 
voting, I want to say, to justify the 
vote, that while there may be a 


justification for increasing the sal- 


ary of the City Clerk by a thousand — 


dollars, I think that before we pro- 
ceed. to do that, we ought to take 
care of the inequities of those in the 
lower levels, and there are a num- 
ber of them that have been em- 
ployed by the City for 17 and 20 
years, and beyond that, who have 
not even reached their maximums. 
And I vote opposed to it until the 
inequities are corrected in the lower 
brackets. 


Commissioner Villani: “Aye.” 
Mayor Murphy: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Brady: May I, Mr, 
Mayor, before it goes into third 
reading, state for the puurpose of 
record and for the benefit of those 
who are present, that the inequities 
of the Department of Public Affairs, 
all of the inequities, were taken 
care of when I was in office one 
year. We have a standardization 
program set up, and salaries were 
classified and titles standardized. 
And they were adopted by the City 
Commission. The only ones who did 
not receive any increase or incre- 
ments at the time that the stand- 
ardization plan was set up were the 
divisional heads. It is my inten- 
tion, Mr. Mayor and members of 
the Commission, to see that the 
divisional heads get an increase to 


meet the cost of living, as well as 
the employees to whom I gave an 
increase when I took office. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I might 
say, to that, that when a man is 
employed by the City for 10 years 
and does not receive the maximum 
that the Civil Service allows, then 
certainly there still are inequities, 
and any intention by anyone else is 
certainly personal equasion and is 
not based on any logic reason. 


Commissioner Brady: Well, that is 
not so in my department, gentlemen 
and members of the commission, be- 
cause my standardization program 
provides for it. 


Commissioner Villani: The City 
Clerk received $10,000 before. There 
was one who received it, Director 
Egan. 


Commissioner Brady: I agree with 
Director Ellenstein that the em- 
ployees of the City should be prop- 
erly taken care of, and I am proud 
to inform the citizens of Newark 
and the members of the Commis- 
sion that I introduced the resolution 
during the last administration, and 
it is now functioning, to have a com- 
mittee appointed to check up on the 
salaries and the standards of the 
workers of the City of Newark, and 
see if they could not arrive at some 
equitable salary for all the employ- 
ees of the City. They are now func- 
tioning, that committee; and I am 
in hopes that they will soon be able 
to make a report favorable to the 
employees of the City. 


The Ordinance having been read 
three times was then declared to 
be upon its third and final passage.

Mayor Murphy: Is there any citi- 
zen who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance? 


Commissioner Villani: This is an 
ordinance which creates the posi- 
tion in the Motors Division for a 
Clerk-Stenographer to take care of 
the work there. In the past we 
have had men doing that work. 
They were not clerk-stenographers; 
they were just bookkeepers. And 
they find now with so much work 
to handle there they want a sten- 
ographer to take care of the dicta- 
tion and take care of all the work, 
and I am creating that position for 
that purpose. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: And

WHEREAS, it is the duty of the 
Governing Body of our City not only 
to solve, by intelligent study and by 
complete unity of purpose, the com- 
plex problems that now confront it, 
but also to render its every effort 
by way of assisting and cooperating 
in carrying out the plans of the 
Federal Government as they might 
effect our City. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Mayor immediately call a 
conference of the members of the

City, io the end that all of the 
available experience, energy and re- 
sources of our City may be applied 
toward obtaining for our people op- 
portunities for adequate employ- 
ment and for a better way of life. 


BE IT RESOLVED: That the 
Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark go on record as urging 
that wholesalers, retailers, and pur- 
chasers do their share to insure that 
the spirit as well as the letter of the 
laws designated to control prices in 
this City be fully observed and dur- 
ing the post-war adjustment period, 
to the end that: 


Retailers and consumers be urged 
not to purchase goods of any type 
at above-ceiling prices, and that ra- 
tioning regulations still in effect be 
observed by individuals and busi- 
nessmen alike; and to the further 
end that 


Municipal authorities, courts, and 
individuals, be urged to discourage 
willful violations by administration 
of full punitive measures as pro- 
vided by the above-mentioned ord- 
inance; 


That the Mayor of the City of 
Newark and the Board of Commis- 
sioners designate the week of Sep- 
tember 2nd through September 8th, 
1945, as “OPA ENFORCEMENT 
WEEK”, when churches, civic or- 
ganizations, labor unions, social 
groups, and the citizens of Newark 
generally, shall be encouraged to 
combat inflation and the black mar- 
ket, and that programs be held to 
educate the public to be more alert 
in the effort to control prices. Now 
that victory has been achieved, our 
citizens must continue their patri- 
otic zeal in the sphere of price regu- 
lation. We, in turn, must protect 
our citizens from possible explota- 
tion during this period of transition 
from war into the long-hoped-for 


post-war era.

world by spreading the spirit of tol- 
erance and sympathetic understand-

WHEREAS, Newark is a great 
industrial city of one-half million 
inhabitants whose progress has been 
in a great measure achieved through 
the civic mindedness and harmoni- 
ous action of people of the Italian, 
Jewish and Negro races, and other

egainst the narrowness and bigotry 
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of the attitude displayed by Sen- 
ator Bilbo in his communication to 
Miss Piccolo, and against the religi- 
ous and racial hatred and intoler- 
ance generally displayed by him in 
his speeches and conduct;

that a copy of this Resolution be

State of Mississippi, and to Senator 
Bilbo.

The appointees having 
been certified by the Civil Service

A delegation of citizens repre- 
senting various groups appeared be- 
fore the Board of Commissioners and 
reuested that attention be given to 
a more rigid enforcement of a city 
ordinance designated to eliminate 
the “black market” through means 
of fines. 


Philip Prince, representing P. A. 
C. of Essex County, said black mar- 
kets and over-ceiling prices flourish- 
ed, and constituted a serious matter 
at a time when thousands were be- 
ing laid off. He presented a petition 
containing thousands of names, 
which requested more stringent en- 
forcement of the ordinance. 


Walter Barry, president of the 
C. I. O. of Essex County, stressed 
the unemployment situation, and re- 
quested the City Commission to 
back up Federal legislation on the 
subject. Sidney Aaronson, Local 
447, C. I. O., urged the City Commis- 
sion to go as far as possible to stem 
unemployment, and Charles Nusser, 
representing the Essex County Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party, sub- 
mitted a statement on the same sub- 
ject. Bertha Bloesberg, represent- 
ing the Essex and West Hudson 
P. A. C., suggested maximum fines 
of $200. or penalties of 90 days in 
jail should be imposed on violators, 
and Raymond V. Santoro, executive 
board member of the State C. I. O., 
stated that the State body he rep- 
resented, would be glad to cooper- 
ate in a proposed conference of la- 
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bor, management and business on 
the problem of unemployment. 


Mayor Murphy told of conferences 
already held on the unemployment 
subject, and assured the delegation 
of the City Commission's desire to 
cooperate fully, and to accomplish 
what it can through Federal and 
State agencies. 


Denuty Director Luke A. Kiernan 
seid that in response to requests by 
the O. P. A., Director Keenan spon- 
sored the ordinance aimed at black 
markets and over-ceilin prices, and 
rointed out that such violations as 
detected were Federal offenses. He 
added that the police department 
had been cooperating fully with the 
O. P. A., and the F. B. I. in seeking 
to thwart illegal practises. In agree- 
ing with the petitioners, Director 
Brady said that an amendment to 
the ordinance to provide for man- 
datory jail sentences, should be en- 
acted. 


The Board of Commissioners 
again took under consideration of- 
fers for the Flyers Restaurant Cor- 
poration, it having been deferred 
from the previous meeting. Mayor 
Murphy informed the Commissior 
that State Highway Commissioner 
Spencer Miller notified him that his 
department was interestea in the 
property, in connection with pians 
for Highway 25-B, and felt that 
$5,000 was sufficient for the land. 


Samuel Kessler representing the 
Flyers Restaurant, said he had a 
letter from Attorney General Van 
Riper, in which he stated the High- 
way Department “was interested in 
picking it up, and it was worth 
$3,000 or $4,000, and that is what 
he wanted to pay for it.” He added 
his client, who increased his bid of 
$5,000 to $6,100 for the property, 
invested some $80,090 or $90,000 for 
the building located on the city land, 
and that he was entitled to con- 


sideration. He said his client de- 
sired to regain the property, and 
with the help of his two sons, now 
in service, hoped to be able to 
maintain the place for a living for 
himself and family. Lt. Seymour 
Weisman, son of the owner, said 
both he and his brother were look- 
ing forward to working in the res- 
taurant after their discharge, and 
said he would appreciate the con: 
sideration of the Commission. 


Assistant Corporation’ Counsel 
Sidney Simandl, said that in view 
of the interest of the State High- 
way Commission in the property it 
should be afforded an opportunity 
to bid, and added that as the bid of 
the Flvers Restaurant Corporation 
increasing its offer from $5,000 to 
$6,100 was not given at a meeting, 
there might be question of title. 


Paul Strack, representing Albert 
F. Perkins, who bid $6,000 for the 
city’s interest in the premises, said 
his client was ready to improve his 
bid and argued that if Mr. Kessler’s 
client was granted that privilege, 
he also should. 


Mayor Murphy brought out that 
there is due to the city approxim- 
ately $4,000 in back rent. Director 
Brady said he believed that every 
consideration should be given to 
the Mr. Weisman who made ‘the in- 
vestment. 


A motion by Director Ellenstein 
that the Commission “take it un- 
der advisement, particularly so be- 
cause there isn’t a full Commission 
present, and this being a controver- 
sisl question,” was carried.

Her efforts, by the ad- 
mission of our war leaders and 
statesmen, have shortened the war 
and saved thousands of American 


lives. 


I have replaced the flag because 
it seems to me that a nation which, 
since her surrender, has been at 
peace with America and at war with 
America’s enemies, deserves our 
friendship. 


I have done it too, because it was 
never in the hearts of the Italian 
people to fight our country. 
done it in the memory of the Bas- 
ilones of America and because of 
the glorious achievements of one 
million American soldiers of Italian 
origin whose deeds of valor, even 
when fighting those of their own 
blood, were an inspiration to their 
fellow Americans and furnished 
sufficient proof that the Italian na- 
ture and the Italian mind and heart 
are always dominated by a deep 
love of liberty and the urge for 
world peace. 


And for that reason, where all the 
other flags of nations are, I place 
the Italian flag, and it will take its 
proper place.

The Clerk will call 
the roll.

Commissioner Ellenstein took his 
seat during discussion on bids re- 
ceived for sale of premises at 50 
Clinton Street. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 


Commissioner Villani: I move 
that the reading of the minutes be 
dispensed with. 


Commissioner Keenan: I second 
the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made that the reading of the min- 
utes be dispensed with. The Clerk 
will call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
announce at this time that we have 
a young man with us, a relative, a 
cousin of Commissioner John A. 
Brady, who has been for three years 
in the army. He has just come 
back last week, from two years 
overseas duty.

Brady. And on behalf of the Board 
of Commissioners, and to whom he 
has been introduced, we welcome 
you back from the armed services, 
and we congratulate and pay our 
respects to you as one of the boys 
who have done such a great job on 
behalf of the United States. 


Will you stand up, Private James 
Brady? 


City Clerk: The next order of 
Mr. Mayor, is the con-. 
firmation of the tax title lien sales 
that were held this morning. 


Mayor Murphy: I think we could 
proceed now, Mr. Acting Comptrol- 
ler, with the sales, so we could find 
out whether or not the bids that we 
have now are the final bids. 


Samuel Weitzman: I just want to 
say, Commissioners, that in order 
to try to save time, I advertised 
that we will take preliminary bids 
this morning. I believe the statute 
requires that the actual bid itself be 
submitted at the meeting. And I 
proceeded to take bids; and you 
have a list before you of the high- 
est bids that were received this 
morning. 


I have since received some higher 
bids. If you want to take them one 
at a time, I think we ought to call ` 
on the bidders to come up and make 
their best bids. 


Mayor Murphy: We have here 
certificate number 24,590, for 50 
Clinton Street. 


Mr. Weitzman: On that there was 
a bid of $5,700 this morning, Mr. 
Mayor, and there is a bid of $6,100 
now. 
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Mayor Murphy: Is there a bid of 
$6,100? There has been a bid offered 
of $6,100. Who is the bidder? 


Mr. Weitzman: Louis Herman. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anybody 
further who desires to bid? 


Mr. Weitzman: I suggest that we 
perhaps call the bidder up here and 
conduction our auction right here. 
Are there any other bidders on that 
certificate? 


Mr. Weitzman: We now have a 
bid of $7,000 which has been made 
on this certificate. 


Mayor Murphy: Is that the last 


bid, $7,000? Is there any further 
bid? 
Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. 


Mayor and Commissioners, I want 
to say that this property is assessed 
at $19,900. It is inconceivable that 
the appraised value should be $5,- 
100. The amount required for re- 
demption is $28,000. It is extremely 
difficult to believe that the City 
will permit delinquent taxpayers to 
go over a period of years, from 1932, 
to accumulate that huge sum. The 
amount offered, as I understand it, 
is $7,000. That is about 35 per cent 
of the assessed value. I move you, 
Mr. Mayor, that the offer be re- 
jected. 


Commissioner Keenan: I second 
the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: What are the 
values again that you mentioned? 


Mr. Weitzman: It is assessed at 
$19,900. That is $13,100 for the land, 
and $6,800 for the building. It was 
appraised just prior to the July sale, 
at $5,100., by Murray Apfelbaum, 
who was chosen by me because of 
his experience in the downtown 
area. 


Commissioner Ellenstéin: I want 
to point out again, Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, as I have on other 
occasions, that appraisals of this 
character will destroy the appraisal 
structure. Your appraisals are made 
on a uniform basis, and if an ap- 
praisor, who is an agent of the City, 
appraises the value of this prop- 
erty at $5,100., that can be used as 
testimony before the county and 
state boards to determine values, 
and it would be a potent factor in 
making a determination by those 
quasi-judicial bodies. 

Mayor Murphy: Is 
land?

Mr. Weitzman: No, it is not va- 
cant land. 


Mayor Murphy: What did you say 
was the value of the land? 


Mr. Weitzman: $13,100 for the 
land and $6,800 for the building. 
The bid is $7,000.

Mr. Jamouneau: In this particu- 
lar case you have defeated the prop-

It may 
be somebody might be a bidder 
whom I may know, or may not 
know, and it may be embarrassing.

Mayor Murphy: Certainly not to 
me, 


Mayor Murphy: It is unanimous.

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Samuel Ehrenkranz: I made a bid 
this morning, Mr. Mayor. of $6,275 
on behalf of a client. I was the 
Latest bidder, and I think I am 
entitled to know whether or not, if 
one of those who competed against 
me this morning and who had drop- 
ped out of the competitive bidding, 
and who has written in a letter 
saving that he is bidding more, 
without me even knowing that he 
had that opportunity to do it, I 
want to know if he can do it. I 
ought to have that courtesy by the 
Board. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Not only 
as a matter of right, but as a mat- 
ter of principle you are entitled to 
that. 


Mr. Weitzman: The statute does 
not provide for me taking bids this 
morning; but I thought it would 
facilitate bidding, and I so adver- 
tised that I would take preliminary 
bids this morning. And I adver- 
tised specifically that the high bid- 
der should be here at 2 o’clock, be- 
cause there is nothing to prevent 
another bidder from making a high- 
er bid.

And they 
were all put on notice that some- 
body might come here this after- 
noon and submit a better bid. 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, when I came here 
at 11 o’clock this morning to make 
the highest bid, we actually battered 
our brains out this morning getting 
the bid. We finally secured the 
highest bid and we thought we had 
the property. And Mr. Weitzman 
very courteously said, “If there is 
anybody here who is going to make 
a higher bid, make it now, and don’t 
wait until the afternoon meeting, 


because you gentlemen will say, ‘you 
had the opportunity at this meeting 
and did not take advantage of it.” 
And now I come here and we find 
instead of having the highest bid we 
are faced by a higher bid. 


Mayor Murphy: You are not be- 
ing tricked at all, because under the 
statute you will find that it has to 
be taken up at this meeting, and 
Mr. Weitzman made the statement 
that he made here now that you 
should be here this afternoon in 
order to protect yourself, in case 
somebody would make a higher bid. 
Did he make that announcement? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
not the statement this man made. 
He said a representation was made 
to him to make the highest bid this 
morning because they would not ac- 
cept bids in the. afternoon. 


Commissioner Keenan: No. 


Mr. Weitzman: That is not what 
he said. 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: No, Mr. Weitz- 
man said, “Make your highest bid 
this morning because I will tell the 
Commissioners that the men had the 
opportunity in the morning to make 
the bid”, and not to come in the 
afternoon and make a better bid 
because he would discourage the 
man making the bid later. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: But 
that does not change what you said. 
And this man has the right to be 
surprised. 


Mr. Weitzman: This man was 
told very distinctly to be here be- 
cause it is quite possible that some- 
body would submit a better bid, 
and I would not stop him; but I 
would certainly suggest to the Com- 
missioners that that pratice ought 
to be discouraged. Just for your in- 
formation I will read the public 
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advertisement that was inserted in 
the newspapers, 


“The statute provides that the 
governing body may accept or re- 
ject any such bid as contained in 
. this notice, or may at such meeting 
accept or reject any higher bid 


which may then be made by any: 


person for said certificate, includ- 
ing subsequent municipal liens. In 
order to facilitate the sale, prelim- 
inary bids in excess of those listed 
herein will be entertained at 11 A. 
M. on August 29, 1945, in the Coun- 
cil Chambers, aforesaid, and the 
highest bid for each certificate will 
be submitted to the. Board of Com- 
missioners at 2 P. M., on that date, 
for acceptance or rejection.” 


“Now, that was made perfectly 
clear, that while I was trying to 
save time, and I am trying to, there 
was nothing in the statute that 
would prevent a higher bid from 
coming in this afternoon. I don’t 
like this procedure any more than 
you do. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: How- 
ever, even though that notice did 
appear in the advertisement, when 
you appear as a representative of 
the City in the morning and make 
a statement, if you did make that 
statement that this man described, 
you are giving him the impression 
that no further bids will be enter- 
tained at this meeting, because you 
had made that representation at 
the meeting. 


Mr. Weitzman: I don’t agree with 
you, Mr. Commissioner, 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I don’t 
expect you to agree with me. 


Mr. Weitzman: Well, whether 
you accept or not isn’t the point. 
You were not at the sale. And I 
don’t intend to stand here and take 
that kind of, criticism from you. I 
conducted this sale in what I 


thought was a perfectly legitimate 
and proper manner, and I still 
think so despite your remarks to 
the contrary. I will take criticism 
that is justified, but I will not take 
what I think is unjustified criti- 
cism from you or anybody else. 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: If I have come 
between you, Mr. Weitzman, and 
you gentlemen, I will withdraw 
what I said now, between Com- 
missioner Ellenstein and Sam Weitz- 
man I don’t want that to happen. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Who is 
the highest bidder now? 


Louis Herman: May I say some- 
thing, Mr. Mayor? I happened to 
be at the sale this morning that Mr. 
Weitzman conducted, and he an- 
nounced that at the meeting. That 
is why I am here. Because I was 
here this morning to bid. He made 
it clear to the people that were here 
this morning that he would like to 
avoid bidding at the Commissioners’ 
meeting. He wanted to get the best 
bid possible. And he said every- 
body that is here has a right to 
come before the Commissioners 
at 2 o’clock to submit a higher bid 
if they wanted to. And he stated 
why. According to. the statute, and 
so forth. And everybody there who 
was at the meeting understood. 


Now, there are a number of men 
here to bid because the announce- 
ment was made, Director. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Now, I 
‘want to point out to you, Mr. Mayor, 
and members of the Commission, 
that Mr. Weitzman cannot hide be- 
hind the fact that he is going to 
stand there and be criticized by me 
or anybody else. He made a state- 
ment that would naturally make 
anyone believe, even if he did not 
imply that, that this Commission 
would not countenance any bids 
here. He left a clear impression that 
he «culd suggest to the Commis- 
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sioners that they do not entertain 
bids at this meeting. I suggest to 
you, Mr. Mayor, as a motion, that 
you have other members of your 
official family conduct these tax 
title lien sales in the future. 


Mr. Weitzman: May I ask what 
the reason is, Director? 


Mayor Murphy: As far as I am 
concerned - - 


Commissioner Ellenstein: (Inter- 
rupting) Is there any second to the 
motion, before you reject it, Mr. 
Mayor? 


Mayor Murphy: As far as I am 
concerned, I say - - 


Commissioner Ellenstein: (Inter- 
rupting) You are only sitting as a 
nominal chairman of the Commis- 
sion. 


Mayor Murphy: I think he is well 
qualified. He has done a very credit- 
able job, as far as I could see. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I don’t 
see any creditability attached to 
that. Not in view of the statements 
of those two citizens and the as- 
sents nodded by several in the aud- 
ience that that was the statement 
Mr. Weitzman made. 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: Mr. Mayor, may 
I say that the gentelman who pro- 
posed the bid now was here this 
morning and did not see fit to open 
his mouth to bid, and now when he 
sees how high we had gone, he 
comes in now and puts in a bid. I 
was here this morning, and I think 
it is very unfair for the higher 
bidder to come there and then come 
here, and not say a word. 


Mayor Murphy: I would agree 
with you if it were just a thing 
‘such as a surprise; but in view of 
the statements made and the ad- 


vertising, I don't 
should be surprised. 


see why you 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: I am surprised 
that the man did not speak up this 
morning, and he sat quietly by to 
see what the lay of the land was, 
and then gives his bid now. 


Mayor Murphy: That is his priv- 
ilege. 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: It isn’t fair. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, let me point out to you, 
that the average person sitting at 
that meeting this morning who has 
made his bid has a right to assume 
that either his bid would be rejected 
or accepted, and probably he is not 
here at this present Commission 
meeting. ` 


Mr. Weitzman: Of course, Di- 
rector, you are forgetting about the 
fact - - 


Commissioner Ellenstein: (Inter- 
rupting) I was talking to the Mayor, 
and you speak to me when I address 
you. 


Mr. Weitzman: May I ask your 
permission? This is a sale that I 
conducted, and you are talking 
about something that took place 
this morning when you were not 
there. 

Commissioner Ellenstein But 
these gentlemen were there. 

Mr. Weitzman: Let them tell you 
whether they were not told to be 
here at 2 o’clock because ther may 
be a higher bid. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Do you 
deny what they said? 


Mr. Weitzman: I deny what you 
said; not what they said. It is your 
interpretation of it that is wrong. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: It is the 
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same interpretation that they had. 


Mr. Weitzman: No. It is not. 

Commissioner Ellenstein: This 
gentleman just made the statement 
that he was told this morning, this 
man who has now bid $6,500, who- 
ever he is, he was present and made 
no attempt to bid any higher, and 
now he comes in with a $6,500 bid. 
Was that bid made publicly, or was 
it given to you personally? 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: Mr. Mayor, 
may I also say that I have a re- 
ceipt from the City of Newark say- 
ing, “This is to acknowledge at a 
public auction sale held by the City 
of Newark the undersigned was the 
highest bidder for the above num- 
bered certificate,” setting forth the 
price, the deposit I paid, and it is 
signed by the cashier of the City 
of Newark. I think I should not be 
encountered by another bid at this 
time. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, I move you again that you 
find some other member of your 
official family to conduct these sales, 
these tax title lien sales. 


Commissioner Villani: I will sec- 
ond the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: I think he has 
done a good job, and I think the 
motion is unjustifiable. The motion 
has been made and the motion has 
been seconded. The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


(City Clerk calls the roll). 


Commissioner Brady: “No.” 


Commissioner Ellenstein: “Aye.” 
Commissioner Keenan: “No.” 
Commissioner Villani: “Not vot- 


ing.” 


Mayor Murphy: “No” Now may 
we proceed? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: May I 
make this statement; That at least 
it absolves me from any responsi- 
bility. 


A. S. Brody: Mr. Mayor, may I 
say a word in addition? I have been 
at other confirming sales, sir, and 
Commissioner Villani and your- 
self, and Commissioners Brady and 
Keenan have often said, in my 
presence, not only recently, that 
they will object to a higher bid 
where the higher bid has been in- 
adequate insofar as price; but not 
where there have been an addit- 
ional bid, just for the purpose of 
bringing up the price of the pro- 
perty, and there is no reason why 
people who have been here this 
morning should be subjected to 
making additional bids just because 
someone who has been here this 
morning feels capricious and wants 
to put in a bid of perhaps $100 or 
$200 more. You and the other Com- 
missioners have always felt in the 
past that there should not be ad- 
ditional bidding if the last bid is 
fair; and the only reason you should 
reject any bids is because of the in- 
adequacy of price. 


Mayor Murphy: I understand 
under the statute and the adver- 
tising that there is nothing else the 
Commissioners could do but act on 
the final bids made at this accred- 
ited meeting. 


Mr. Brody: But you have a dis- 
cretion, and it is more or less a duty 
on the part of the Commissioners to 
give the property to someone who 
is the successful bidder. 


Mayor Murphy: You are not the 
as we close it off at this meeting. 
successful bidder until such time 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: Mr. Mayor, Her- 


o 


man Distler, who I represent on this 
matter, is away at camp, and I am 
hardicapped here, and I cannot gea 
in touch with him. I came here this 
morning with a certain limit, and I 
cannot now bid more because I 
cannot contact Mr. Distler, 


Mr. Weitzman: Apparently, Com- 
missioners, this is all brought a- 
bout because I apparently got the 
idea of trying to save an hour and 
a half of your time to get bids this 
morning. And this is what we are 
getting into. The procedure perhaps 
should have been to take bids this 
afternoon and to sit here and get 
the bids I got this morning; but in 
order to save that time this has been 
brought about. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
as clear as mud. 


Mr. Weitzman: I know, Director, 
but it is just as clear as you want to 
make it; and you will get the gray 
hairs worrying. 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. Weitz- 
man, I think a little more respect 
should be shown the Commissioner. 


Mr. Weitzman: I know, but the 
Commissioner has shown no respect 
for me, and I will show the same 
respect for him. I stand here as a 
citizen, and I will do my talking, 
and I will defend my action, and 
nobody will get gray hairs about it. 


William Berry: Mr. Mayor, I at- 
tended the sale this morning and 
made a couple of bids, what I 
thought were successful bids, and 
being the highest bidder, I put up 
10 per cent of my bid and received 
a receipt for the deposit of same. 
And I came back here this after- 
noon thinking that all that is nec- 
essary is the confirmation of any 
-bid that would be received at this 
meeting. And Mr. Weitzman an- 
nounced that he would personally 


suggest the Commissioners dis- 
couraging any further bids. I have 
no fault to find with the procedure 
this morning; but I do find fault 
with the procedure that has a man 
hanging around here a whole day, 
and after he goes home and goes 
back to his office with a receipt for 
a couple of pieces of property 
putting up money in good faith, 
then on the way in, before he gets 
a chance to bid, somebody puts in 
a bid of $50 or $60 or $70 higher, 
and if he happens to be 10 or 15 
minutes late, all his efforts in the 
morning would have been in vain. 


I think the procedure is all 
wrong. Either he should have bid 
in the afternoon or bid in the morn- 
ing. In other wordsu, in order to buy 
a piece of property. I have to come 
back every day. It is unfair to the 


- real estate men and to the buyers. 


Commissioner Villani: This is the 
third man who says the same thing. 


Mayor Murphy: He says he has 
no objection to the procedure this 
morning; but he says it is unfair to 
accept bids again in the afternoon. 
But under the statute - - I cannot 
talk intelligently on the statute - - 
but it is my impression that these 
bids have to be closed out at this 
meeting, and the acting comptroller 
has stated the only purpose that he 
had was trying to be cooperative 
with the Commissioners by getting 
tentative bids in the morning. Of 
course if all the bids are to be 
thrown out entirely and we read- 
vertise, and then hold another meet- 
ing and then have the Commission- 
ers carry it out, all right. 


William Berry: Mr. Mayor, I 
think you are putting your own 
salesman in a peculiar position, in 
an embarrassing position, to have 
advertised for sales in the morning 
at 11 o’clock, and you had probably 
a hundred bidders, and they come 
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in good faith and they put up 10 
per cent of their bids, and get a re- 
ceipt for their deposits; and then 
come back in the afternoon and they 
find that maybe some fellow who 
sat quietly her all morning and put 
in no bid raised it $50; and he may 
get the property before the success- 
ful bidder in the morning may have 
a chance to get back. 


Mr. Weitzman: I did want to make 
it very clear there were no bids 
knocked down this morning. They 
were told very distinctly that we 
were simply accepting preliminary 
bids. And as far as I am concerned, 
if any recommendation bears any 
weight, I recommend that you 
should not entertain any higher bids. 
But that is for you people to 
decide. All I am bringing to your 
attention is that there is a higher 
bid. I am not urging the accept- 
ance or rejection of anything. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I move 
you, Mr. Mayor, in view of the cir- 
cumstances that have developed 
here, that all of the bids be re- 
jected and that they be readver- 
tised, the tax title certificates be 
readvertised again. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 
the motion. 
Commissioner’ Ellenstein: And 


brought before the attention of the 
City Commissioners irrespective of 
whether it saves our time or not. 


Commissioner Keenan: What is 
meant by that; that the City Com- 
missioners will sit and receive and 
pass upon bids? 


Mayor Murphy: We will hold the 
auction just the same as if - - if I 
may put it that way - - as we did 
this morning, and carry it on here. 
We get the highest bids and then 
take some final action as a board. 


Mr. Weitzman: Mr. Mayor, may 
I say this? This is the first time 
that we have ever proceeded under 
this “B” section of the statute, and 
it was done to accommodate some 
people who placed bids in the July 
sale who were anxious to give bids 
because we had no higher bids. I 
pointed out there was a provision 
under this statute which would per- 
mit us to hold the sale of these 
certificates in less time than we 
would if we were going in under 
the “A” part of the statute, which 
we followed previously. This is the 
first experience under the “B” part 
of the statute; and technically the 
auction ought to take place this 
afternoon. And I thought I made 
myself as clear as I could in the 
advertisement and in my announce- 
ment this morning. And as far as I 
am concerned, I would recommend 
that these bids be rejected; but 
that is your function, not mine. My 
function is to bring before you the 
highest bids that I got. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: May I 
ask, Mr. Mayor, through you, to 
ask Mr. Weitzman whether this bid 
of $6,500, whether that was present- 
ed to the City Commission while 
in session, or was it presented to 
him personally? Will you ask Mr. 
Weitzman that? 


Mayor Murphy: You mean on the 
Prince Street property? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: On the 
first bid. This Prince Street Prop- 
erty. The high bid was $6,250, and 
as I understand it, there was an- 
other bid of $6,500. Will you find 
out whéther that bid was given to 
him personally or whether it was 
presented to the City Commission? 


Mayor Murphy: He will answer 
that, Commissioner. He is here, and 
he was conducting this sale. You 
don't have to ask me. You could 
ask him; but if it is through me, 
all right. 
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Mr. Weitzman: I had a bid of 
$6,275 this morning, and about a 
quarter of two, or just before your 
conference broke up downstairs, 
the first bid of that kind I got from 
Michael Salerno who brought the 
bidder to me with his bid, which 
has not yet been reached. Mr, Sal- 
erno is in your office, Commissioner 
Ellenstein. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
not what I asked you. I asked was 
that given to you personally. It 
does not make any difference to 
me who brought the bid to you. I 
want to know if the bid was given 
to you personally, or presented at 
the City Commission meeting, at 
this meeting. That is a simple ques- 
ion. 


Mr. Weitzman: I was informed 
by Louis Herman about a quarter 
of two that he wanted to submit a 
bid of $6,500 for this certificate. I 
advised him to appear before the 
City Commission this afternoon and 
make his bid. 

Commissioner  Ellenstein: And 
you made it for him? 


Mr. Weitzman: I advised you 
there was such a bid. I did not 
make it for him. 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: And that is de- 
spite the fact he was this morning. 
Now he comes in with a bid. 


Commissioner Brady: Is he here? 
Mr. Weitzman: 


criticize Louis 
him and not me. 


If you want to 
Herman, criticize 


Mayor Murphy: It is no fault of 
Mr. Weitzman. 


Mr. Ehrenkranz: I say I have the 
greatest respect for him. 


Mr. Weitzman: And he partici- 
pated in the bidding of this certif- 


icate. 
Commissioner FEllenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, in view of the develope- 


ments I move you that all the bids be 
rejected, and that in the future all 
tax title lien certificates be sold 
under section “A” as heretofore. 

Commissioner Villani: I second 
the motion. 


Joel Schlesinger: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, before you vote on 
that proposition, I am interested in 
the last title lien on that list. 


Commissioner Villani: Wilson 


Ave? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Yes, Wilson Ave- 
nue. As you remember, I appeared at 
the Commission meeting, at the last 
meeting, at which time Mr. McClos- 
key had a higher offer. There is an 
offer now before you of $12,800 
submitted by Mr. Fisher, who was 
also high bidder at the sale a month 
ago. Mr. Fisher is from opt of town, 
from North Carolina. Joe Hanson 
has to be back in Washington, D. 
C. This is the third time that they 
have been in Newark on this matter, 
and we would like to have some 
disposition of it soon. 


As I told you then, they are pre- 
paring a plan for a new building. 
Those plans have been prepared and 
we have them here. I also under- 
stand from Mr. Weitzman that since 
the closing of the bids, since noon- 
time, there is now a bid of $500 
more than the $12,800. 


We are still in the position of Mr. 
Berry and the other gentleman of 
competing against people who were 
here this morning and who were 
through bidding. 


Now, we would like to have you 
give some consideration to the Wil- 
son Avenue matter today, so that 
if you do approve of the sale of the 
certificate they could proceed to 
pay the balance of the City’s money 
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and then foreclose the lien against 
the title owner, and thirdly, start 
building, and fourthly, start the 
payroll in Newark rolling out. 


Mayor Murphy: I understand, Mr. 
Schlesinger, that was one of the 
reasons why the Commissioners 
directed me to proceed under, as I 
understand it, section “B”; whereas 
we were proceeding before, if I am 
right, under section “A”. And in 
order to satisfy you and to satisfy 
a number of other people who were 
before the Commission, this change 
of policy was adopted at the meet- 
ing. 


Mr. Schlesinger: That is right, 
three weeks ago. 


Mayor Murphy: When, may I 
ask the Acting Comptroller - - 


Commissioner Ellenstein: (Inter- 
rupting) That, as a matter of policy 
was not adopted; but as a matter 
of discretion. 


Commissioner Keenan: As a meth- 
od of procedure. 


Mayor Murphy: I meant policy. 


Commissioner Keenan: No. It is 
a change of procedure. 


Mayor Murphy: It was only in 
reference,.as I understand it, to 
these properties before the Com- 
mission. De we have the next cert- 
ificate here. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The 
motion before the Commission, Mr. 
Mayor, and seconded - - 


Mayor Murphy: (Interrupting) 
Yes, and I will put the motion just 
as soon as we are in a position ty 
get through with any remarks. Did 
you have anything further to say, 
Mr. Schlesinger? 


Mr. Schlesinger: Yes. I have just 


consulted with the principals in the 
matter, and they are willing to stay 
here today to get some disposition 
of it, because it costs them some 
money to get up here every two 
weeks. The cold weather is on soon, 
and they would, if possible, like to 
get a roof on this building before 
the winter is here. 


Mayor Murphy: According to this 
motion which is made there will be 
no action today, and it will come up 
as a regular matter of course in the 
next title lien certificate sales that 
will be held in the department, un- 
der the old procedure, which is 
being held right along. 


Mr. Schlesinger: No. As I under- 
stand the motion, all the sales held 
by the City Commission will go over. 


Mayor Murphy: No. The Clerk 
may read the motion. 


Mr. Schlesinger: But you are up 
against the same proposition. At the 
time of the confirmation anyone 
could come in and start bidding 
again, so that you have to hold two 
auction sales every time. 


Mayor Murphy: Under section “B”, 
under which we are now operating, 
with reference to these properties, 
does the Board of Commissioners 
have a right to refuse further bids 
other than those already submitted 
to us at this mornings sale? 


Mr. Weitzman: I have my opinion; 
but I think the Corporation Counsel 
should answer that. 


Mr. Parsonnet: In my opinion, 
under section “B”, the City Com- 
mission must accept the best bid 
that is offered at the City Commis- 
sion meeting. That is the confusing 
part of it. That is the reason why 
these bids must be accepted this 
afternoon. 
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Commissioner Villani: Accepted or 
rejected. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Yes. Or rejected. 
But under section “A”, the City has 
a right to accept the highest bid at 
the time of the sale. 


Mr. Schlesinger: Or reject it. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Or reject it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: At the 
time of the sale this morning? 


Mr. Parsonnet: No. This was held 
under section “B”. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I under- 
stand you to say that the City Com- 
mision has a right to accept the 
bid or reject the bid, the highest bid 
made this morning. 


Mr. Parsonnet: No. You did not 
understand me correctly. 

Commissioner Ellenstein: Made 
now before the Commission? 


Mr. Parsonnet: That is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The 
motion has -been made to reject 
them, and in the future all tax title 
liens be sold under section “A”. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 
the motion. 
James R. Giuliano: Mr. Mayor, 


may I say a word with respect to 
certificate number 164? On that 
certificate, the last sale’ was held 
under section “A”, There was a 
bid of $1,250 at the public auction. 
Notice came to a client of mine that 
that was sold at the public sale, and 
he, in a written bid to your honor, 
offered a bid of $1,500. 


This morning the person who had 
bid originally $1,250 was also pre- 
sent, and the man who had made 


the bid of $1,500. There were no 
other bidders other than the $1,500 
bid made by myself on behalf of 
my client. 


Now it seems to me that it is un- 
fair to us to come back to another 
sale. The original sale was $1,250. 
That party was here this morning 
and she offered no other bid. And 
there were no other bids. And as 
far as I am concerned, I understood 
if any bids were to be made it was 
to be made in the legal manner, and 
it was to be made before this Com- 
mission. That is all that Mr. Weitz- 
mah was doing; he was taking pre- 
liminary, or taking tentative bids, 
and the closing bids would be made 
before this Commission. 


Mayor Murphy: There has been 
a motion made and seconded, and 
there has been plenty, of discus- 
sion. All those in favor signify by 
saying “aye”. The motion is to re- 
ject the bids, and if I recall it right, 
reject the present bids which we 
have before us, operating under 
section “B” of the act, and revert 
to the former procedure, that one 
under section “A” of the act. 


Louis Herman: Reject all the 
bids? 
Mayor Murphy: Yes, reject all 


the bids, and to proceed under 
section “A”. 


Mr. Weitzman: I might say to you, 
Mr. Mayor, before you vote on that 
motion, that it is very questionable 
just when we will have another one 
of these sales. I think we will have 
to work up an annual tax sale, 
which is in the tax office, probably 
within the next two months. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I don’t 
see that it is complicated, Mr. May- 
or. You just send a copy of it down 
to the newspapers on a day, and 
they will set it up there. You could 
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have a short notice. There is no- 


thing difficult on the Motion. 
The Clerk will call the roll. 
Commissioner Brady: "Aye”. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: “Aye”. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission, 
inasmuch as this procedure under 
section “B” of the statute was done 
as a matter of accommodation, I am 
voting for the further cancellation 
of any further activity today; but 
I would like to have it understood, 
i it is possible to do so, that here- 
after when we again proceed under 
section one of the statute, that there 
be no further last-minute changes 
as were heretofore encountered by 
the members of this Commission, 
and whatever bid is developed at 
the time of the bidding, and the 
highest bidder thinks he has the 
highest bid, that that be the bid. 
And I vote “Aye”. 


Commissioner Villani: “Aye”. 
` Mayor Murphy: ‘Aye”. 


City Clerk: Next order of busi- 
ness is the report of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel on the Flyers’ Rest- 
aurant, Incorporated, matter 


Mr. Parsonnet: Mr. Mayor and 
members of the Commission, on this 
question of the Flyers’ Restaurant, 
I have had a short conference with 
Mr. Kessler and have tried to ac- 
quaint myself with the law tand 
facts of this case, but I feel very 
hesitant about giving any specific 
specific advice this afternoon. Mr. 
Kane has been in charge of this 
matter ever since it started several 
months ago, and he has left an o- 
pinion for me in which he believes 
that the bids should be rejected. 


Now, Mr. Kessler, in his confer- 
ence with me, has made me feel 
there is a great deal of justice and 
merit in what Mr. Kessler has to 
say, but for me to give an opinion 


with only 15 or 20 minutes of study 
in this case, I think is rather unfair 
to me and unfair to the Commission- 
ers as well. 


I might say that the withdrawal 
of the $6,000 bid this morning may 
have such effect that it would in- 
duce Mr. Kane to change his mind; 
I don’t know. But I feel, since I 
have the utmost confidence in Mr. 
Kane, that I should consult with him 
before I render an opinion on it 
today. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: In view 
of the report of the Corporatios: 
Councel, Mr. Mayor, I move you that. 
the Commission reserve its decision 
until two weeks from today. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Will Mr. Kane be 
back at that time? 


Mr. Parsonnet: Yes, he will. 


Mr. Kessler: Mr. Mayor, may I 
be heard on this? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: In the 
meantime Mr. Parsonnet could look 
up the law. 


Mayor Murphy: There is a rnotion 
made and seconded And, Mr. Kess- 
ler, you could remark on it now. 


Mr. Samuel Kessler: If you need 
Mr. Kane’s opinion, it is based on 
a practical application rather than 
on a question of law. At the time 
you had before you a bid of $6,000 
by an outsider, we then, after the 


“Commission meeting, raised our bid 


to $6,100. And the legal question 
that I think is bothering Mr. Parson- 
net is whether the $6,100 was timely. 

Mr. Parsonnet: I have only this 
to say: that I am very much swayed 
oy what Mr. Kessler has to say. I 
think he has a very reasonable 
ar ument. 
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But in the short period of time 
that I have studied this matter, I 
cannot reach a opinion on it. ’ 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I want to jusitfy my vote on this. 
I made myself clear at the last meet- 
_ing on this matter, and I still feel 


the same way about it. But when’ 


the Corporation Councel renders 
an opinion, or rather does not ren- 
der an opinion, as a member of 
this Commission I am not going to 
take any chances on voting. 


And therefore I vote in favor of 
adjourning the matter to some fu- 
ture date. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: “Aye”. 


Commissioner Keenan: “Aye”. 


Commissioner Villani: “Aye”. 
Mayor Murphy: “Aye”. 


Mayor Murphy: This matter will 
come before the City Commission 
at the next meeting, September 12, 
1945. 


Commissioner Ellenstein intro- 
duced the following ordinance and 
moved its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then the ordinance at 
length: 


AN ORDINANCE TO ESTAB- 
LISH A STREET AREA IN THE 
CITY OF NEWARK TO BE

The Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark do ordain: 


That the area in the

is, designated and shall be known 
as “WASHINGTON PLA*%A”, 


Section 2: That this ordinance 
shall take effect immediately upon 
adoption and publication accord- 
ing to law.

meeting. Now, notice was mailed 
to the owner of an offer of $250 
premium plus all taxes due. 


The Board of Commissioners has 
the power and the right to accept 
that offer today, notwithstanding 
the offer of a $500 premium. How- 
ever, you have no right to accept 
the $500 premium offered today, 
because if you desire to accept that 
offer, you must give new notice to 
the owner and readvertise. 


There is a third alternative that 
you have, and that is that you put 
the certificate up for public sale at 
auction. Those are the three altern- 
atives within your power. 


Commissioner Ellenstein I 
thought you started to say that the 
Director of Revenue and Finance has 
the authority to offer a certificate 
for sale where the total amount, or 
any amount above that, could be 
sold without advertising, so long 
as he notifies the particular owner 
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of the property, is that right?

Commissioner Ellenstein: Without 
a public sale. 


A 
private sale.

City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, I present 
herewith the annual audit of the 
City of Newark. That was delivered 
to me by the auditors, Puder & 
Puder. 


Commissioner Villani: I move that 
they be received and filed with the 
City Clerk, and that the City Clerk 
be— 


Commissioner Ellenstein: (Inter- 
rupting). Is there a hearing in ac- 
cordance with this? 


City Clerk: No. 


Commissioner Villani: —and the 
City Clerk be instructed to adver- 
tise according to law. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, I want to say in connection 
with this audit — I did have a 
memorandum here that I dictated, 
but I don’t find it now — but it ap- 
pears as though every audit, in re- 
cent years at least, that was pre- 
sented to the City Commission, has 
been received in a perfunctory man- 
ner. There are 73 different criti- 
cisms in this audit, and some of those 


Brady, . 


are very serious indeed, as it af- 
fects every taxpayer and the wel- 
fare of the City. 


And it appears to me, and I think 
to every other reasonable person, 
that these serious ones are glossed 
over and given no consideration. 
Many of these criticisms have aster- 
isks alongside of them, indicating 
there have been criticisms in the 
past upon which no action has been 
taken. 


For example, it is pointed out by 
the auditor that a great many in 
the five year installment plan of de- 
linauent taxpayers have not met 
their commitments. Now, I don’t 
know what the auditors mean by a 
great many. That may be 10, or it 
may mean a thousand. Neither do 
I know how many delinquent tax- 
payers there are on this installment 
plan. 


I have, however, devoted time in 
an endeavor to make an analysis in 
the Department of Revenue and 
Finance, particularly since that is 
the most important department in 
the governmental body. And that 
phase of it as relates to the assess- 
ing and collection of taxes has par- 
ticularly been drawn to my atten- 
tion. And I could visualize now, 
and not having had the opportunity 
to carefully analyze the situation, 
that the city has lost through indif- 
ference, gross negligence, and flag- 
rant violation of the law in the past 
eight years more than ten million 
dollars. 


There is piled up tax arrearages 
on real property running from 1928 
to the present time. Property even 
in the downtown section has been 
permitted to accumulate arrearages 
far in excess of its assessed value. 
The personal property taxes, it 
seems to me, creates a chaotic con- 
dition. The personal property taxes 


increased in the last four years ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. 


And the time spent endeavoring 
to make an analysis of that depart- 
ment has not brought it to a head 
at all, because on August 22, 1945, I 
had prepared a letter, Mr. Mayor, 
addressed to you, which I would 
like to read into the record, and 
which date of August 22nd, 1945, I 
will amend to the present date. In 
that letter I asked the following 
questions. The letter, as I stated, 
was prepared on August 22nd, 1945, 
and I prepared a sufficient number 


of copies of the letter. It reads as 
follows: 
“Honorable Vincent J. Murphy, 


Mayor, City Hall, Newark 2, New 
Jersey. 


‘Dear Mayor: 


“Will you kindly let me have the 
following information: 


“One. The total amount of un- 
collected personal property taxes as 
of December 31, 1936; December 31, 
1937; December 31, 1938; December 
31, 1939;-December 31,-1940; Decem- 
ber 31, 1941; December 31, 1942; 
December 31, 1943; December 31, 
“1944, : 


“Two. The amount of personal 
property taxes levied’ for each of 
the above years, including also 1945. 


“Three. The total amount of real 
property assessments for each of the 
above years, including also 1945. 


“Four. The total amount of per- 
sonal property assessments for each 
of the above years, including also 
1945. 


"Five. The total amount of per- 
sonal property taxes collected an- 
nually — from 1937 to 1944. 


“Six. The total amount of real 


porperty taxes collected annually— 
from 1937 through 1944. 


“These requested total figures I 
believe are available on the City’s 
books, and I would therefore appre- 
- ciate receiving them at your earliest 
convenience.” 


These questions can be answered 
A fair analysis can be made as v 
the amount of taxes that has. been 
levied and which has been collected. 
That should be followed by the 
amount of taxes, personal property 
taxes, that have been abated, or 
cancelled, to arrive at some definite 
conclusion. 


And I want to say to you, Mr. 
Mayor and fellow Commissioners, 
that as I recall the law, which I 
have not seen recently, but as I re- 
call the law, each member of such 
department, each individual com- 
missioner, and all of the commis- 
sioners who are charged with notice 
of negligence or violations of the 
law, are not only responsible legally 
and morally, but severally as well. 
That is to say, that any taxpayer 
could bring a suit against one or 
more of the Commissioners — in- 
cluding the Mayor, of course — 
charging willful negligence as a re- 
sult of which a taxpayer suffered, 
and obtain a money judgment 
against one or more of the com- 
missioners. I bring this to your at- 
tention now, Mr. Mayor and fellow 
Commissioners, so that you are now 
sand always will be charged with 
knowledge of this situation. It is 
incumbent upon each and every one 
of us to get down to the very roots 
of the situation as it exists in the 
levying and collection of taxes. 


There are certain responsibilities 
that are placed upon the tax.collect- 
or, one of which is a responsibility 
as in the law — in R. S. 54-4-95, 
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which was not amended or repealed, 
and which provides as follows: "In 
cities of the first class the comp- 
troller, and in all other municipal- 
ities the officer charged with the 
duty of the collection of taxes, shall 
annually, in the month of January, 
unless otherwise directed by vote of 
one more than a majority of the 
governing body, publish a list of the 
names of all delinquents for personal 
taxes and the amounts due, in a 
newspaper published in the munic- 
ipality, or where none is published 
therein, a newspaper circulating in 
the municipality, and a second pub- 
lication of the list shall be made two 
weeks after the first, omitting the 
names of those who have paid the 
tax in the interval. Ten cents per 
name for each insertion shall be 
paid to the publisher and added to 
the tax.” 


Now, Mr. Mayor, that has not been 
done in the City of Newark, and 
that is a law upon the statute books, 
and we as Commissioners are 
charged with following the law. And 
I call that to the attention of the 
Commissioners. 


There are other phases of the 
statute which have not been fol- 
lowed that in my opinion has cre- 
ated a chaotic condition, particularly 
in the delinquent tax department, 
which vitally affects the welfare of 
the city. 


Now, I don’t want it interpreted 
that any barrier or any slight ob- 
stacle should be placed in the path 
of industrial development. I have 
always believed, and do firmly be- 
iieve, that every possible concession, 
and that the yardstick of common 
sense, considering that we have got 
to compete with other industrial 
cities in the state and other states, 
should be applied. But I do believe 
that once an assessment has been 
levied against an industry, and the 
industry is satisfied with that assess- 
ment, then the full amount of that 


money should be collected, and col- 
lected within a reasonable time. And 
not be permitted to run over a per- 
iod of many years, as indicated by 
the audit which I only casually ex- 
amined, which showed there are in 
some instances less than a hundred 
of delinquent ‘taxes personal 
property taxes — collected, dating 
back as far as 1934. 


Now, if the law were followed 
that would all be taken out. That 
may be used for the definite pur- 
pose of appropriating more money 
the following year, under Chapter 
60, under which we operate, so as 
to allow a percentage to be antic- 
ipated of those anticipated taxes, 
which it isn’t highly probable that 
the city will ever collect to a great 
measure, due to the fact that there 
has been negligence in the collec- 
tion of such taxes. 


There are many concerns in this 
city who have been permitted to ac- 
cumulate their taxes over a period 
of years, who have gone out of 
business, or have gone to some other 
state. Until recently, in the last 
few years, the law was that you 
could not issue any warrant against 
a delinquent personal property tax- 
payer who lives outside of the 
county. Now it has been presently 
extended to the state. 


But there are many industries, 
many businesses, who have left the 
jurisdiction of the State of New 
Jersey incurring huge losses upon 
the taxpayers of this city. 


I might say further that every ef- 
fort should be made to liquidate all 
of these tax lien certificates. There 
are millions of dollars involved. It 
is a doubled-edged sword. The city 
holds, from a report I have received, 
or did hold recently, some 2,500 tax 
title certificates, or 2,536 to be ex- 
act, some of which have been liqui- 
dated. 
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As I understand it, the tax title 
department, headed by Judge Al- 
bano, has been functioning for four 
years, and there are very few of 
that 2,536 that have been referred to 
that department that have been 
given consideration. I think that 
sound business dictates that these 
tax certificates should be all put in 
the hands, placed in the hands, of 
the man who has been chosen to 
function in that direction. These 
tax title certificates are held too 
long by Revenue and Finance be- 
fore they are turned over to Judge 
Albano. Why they are held, I don’t 
know; but during that entire period 
while they are being held, we are 
not only accumulating it, but we 
are preventing the city from getting 
as much as we possibly can out of 
it, and placing those properties, 
after they are foreclosed, in the 
ratables by selling them to private 
enterprise and private taxpayers. 
And at the same time the City of 
Newark is paying the county upon 
those ratables, since the title is not 
in the city. Once the property is 
foreclosed, the title would be in the 
city, and of course it would preclude 
the City of Newark from paying to 
the county. 


The question has arisen, and I 
think too long it has been battered 
around — for at least eight weeks, 
and probably ten weeks — the de- 
cision to pay more to these attor- 
neys who foreclose. It has been 
suggested in the report of Mr. Par- 
sonnet, the corporation counsel, that 
we increase the fee of the attorneys 
from $50. to $85. Now, I would like 
to ask Judge Albano if I may — he 
is the one who has had the most ex- 
perience — do you think, Judge 
Albano, that you could induce at- 
torneys to handle a foreclosure and 
have the foreclosure completed with- 
in a reasonable time, for $85? 


Nicholas Albano: If it were a mat- 
ter of turning over just a few to a 
reputable attorney, to gear his office 


for that purpose, I would say that 
even that was too little. 


Commissioner Villani: There is no 
question: about that. I agree with 
you. ` 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 
to point out to you, Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, that it is false econ- 
omy to expect an attorney to follow 
a foreclosure, with the paper work 
that this work does involve, and 
gear his office for that purpose, and 
expect him to take it for $85., which 
is the amount that he will receive. 


In these tax title certificates the 
policy has been, although I have 
been declared opposed to it, to have 
an appraisal made on each respec- 
tive property. Only six weeks ago 
it carne to my attention, a property 
that was assessed for $100., upon 
which $250. was spent for foreclos- 
ure. Althóugh the property was bid 
in on a tax sale for $40., it was only 
assessed at $100. I cannot conceive 
of the most inexperienced business- 
man who would spend $250.00 to re- 
coup $100., or $40., as in this case. 


I would suggest, Mr. Mayor, inso- 
far as the tax title certificates are 
concerned, that they should all þe 
turned over to Judge Albano to de- 
termine which are the most valuable 
improved or unimproved properties, 
and foreclose those first, and give 
these attorneys not $85., but $125., 
providing that they complete the 
foreclosure in four months from the 
date they receive it. And in that 
way we could get rid of all these 
2,500 tax certificates, or the balance 
that we now have. And we can sell 
these properties, put them back in 
the ratables, and we won't be com- 
pelled to pay the county any taxes 
on them. And the city will not 
then be in the real estate business 
as we now are. 


And may I conclude, if I may, Mr. 
Mayor, by saying this audit, as I 
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seid, presents 73 criticisms. I think 
the City Commission should go into 
a special conference, once a week, 
until all those criticisms are thor- 
oughly discussed. And I am com- 
pelled to say, very frankly, that it 
- appears to me there is entirely too 
much teamwork between the audi- 
tor and the Revenue and Finance 
Department. It seems to me that 
matters of vital importance in the 
welfare of the city are glossed over, 
and I am compelled to say that, in 
justice to those who repose con- 
fidence in me. 


In that connection, Mr. Mayor, 
some time ago I presented a resolu- 
tion recommending that the tax title 
certificate be sold not in hundred 
blocks, but 25 at a time, and at 
shorter intervals. I don’t know of 
any real estate man, who has prop- 
erty to sell, who dumps a large part 
of it on the market. Obviously with 
a small amount you create more 
competitive bidding, and I think it 
would inure to the benefit of the 
city to have small lots sold at a 
much more frequent interval than 
has been the practice heretofore. 


Commissioner Villani: There is a 
motion on this, that the report be 
received and that the clerk be in- 
structed to advertise in accordance 
with law. 


Mr. Albano: When I took over 
with the foreclosing of the certifi- 
cates many of these certificates, the 
number which I cannot give you 
now, were already assigned by the 
Mayor's department, and subse- 
quently, after I took over, were as- 
signed by the Mayor's department 
to various attorneys, which were on 
the first two resolutions approving 
a certain list of attorneys. 


I think that list includes some- 
thing like 200 or 225 attorneys. I 
had nothing to do at the beginning 
with the assignment of those cer- 
tificates. Numbers of them were 


assigned, and I received notice from 
the Mayor.of the assignments. 


Mayor Murphy: That was in the 
previous administration. 


Mr. Albano: That's right. From 
the master list that I received from 
the Mayor, some time after I took 
office, and from the lists which were 
given to me by Mr. Castellano and 
various other members of the May- 
or's department, I ascertained that 
many of these certificates were as- 
signed. In other words, those which 
were assigned were reflected in 
these reports given to me by Mr. 
‘Castellano. 


I tabulated all of these certificates, 
I analyzed them, and I found that on 
that master list there were 262 cert- 
ificates which of course I never 
received, and which apparently were 
never assigned. 


Mayor Murphy: When you say 
262 disposed of by redemptiun or 
otherwise, that probably was 
through the department? 


Mr. Albano: Precisely. 


Mayor Murphy: Some came in 
and paid up. 


Mr. Albano: Yes. In other words, 
when I checked this entire list, on the 
master list, I found some that were 
not assigned to attorneys, and I 
check through and found that these 
in particular had been disposed of 
by some other means. 


There are 139 which apparently 
have been disposed of, but disposi- 
tion has not yet been ascertained. 
There were disposed of by redemp- 
tion, compromise, and settlement 
through the operation of the law 
department, 268. There were placed 
on the active list 23. 

What 


Commissioner Villani: is 
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that 268? Where is it on this jist 
that you have? 


Mayor Murphy: You have re- 
deemed 154 - - I am following you 
down on this. 


Mr. Albano: Pardon me - - I 
have got my own analysis of that, 
but I will follow yours. I am sorry, 
but I was following my own analy- 
sis. 


To redeem, 154. There were sold, 
there have been sold by the city 
of Newark under the 1943 act, 233. 


Commissioner Villani: No. 223. 
Mr. Albano: 223? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. You 


said 233. 
Mr. Albano: Yes, 223. 


Mayor Murphy: Those are the 
monthly sales that we have been 
conducting? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I have 
been here since May. What monthly 
sales? 


Mayor Murphy: We held them, if 
I remember correctly, last year 
pretty regularly every month. 


Mr. Albano: Well, they have been 
held. I don’t know how often, ex- 
cept I have, through your office, 
Mr. Mayor, been checking on the 
approved sales. And where the bids 
have been made, I picked them off 
my list. Of those I have 223. ` 


"There has been disposed of by 
budget according to notice to me-- 


Commissioner Ellenstein: What 
does that mean, disposed of by 
budget? 


Mr, Albano: They were placed 
on the budget list, as being paid 
off in installments. 


Mayor Murphy: The budetary 
the budget list, and being paid off 
plan. 


Mr. Albano: There have been dis- 
posed of by compromise 32. These 
include those that were compro- 
mised when the City followed that 
policy of compromising. 


Cancelled 2 - - which I assume 
were by redemption. There have 
been placed on the active list 23. 
These were people who had been 
making substantial payments, and 
they were taken off the list. 


There have been settled 21. 


Now, that totals 534 which have 
been disposed of under those cate- 
gories. There is under receivership 
one. That is the Mulroy-Cooks, 
property, for which I was requested 
to apply for a receiver, and I don’t 
know what happened, but at the 
time there was a prospective les- 
sor. That receivership is still un- 
disposed of, in the sense that you 
have not yet been discharged. 


Now, of the others there are now 
being searched 323. Searchers have ` 
completed and turned over to at- 
torneys for analysis and process 
206. Searches have been completed 
and attorneys have reported their 
analyses, and preparing their re- 
ports, on 162. 


There are now 23 foreclosure 
bills submitted to the office. and 
being checked. And 145 are in pro- 
cess of foreclosure. 


267 have been disposed of by fin- 
al decree. 233 have been disposed 
of by voluntary conveyance. 9 are 
-being held in abeyance. Most of 
them are, pending voluntary con- 
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veyance. And 223 have not yet 
been processed in any way, of the 
2,536. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, I 
want to report to you, Mr. Mayor 
and City Commissioners, that I have 
talked to at least 6 attorneys who 
have had 10 or more tax title cert- 
ificates on their desks ranging from 
six months to a year and a half, 
and they were just holding them, 
they placed them away in their 
files. Now, will you tell me how 
long in the average it takes an at- 
torney, on the average, how long 
does it take them to foreclose? 


Mr. Albano: In a foreclosure 
which I would call a normal fore- 
closure, in which no legal comp- 
lications develop, it should take no 
longer than three or three and a 
half months. No foreclosure should 
take more than four months. 


Commissioner Villani: With comp- 
lications it should be five months at 
the very most. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Isn’t it 
a fact that many of these tax title 
certificates have been out for a 
year and a year and a half, with- 
out any progress being made? 


Mr. Albano: Most of these tax 
title certificates have been in the 
hands of attorneys who have taken 
longer than that. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And 
that is the situation, Mr. Mayor. 


Mr. Albano: Now, Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, I would like to 
give you my observations on the 
situation. The attorneys are ob- 
viously discontent with the situa- 
tion. When this operation began we 
had not been in the war, the at- 
torneys had been organized and I 
assume they had all their necessary 
help. Then the war came along 


and the offices were disorganized: 
Some were in the service and oth- 
ers became discouraged, and the 
overhead naturally became much 
higher. And for a matter of two or 
three years attorneys have shown 
no inclination whatever to do this 
work for the fee which the City 
has offered to pay. The conse- 
quence is they have been very lax. 
They had made no reports. I know 
one attorney who I called 15 or 16 
times for a report; and he made 
no report. That is all there is to it. 


I have no legal method by which 
I could compel a written report, 
and the consequence is that the 
work is delayed. It seems to me no 
matter what it means, some method 
should be devised to satisfy the 
attorneys so that they may have a 
conducive to complete the work. 


I would like to say, and I don’t 
say this boastfully, but for the 
time which has expired I could 
probably have done more alone 
than the attorneys have done up 
to the present time. I think that 
something should be done about 
the situation which would either 
satisfy the attorneys, or by way of 
revising the plan so that the work 
could be done more expeditiously ` 
the other way. 


Commissioner Villani: What do 
you personally recommend? 


Mr. Albano: I think the attorneys 
should be given a higher fee. 


Mayor Murphy: Dil you agree 
with the corporation counsel on 
the recommended change? 


that with 
and I a- 


Mr. Albano: I discussed 
the corporation counsel, 
greed with him that $85 would be 
a change for the better, and both 
he and I agreed that no busy law- 
yer would take it for $85. 


Mayor Murphy: I asked him this 
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morning if he had taken this matter 
up with Commissioner Ellenstein, 
and Commissioner Villani, because 
it was my understanding that they 
were to be consulted, especially be- 
cause of the fact that they were 
lawyers. Of course he said to me 
he did not understand it that way, 
or he would have consulted with 
them. 

Commissioner Villani: I don't 
think he was at the meeting. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: He was 
there. Probably he forgot. 


Mr. Albano: This resolution was 
the result of several conferences 
held beiween Mr. Parsonnet and 
myself. We thought at the time that 
$85 would be reasonable; but not 
too reasonable. In other words, it 
isn't sufficient an inducement that 
would make the lawyers flock to 
our office to do the work. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: What do 
. you think of the suggestion of se- 
lecting the more valuable properties, 
the improved and unimproved, and 
giving the attorneys $125 for each 
foreclosure; and after you have 


cleaned all those out you would 
make up the bulk of it in dollars 
and cents, then inaugurate a policy 
as to the balance? 


Mr. Albano: It seems to me we 
should first determine the value of 
the properties, and foreclose the 
mest valuable first, and then get 
them in the ratables, and then worry 
about those where the city would 
not lose so much money. I mean, 
and I am now speaking as an in- 
dividual, that would be the logi- 
cal policy to pursue. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And you 
are in charge of the foreclosure di- 
vision? 


Mr. Albano: As a legal assistant 
I am assigned to that work. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: You do 
that exclusively? 


Mr. Albano: Yes. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And you 
say you could have foreclosed more 
of the properties, or as much of 
the properties, if I understand you 
correctly, as have already been 
distributed, or has been distributed 
up to this time, by attorneys as- 
signed? You could have foreclosed 
more or as much if you did all the 
work all alone? 


Mr. Albano: I have three stenog- 
raphers and an assistant, and their 
time is taken up in making phone 
calls, checking the pleadings, and 
doing them all over, and what not. 
And I say under the present con- 
dition, and with the lawyers in the 
present frame of mind, that I think 
I could have done more in that op- 
eration than the lawyers. But I 
would like to add, Director Ellen- 
stein, that if we were to choose a 
reasonable number of good lawyers, 
we should have no difficulty in 
cleaning up the work. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I move 
you, Mr. Mayor, that first, that 
all the tax foreclosure certificates 
be turned over to the Law Depart- 
ment so that it reaches Judge Al- 
bano; and that we go on record 
in instructing them to select the 
most valuable properties, both im- 
proved and unimproved; and have 
them select the attorneys. Have 
Judge Albano, or whomever Mr. 
Parsonnet may designate, select 
them, so that they will assume the 
responsibilities for the foreclosing 
of the tax properties involved, 
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where there aren’t any complications 
that will arise; and that the fee, 
contingent upon their foreclosing it 
within four months after the cert- 
ificate is assigned to the individual, 
be $125. And I might add to that, 
I don't see - - I don't know how 


much you pay for an appraisal of 
a property. How much do you pay 
for each appraisal on a property? 


Mayor Murphy: I think it was 
$25, if I am not mistaken. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, I 
have said before, and I repeat, that 
I see no point in having the value 
of the property appraised when we 
have the assessment upon it, and 
where the assessment is levied by 
your tax assessor, or rather your 
assessment tax assessor, whom the 
legislature has recognized so that 
he can appear now as an expert, 
before the county and state boards 
of taxation. There isn’t any point 
in spending $25 on that. 


Mayor Murphy: Is that the ques- 
tion before us? You made quite a 
long motion there, and I have not 
been able to follow you too closely. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I will 
try to shorten my motion. 
Mayor Murphy: I think you 


should. I don’t think it would do 
any harm if you did. In the first 
place, you made a motion, as I 
understand you, starting off with 
all tax certificates. And I am try- 
ing to find out from Judge Albano 
what does appear on this list. 


Mayor Murphy: Has there been 
a motion made? 


Commissioner Keenan: Yes, there 
is a motion. 


Commissioner Villani: There was 
a motion that the City Clerk be 
instructed to advertise. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, then, 
the Clerk will call the roll. 


Commissioner Brady: Before he 
calls the roll, I have something to 
say on that. 


Commissioner Keenan: Call the 
roll on what? 


Commissioner Villani: Call the 
roll on the motion that I made, 
that the report be filed, and that the 
City Clerk be instructed to advertise 
according to law. 


Commissioner Brady: There is a 
question on that motion. There was 
a discussion started by Commission- 
er Ellenstein, and there were some 
very grave allegations made. I have 
the greatest amount of respect for 
Commissioner Ellenstein's ability as 
a lawyer and as a student of econ- 
onimes and as an expert on muni- 
cipal government; but on the stat- 
utory reference made by Commis- 
sioner Ellenstein, as far as I am 
concerned, I want an opinion on 
it from the law department, and 
I want them to apply mental ab- 
stracts or legal abstracts so that 
we could understand and break it 
down, and let us know whether 
all those statutory references are 
at the present time on the statute 
books or whether they have been 
repealed. 


I have heard some discussion 
while Director Ellenstein was talk- 
ing on the matter, that some of these 
statutes have been repealed. And 
as a member of this Commission 
I would like to know that. And I 
would like to have it in writing. 
And I would like to know it, a- 
gain, from that department that 
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we pay for that purpose, the law 
department. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Director 
Brady, I want to correct you, that 
only one statute is what I referr- 
ed to. 


Commissioner Brady: That is 
right. But under the statutes you 
said there was some negligence 
practiced by the - - 


Commissioner Ellenstein: (Inter- 
rupting) I said there was no com- 
pliance with the law. 


Commissioner Brady: If that is 
true, then there has been negli- 
gence by the members of this Com- 
mission, and any time that I am 
involved in any matter concern- 
ing a dereliction or negligence, 
I want to know if it is true, and I 
want it produced in writing, and 
I want it produced by the regular- 
ly recognized legal department 
of the City of Newark. I think it 
is important. 


And I might say, speaking on the 
subject, Mr. Mayor, that there are 
many critisisms that have been 
made about this report here, part- 
icularly about the towels. It seems 
that the City of Newark, when it 
purchased towels, that those tow- 
els never wear out like they do in 
the ordinary course of events. It 
seems our towels last forever. It 
was not in my administration when 
those criticisms were directed; how- 
ever I think, in fairness. to. the Di- 
rector who had charge of the de- 
partment of baths and pools, that 
he, no more than any American 
man, could have towels that would 
last forever. He could not detail 
any detective from the police de- 
partment to watch every bath tow- 
el that came out of the bath de- 
partment. There are criticisms there 
that I would like to have an op- 
portunity to check into myself. 


Commissioner Villani: There is a 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: There is a mo- 
tion to dispose of the report - - that 
is on record. And that the City 
Clerk be instructed to advertise. 
Is there any objection to the mo- 
tion? All right, then the Clerk will 
call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioner Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


City Clerk: Now we are ready 
for any other motion. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Now I 
move you, Mr. Mayor - - 


Mayor Murphy: (nterrupting) I 
was just going to ask a question on 
part of your motion. 


Commissioner Villani: But he is 
going to make a new motion. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I don’t 
think the other motion was sec- 
onded. 


Mayor Murphy: I wanted to ask 
a question. Would you mind if I 
clarified something? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Certain- 
ly not. 


Mayor Murphy: What I see in 
this list here, unless I don't follow 
it close enough, Judge, it looks as 
though there are 139 certificates. 
Is that right? It says, "Certificatese 
on master list not delivered to this 
office, disposition ‘of which must be 
checked with the Mayor's Office.” 
is that right? 


Mr. Albano: No, that is not so, 
Mr. Mayor. I will explain that. 
Your master list contains 2,415 
certificates. I checked back on all 
of these certificates. In checking 
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I discovered from some one in your 
department that 262 had been dis- 
posed of, but redemption or other- 
wise; that 139 had also been dis- 
posed of, but the specific disposi- 
tion I have not checked at the time 
or have I searched specifically for 
it. Those too were disposed of, but 
how I don't know yet. But I put 
them down as having been disposed 
of. 


Mayor Murphy: That information 
I am sure ought to be forthcoming. 


Mr. Albano: May I respectfully 
make sa suggestion, Director Ellen- 
stein? In the absence of Mr. Parson- 
net who is my superior, and without 
appearing presumptuous,, I would 
like to suggest that the nature of 
your motion, or rather the term- 
inology of your motion be “recom- 
mended to Mr. Parsonnet as the 
Corporation Counsel,” and let him 
think it over. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: All right. 
I have no objection to conferring 
with Mr. Parsonnet, and instead 
of a motion, submit it as a resolution 
in ample time for each one of the 
Commissioners. That probably will 
be the wisest course to pursue. 


Commissioner Villani: All right, 
then we are through with this mat- 
ter. 


Mr. Albano: I understand, of 
course, Director Ellenstein, when 
you talk about $125, you are talking 
about the fees. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes. Net 
fees. And when you are talking a- 
bout $85, that is net fee? 


Mr. Albano: Yes. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: As I 
understand it now, they received 
$50 for the first, and $50 for each 
one thereafter? 


Mr. Albano: Yes. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Now, is 
the question answered as to how 
much you paid for the appraisals 
on these tax sales? 


Mayor Murphy: I think that was 
$25. ` 


Commissioner Ellenstein: $25. And 
is there a new appraisal made 
every time a tax certificate is of- 
fered? 


Mayor Murphy: No. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: You 
continue the last appraisal? 
Mayor Murphy: Yes. Just the 


same as they do on the sale of the 
property. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: How- 
ever, there is $25 spent on the ap- 
praisal of the property. 


Mayor Murphy: Yes. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Notwith- 
standing that we have the assessed 
value which is placed by the assess- 
or, an assessor who is recognized 
by the state to be sufficiently qual- 
ified to appear as an expert before 
the county and state boards. 


There is no necessity of spending 
that money. 


Mayor Murphy: You feel that 
also applies to the sale of property, 
is that it? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, 
I don’t know if it applies to the 
sale of property. But it does apply 
to the sale of the tax title certi- 
ficate. Now it is ridiculous to 
think that the city would spend 
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$25 to get an appraisal of an assessed 
piece of property, assessed at $5,900, 
and then spend additional monies 
to foreclose. It is unconscionable. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, we found 
out that it was necessary to get 
the present-day market value. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I don't 
think it is necessary to get the 
present-day market value. The pre- 
sent day market value should be 
your assessment. And all assess- 
ments are levelled, uniform. And 
if the city goes on record as accept- 
ing an appraisal by theirself-ap- 
pointed appraisors, as their agents, 
you will have a severe influence 
upon any high tribunal, like the 
county and state boards of taxa- 
tion, or the Supreme Court, in 
arriving at a value. Because you are 
bound by the statment of your a- 
gent. 


And I want to point out again, 
there was a piece of property as- 
sessed at $6,600 the very first item 
that came up in the only tax title 
certificate that I have experienced 
in the period that I have been here, 
incidentally, and that property was 
assessed at $6,600. It was appraised 
at $2,500. And the bid was some- 
thing like $3,700. It was $1,500 above 
the appraised value. And that was 
on Clinton Street if I recall, 50 
Clinton Street. And it just does not 
make sense. 


Mayor Murphy: You mean inso- 
far as the bid is concerned? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: To have 
an appraisal of $2,500 when it is 
assessed at $6,600. And the fallacy 
of the procedure is indicated by 
the fact that a man came in here 
and bid $1,500 more than the tax 
certificate. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, 
not control that. 


you can- 


Commissioner Elienstein: Of 


course you can’t. 


Mayor Murphy: When you have 
these sales naturally you have all 
kinds of bidders here. Sometimes 
they are anxious to get hold of a 
piece of property, and they push 
them up. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes. 
And it could be inferred, speak- 
ing very frankly, that these apprai- 
sals are made so as to make the 
return look apparently larger. It 
could be inferred too. I den’t infer 
it - - I am not of a suspicious mind; 
but it could be inferred by the man 
on the street that these appraisals 
are made for the purpose of making 
the bid on the tax certificates look 
comparatively larger. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, lots of 
times I suppose they could be in- 
ferred in another light. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, 
if $6,600 is the wrong assessment, 
it should be removed. And with- 
out knowing it, I should say that 
the adjoining property on Clinton 
Street would be on the same level. 


Commissioner Keenan: All right, 
we will defer this matter for two 
weeks. 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 
to ask a question first, before it is 
deferred. Mr. Mayor, I would like 
to ask Judge Albano - - I still don't 
have clear in my mind the tax 
title certificate business. I under- 
stood you to say that you received 
2,415 certificates; is that correct? 


Mr. Albano: No. 


Commissionr Brady: I mean on 
the master plan of some kind. 


Mr. Albano: There was given me 
a list. 
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Commissioner Brady: That is right. 
And there were 121 subsequently 
added? 


Mr. Albano: Yes. 


Commissioner Brady: So you do 
have knowledge of 2,536 tax title 
certificates. 


Mr. Albano: That is the way you 
could put it. 


Commissioner Brady: You know 
all about that? It is your duty to 
proceed with those tax title cert- 
ificates. 


Commissioner Villani: That is, 
you have knowledge of the report 
given you by Mayor Murphy. 


Mr. Albano: Yes. 


Commissioner Villani: But you say 
you did not see it? 


Commissioner Brady: You know 
that Mayor Murphy is the Director 
of Revenue and Finance, and that 
he is charged with the responsibility. 
I mean you know that? R 


Mr. Albano: Yes. 


Commissioner Brady: And you 
knew it was furnished by his de- 
partment to you, and any inform- 
ation that you needed concerning 
any of those tax certificates you 
could get from him. Is that correct? 
You knew all that?- 


Mr. Albano: Yes. 


Commissioner Brady: So that as 
far as you are. concerned there 
has been no negligence of any kind 
on the part of the head of the de- 
partment of Revenue and Finance. 
Commissioner Villani: He is not 
charged with any negligence. 


Mr. Albano: I have not charged 
anyone with any negligence. 


Commissioner Brady: I wanted to 
know. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: You 
should address that question to me. 
I am the one. Gross negligence. 


Commissioner Brady: I don’t 
know if I understand the mechan- 
ics of grammar, whether it is a re- 
strictive or a nonrestrictive clause, 
or some kind of a qualifying ad- 
jective; but I am not saying that 
you charged anybody with any- 
thing, Judge. I am just asking a 
question, a very simple question, 
and I am just asking that as a 
member of this Commission. What 
I am trying to find out is whether 
or not the Department of Finance 
did not carry out the responsibil- 
ity that it is charged with. That 
is what I am trying to find out. 
Whether you received all the in- 
formation that you desired in ord- 
er to carry on the functions of 
your office, representing the Law 
Department in the foreclosure di- 
vision. 


Mr. Albano: I did not have to 
go to the Mayor’s office for that. 


Commissioner Brady: But you 
could get all that? 

Mr. Albano: Any specific in- 
formation I wanted, yes. 


Mayor Murphy: Of course on 
that point I know, Judge, just to 
clarify my own mind, that we have 
had many conferences on the mat- 
ter, with those in the departmeni 
charged with the responsibility of 
handling the certificates, and I gave 
strict orders in your presence that 
they were to prepare the list and 
turn it over to you, and that all 
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these certificates for foreclosure 
were to be turned over to you. 


Commissioner Brady: You actual- 
ly have to have that in your poss- 
ession, the figures in your posses- 
sion? 

Commissioner Villani: One at a 
time. 


Mr. Albano: Now, gentlemen, we 
are bringing it down to a situation 
where well have to clarify it. The 
Mayor has always issued instruc- 
tions that I get all the inform- 
ation that I wanted, I did not al- 
ways get it. If that is the answer 
you want, that is the answer. 


_ Commissioner Ellenstein: You did 
always get it? 


Mr. Albano: So far as the Mayor 
is concerned, we went to his office 
and explained the situation to him. 
He always gave the orders. I did 
not always get the information 
with which I could expeditiously do 
my work. 


Commissioner Brady: And you 
consequently called that fact to the 
Mayor’s attention? . 


Mr. Albano: Yes. And when I 
went to the Mayor, the Mayor very 
patiently and kindly called in cer- 
tain people and ordered the work. 
And again I did not get it. But I 
still reiterate, the Mayor has always 
been very courteous in giving ord- 
ers; but in some instances they have 
not been carried out. 


Commissioner Brady: I think 
that should be in the record. I 
think any member of the Mayor's 
division, or any other member of 
the city government, who was in- 
structed to do something, and de- 
liberately refused to do it, we should 
know something about it. We are 
not mental giants yet. 


Mr. Albano: Director Brady, it 
may be because they were not or- 
ganized to do the work, or there 
may be other reasons. But I would 
also like to get in the record when 
I took over this office I did not 
have a slip of paper, and now we 
have realized 2,536 certificates, and 
we have system which was devel- 
oped over this period of time, that 
requires records, lists, and cooper- 
tion here and there, which I did 
receive through the Mayor, but 
which at times I did not receive 
from others under the Mayor. I 
did not charge that to the Mayor. 


I want to say publicly that the 
Mayor has always been very court- 
eous to me, and has always given 
orders. 


Mayor Murphy: This letter (in- 
dicating) is that to be dated today- 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes. I 
brought that to your attention be- 
cause I was trying to get the in- 
formation. And I will probably 
supplement that with further ques- 
tions that I would like to ask. 


Commissioner Brady: On this mat- 
ter of 50 Clinton Street - - you were 
referring to that, weren’t you, Com- 


missioner Ellenstein? That is on 
50 Clinton Street. 
Commissioner Ellenstein: That’s 


right. 


Commissioner Brady: According to 
the record I have here, it is 811, 
and it is appraised at $5,100, and 
the high bid was $5,400. Of course 
that is the last one I am referring 
to. Now, I might say with respect 
to my position as member of this 
Commission that it is not incum- 
bent on me or on any other mem- 
ber of this Commission to accept 
any figures by an appraiser. And 
according to my analysis of that 
particular piece of property, when 
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it comes up before the Commission, 
I am going to vote “no”, and any 
other Commissioner could do like- 
wise. I think that is a preroga- 
tive that any Commissioner could 
exercise when a situation such as 
that is presented before this Com- 
mission. 


Mr. Milton Hendler: Mr. Mayor, 
I would like to answer Director El- 
lenstein, and also explain to the 
other Commissioners some of the 
things that were mentioned by Di- 
rector Ellenstein. Now, for his ed- 
ification, I have appraised, as he 
undoubtedly knows, a lot of prop- 
erties that were sold. 


Now, Director Ellenstein men- 
tions the fact that some of these 
properties were assessed - - and 
that is true, they were assessed - - 
six, eight, or ten years ago. And 
they were never re-assessed and 
never re-inspected, and the true 
conditions of those properties were 
not diclosed until somebody of a 
professionel character examined the 
properties and gave yau that in- 
formation. 


Now, so far as putting prices. No- 


body told me what price to put 
on a piece of property. It is pos- 
sible for a man to be mistaken. 
Even lawyers make mistakes. 


Now, so far as everything else 
pertaining to sales is concerned, 
we are always available for inform- 
ation. The Commissioners do not 
have to be guided if they don’t 
wish to, Director Brady has pointed 
out. And so far as making any in- 
ferences, I know the Director did 
not mean me. I hope he didn’t. And 
I want to go on record that no- 
body, including yourself, Mr. Mayor, 
has ever asked me to put a figure 
on a piece of property. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I gat- 
her, from what Mr. Hendler says, 


that he is trying to impress us 
with the fact that the value of 
properties six or eight years ago 
were less than they are today, down- 
town particularly. Of course, even 
though I am not a real estate man. 


Mr. Hendler: Well, if it would in- 
terest the director, right now no- 
body is capable of making an ap- 
praisal because we are in the throes 
of a changing market. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: There 
is no reflection on you or anybody 
else in citing my example. I said 
to a man on the street the infer- 
ence could very readily be gained 
that the purpose of having ap- 
praisals was to make the bid for 
the property appear, on the tax 
title certificate sale, larger compar- 
atively than the assessed value, and 
that is something - - 


Mr. Hendler: (Interrupting) That 
is very true, because after that 
happened - - 


Commissioner Ellenstein: (Contin- 
uing) - - that is something we ought 
to avoid. . 


Mr. Hendler: You see, we can- 
not stop people from thinking - - 
that is a fact. But I will say this 
much, that no appraiser could very 
definitely put it accurately and 
give you just what it is worth. He 
is not infallible. Especially in an 
active market. When you point out 
Clinton Street, it so happens that it 
may be used for something. Maybe 
three or four people thought they 
could use it for parking or for some 
other purpose. Whereas an apprais- 
er, when he appraises that, he ap- 
praises it for land. And they may 
pay $1,500 more because they might 
use it for business purposes. 


Commissioner Villani: All right, 


let us proceed now with the other 
matters. ` 
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Mayor Murphy: I just wanted to 
say, in reference to this letter, I 
don't suppose there is any objection 
if I referred it to the Law De- 
partment to find out whether I 
am complying with the law in 
every manner. shape or form. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: This 
letter does not state that you are 
not complying with the law. I gave 
you a reference to the act that 
compels you, and there are one or 
two other acts which have not 
been complied with, which I will 
look into more carefully. Now, in 
order to make proper recommend- 
ations for the best interests of the 
city it is something that I should 
have, and all of the other Com- 
missioners. And I heard you say 
on at least a half a dozen other 
oceasions that you will be only too 
glad to give any information in 
your department. That is not a legal 
question. I have asked you explicit 
questions, and they are in totals, 
and all of which should be in totals 
in the records of the city. How much 
. of the assessments in real and per- 
sonal property. That should be there 
in total. 


Mayor Murphy: Probably it was 
in your explanation after that. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: There 
isn’t anything in that letter that 
involves any legal matter. It is 
simply asking you certain specific 
questions. And I tried to make it 
clear and concise. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, I will en- 
deavor to reply to you as I have to 
all the other Commissioners; and 
all I could say is that I have faith- 
fully and honestly and sincerely 
tried to perform the duties of my 
position to the best of my ability. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
right, it may be so, to the best of 
your ability. 


Mayor Murphy: And of course 
my ability in the eyes of some peo- 
ple may not amount to anything at 
all. That is a matter of public o- 
pinion. 


Commissioner Villani: 
may we proceed now

people from New York here who 
have been waiting all day.

The Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark do ordain: 


1. That section 10 of Article 11 
of an Ordinance entitled: “An Ordi- 
nance creating in the Department 
of Public Safety an Electrical Bur- 
eau, and providing for the control 
and regulation of the installation 
and inspection of electrical wires, 
apparatus and appliances in the 
City of Newark, and for the ap- 
pointment of inspectors and defining 
the powers of said bureau and the 
duties of said inspectors”, be and 
the same hereby is amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 10. After the issuance of 
a permit and during the progress of 
the work to be done thereunder, 
the same shall be carefully inspect- 
ed, and upon the completion thereof, 
provided the installation complies 
with this ordinance and the rules 
and regulations of the Electrical

is issued to correct such defects 
or violations. The persons, firm or 
corporation receiving such notice 
shall immediately comply with such 
notice. If they neglect or refuse tc 
do so, the Chief Electrical Inspect- 
or is hereby authorized and instruct- 
ed to cause the arrest of such per- 
son or persons by any police offi- 
cer before one of the Judges of the 
Criminal Courts of the City to be 
there disposed of according to law. 


Failure on the part of any person, 
firm, or corporation to correct any 
defect, error, or deficiency on any 
work or any indebtedness to the 
Electrical Bureau within five (5) 


calendar days after notification

We have a request from Spencer 
Miller, Jr., the State Highway Com- 
missioner, for a representative to 
be heard on this matter this after- 
noon. 


The Board of (Commissioners 
after a lengthy hearing voted to 
accept the bid of the Flyers’ Rest- 
aurant, Inc., for a plot of land on 
which the company expended $60,000 
for its improvements. Its bid was 
$6,100. 


John W. Aymar in behalf of the 
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State Highway Commissioner of- 
fered a bid of $5,000 contending 
that this was higher in view of the 
fact that Flyers’ Restaurant owed 
$5,000 in taxes, interest and other 
charges on the land. Later he of- 
fered to meet the bid of $6,100. 
Samuel Kessler representing the 
Flyers’ Restaurant argued that the 
Board of Commissioners could not 
accept a new bid that the action 
to be determined was whether to 
accept or reject the Flyers’ bid. 
Thomas M. Kane, City Legal As- 
sistant ruled that between the State 
Highway’s offer of $5,000 and the 
offer of Flyers’ Restaurant the lat- 
ter was the better price. Mr. Kess- 
ler told the Commissioners that 
his client has two sons in military 
service and if the property is re- 
turned to him under the $6,100 
bid the sons will be able to assist 
him in recuperating some of his in- 
vestment. He added that the State 
Highway if it desired to acquire 
the property could act under its 
legal power of eminent domain. 
The motion to accept the Flyers’ 
Restaurant was made by Commiss- 
ioner Brady and unanimously ac- 
cepted.

1: That the City of Newark shall 
pay to each foreclosing attorney a 
net fee of $125.00 for each certifi- 
cate hereafter foreclosed by him, in 
addition to the actual costs incurred 
or paid by him in the regular course 
of the proceedings, or incurred or 
paid by the City in his behalf and 
charged to his account. 
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2: That where a foreclosure suit 
covers more than one certificate the 


net fee for each additional certifi-. 


cate shall be $100.00. 


3: That in matters concluded by 
voluntary conveyance in lieu of 
foreclosure the attorney shall re- 
ceive as his net fee the sum of $100. 
for the first certificate and $75. for 
each additional certificate covered 
by said voluntary conveyance; the 
consideration price, if any, paid by 
the City, to be deducted from said 
net fee; actual disbursements, in- 
cluding search fees, to be paid by 
the City. 


4: That the above scale of fees 
shall obtain in all matters, already 
assigned io attorneys, which have 
not yet proceeded to a decree pro 
confesso or have not yet been con- 
cluded by voluntary conveyance. 


5: That in all matters already 
assigned to attorneys, which have 
proceeded beyond the decree pro 
confesso, but which have not yet 
been concluded by final decree, the 
City shall pay a net fee of $85.00 
for the first certificate and a net 
fee of $65.00 for each additional 
certificate. 


6: That in all matters assigned 
to attorneys, as aforesaid, upon 
which suit has not yet ‘been insti- 
tuted, a foreclosure bill and lis 
pendens thereon shall be filed and 
writs of subpoena and other nec- 
essary initial processes or notices 
shall be issued within one month 
from the date of the receipt of a 
copy of this resolution by each 
foreclosing attorney, unless such 
time is extended in writing by the 
Corporation Counsel; and such suit 
shall be concluded within three 
months from the date of filing of 
said foreclosure bill and lis pendens 
and issuance of writs of subpoena 
or other initial processes or notices, 
unless the time shall be extended 


by the Corporation Counsel in writ- 
ing; and upon failure of such at- 
torney to file said bill and lis pen- 
dens and issue said writs of sub- 
poena and other initial processes or 
notices, or upon failure to coclude 
said suit within the time limited, 
the Corporation Counsel is auth- 
orized to substitute said attorney or 
attorneys with other attorneys, or 
to conclude said proceedings through 
his own office without further as- - 
signment. 


7: That upon such default the 
foreclosing attorney shall forfeit 
all fees except that the City shall 
reimburse him for disbursements 
made, if any, in the regular course 
of the proceedings to the time of 
such default. 


8: That in all matters which are 
disposed of by payment, settlement 
or sale of certificate by the City of 
Newark under Chapter 149 of the 
Laws of 1943, a reasonable, pro- 
portionate fee shall be paid to such 
attorneys for service rendered, in 
addition to actual costs and disburse- 
ments, such reasonable fee to be 
recommended by the Corporation 
Counsel and paid to such attorneys 
upon the approval of the Board of 
Commissioners. 


9: That all certificates held by 
the City, which may now be leg- 
ally foreclosed, and which have not 
yet been delivered to the Corpor- 
ation Counsel for action, shall be 
immediately delivered to the Corp- 
oration Counsel. 


10: That an examination of all 
certificates which may be legally 
foreclosed shall be made and the 
same shall be classified as nearly 
as possible in the order of the value 
of the respective properties they 
cover, and foreclosures shall first 
proceed upon the certificates cov- 
ering properties of the highest value- 
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The recommendation of the Corp- 
oration Counsel for the payment to 
Benjamin Potcker, foreclosing at- 
torney, of fees and disbursements 
amounting to $65.37 in the fore- 
closure of said tax sale certificate 
No. 31961, covering premises known 
as Block 1800, Lot 59, 162 South 7th 
Street, and Certificate No. 31962, 
Block 1800, Lot 63, No. 1603 South 
7th Street, was approved by the 
Board of Commissioners. 


The recommendation of the Corp- 
oration Counsel for the payment to 
Benjamin Potcker, foreclosing at- 
torney, for fees and disbursements 
amounting to $49.52, in the fore- 
closure of said tax sale certificate 
No. 32958, covering Block 1837, Lot 
3, 301 West Market Street, and Cert- 
ificate No. 32959, covering Block 
1837, Lot 4, 303 West Market Street, 
was also approved.

I see this 
is approved likewise by Mr. Simandl

about the deputy, the assistant in 
the purchasing department, raised 
by the Civil Service Association. 
And in reading their memorandum 
I think they are absolutely right as 
to whether or not you could create 
the position, a permanent position, 
that way.

Mayor Murphy: Guy Savino has 
returned. He is lieutenant-com- 
mander — is that it?

On behalf of 
the members of the Board of Com- 
missioners we welcome you back as 
a representative of the press, and 
hope that you will continue in the 
field that you have done so much 
work in for such a long period of 
time. I am glad to have you back, 
and good luck to you. 


Mr. Guy Savino: Thank you very 
much, Mr. Mayor, I have been, since 
we last met, to a lot of places and 
seen a lot of things; but nothing 
quite as sweet as the City Hall. 


Commissioner Villani: The next 
order of business is the resolution 
for the leasing of the Center Mar- 
ket, which we discussed this morn- 
ing, and I have this resolution be- 
fore me. The Commissioners have 
a copy. I would like to make one 
correction in the copy, in the last 
paragraph. 


Commissioner Brady: On page 
one? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. The 
fifth line, where it says, “Parks and 
Public Property is not notified by 
any member of the Board of Com- 
missioners.” Between the word “no- 
tified” and the word “by,” there I 


would like to put the words “in 
writing.” 


Mayor Murphy: Will we have the 
resolution read? The Clerk will read 
the resolution- 


The City Clerk reads the resolu- 
tion in full. 


WHEREAS, the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark 
has negotiated for over three months 
with respect to the leasing of the 
property known as the Newark 
Center Market with the Newark 
Center Market Corporation as pro- 
posed lessee, and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Com- 
missioners has recently authorized 
the Director of the Department of 
Parks and Public Property to adver- 
tise the said property for sale and 
to procure offers for the purchase 
thereof on or before the 17th day 
of November, 1945, and it is the 
intention of the Board of Commis- 
sioners that unless an acceptable 
offer for the purchase of said prop- 
erty is received on or beiore the 
17th day of November, i945, the 
lease which has been negotiated 
with the Newark Center Corpora- 
tion will become effective, and 


WHEREAS, the said Newark Cen- 
ter Corporation has proposed that 
said lease as modified to meet the 
suggestions of all of the members 
of the Board of Commissioners be 
executed forthwith, but that it shall 
become null, void and of no effect 
in the event that the City receives 
an acceptable offer for the purchase 
of said property on or before the 
17th day of November, 1945, and 


WHEREAS, the final form of lease 
has been drafted and is alleged to 
conform in all particulars to the 
recommendations of the various 
members of the Board of Commis- 
sioners but has not as yet been ex- 
amined by said Commissioners to 
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see to it that their suggestions and 
recommendations have been incor- 
porated in said final form of lease, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED, by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark, that 
the Corporation Counsel is instruct- 
ed immediately to distribute to each 
of the members of the Board of 
. Commissioners a copy of the said 
final draft of lease and to deliver a 
copy thereof to the City Clerk to be 
kept on file by said City Clerk, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that, on condition that the said final 
draft of lease conforms to all of the 
suggestions and recommendations 
heretofore made by the members of 
the Board of Commissioners, or will 
be made to conform thereto, and if 
the Director of the Department of 
Parks and Public Property is not 
notified in writing by any member 
of the Board of Commissioners on 
or before October 29, 1945, of any 
ommission in the said final draft of 
lease of terms heretofore agreed up- 
on and provided the said lease is 
corrected to include any such om- 
missions then the said lease be and 
it is hereby approved by the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, and the Director of the 
- Department of Parks and Public 
Property and the City Clerk are 
hereby authorized and directed to 
forthwith execute the said lease and 
to affix the City’s seal thereto, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Law De- 
partment, and deliver the same up- 
on the execution thereof by Newark 
Center Corporation to the said New- 
ark Center Corporation, provided, 
however, that said lease shall con- 
tain a clause reading as follows: 


“Should the City on or before 
November 17th, 1945, receive an 
offer accompanied by a deposit 

equal to at least ten (10%) per- 
cent of the said offer for the pur- 
.chase of all of the property de- 
mised hereunder unto the Ten- 


ant, and provided the City ap- 
proves the said offer at its meet- 
ing on November 20th, 1945, as 
provided by Revised Statutes of 
the State of New Jersey, Section 
40:60-26 (c), then this lease shall 
become void and of no effect 
whatever, and in such event the 
Tenant shall have no claim what- 
ever against the City by reason 
thereof and the voidence of this 
lease, and the City shall forth- 
with return to the Tenant the 
sum of Seventy-five Thousand 
($75,000.00) Dollars deposited by 
the Tenant with the City pursu- 
ant to the provisions of this lease; 
otherwise, this lease shall con- 
tinue in full force and effect in 
accordance with its terms. Should 
the City approve the said offer 
at its meeting on November 20th, 
1945, and thereafter reject the 
same or any better offer for the 
sale of the property, then and in 
such event the Tenant at its op- 
tion and at any time prior to 
March 20th, 1946, may, by writ- 
ten notice to the City to that ef- 
fect enforce the provisions of this 
lease as if the same had not be- 
come null and void and this lease 
shall thereupon operate and con- 
tinue in full force and effect.” 


Mayor Murphy: Mr. L. H. Jam- 
ouneau has made a request to be 
heard. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen; I have just examined 
this resolution for the first time, and 
I believe you have only just seen it. 
It has just been prepared. I un- 
derstand that this resolution has 
come before you just now; that it 
has been prepared since your con- 
ference this morning. I believe this 
resolution is a final commitment. 
The provision in the last paragraph 
on the first page authorizes the Di- 
rector of the Department of Parks 
and Publie Property of the City of 
Newark to execute the lease with- 
out any further authorization on 
your part. ` :

I urge you not to adopt this reso- 
lution, which, as I understand it, 
would commit the city finally to 
an acceptance of the lease proposal 
in the event that the City does not 
commit itself to a sale of the prop- 
erty within a few weeks. 


So far as the lease is concerned 
the city would be making a final and 
irrevocable commitment on å pro- 
posal which has been before it in 
its final form for only a few min- 
utes. 


The only way the city will be 
able to escape from this commit- 
ment would be by accepting an offer 
to purchase, however undesirable 
that course might be. It may be 
a case of jumping from the frying 
pan into the fire, for you have no 
way of knowing now what sort of 
bids you will receive on the pur- 
chase proposal. 


This lease, the provisions of which 
are highly controversial, is being re- 
vealed to the public in its final form 
for the first time today. Actually 
its terms will not be publicly known 
until they are reported in the press 
“tomorrow. 


By committing the city to an ac- 
ceptance of the lease today you will 
hereby prevent all effective objec- 
tion to the lease by the taxpayers 
and citizens of the city. 


Furthermore you will foreclose 
the city from the possibility of re- 
ceiving other offers to rent the prop- 
erty for higher rentals, or on terms 
more advantageous to the city. *** 


Now, there are further objections 
that I would like to have an oppor- 
tunity to present, mainly of a legal 
nature, and I would prefer to have 
that done by my attorney; but in 
case you are still in the mood to go 


ahead with this resolution, I would ` 


like to have an opportunity to pre- 


sent them as well as I can myself. 
I will do that later if you care to 
hear them. 


Commissioner Brady: Have you 
any better proposition to offer at 
this time? 


Mr. Jamouneau: I haven’t given 
that any thought, Mr. Commissioner; 
but I will, if you want me to, at- 
tempt to get a better offer for you. 
But whatever offer I will be able 
to get would have 'to include a re- 
capture clause, and that would mean 
possibly more rent. But I don’t 
think the City should go into any 
propositions to rent Cehter Market 
unless it is properly predicated on a 
recapture clause. If you want me 
to, I will try to get such an offer 
for you; but, of course, I can’t guar- 
antee it to you- 


Commissioner Brady: Are you in 
agreement that the offer should be 
withdrawn, and if the market re- 
mains therefor the next 20 years, we 
would be acting in the best inter- 
ests of the City of Newark? 


Mr. Jamouneau: If this offer is 
withdrawn, and the property re- 
mains in its present condition for 
the next 20 years, I would say you 
would be guilty of the worst pos- 
Sible mal-administration of the city 
that it has ever had. The offer 
shouuld be withdrawn. 


I will try to produce an offer with- 
in a week or 10 days, and I will try 
to make it as advantageous to the 
City as possible. But I don’t think 
you should rely only on me. There 
are plenty of other people to work 
with. 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. Jam- 
ouneau, do you think you can get 
us a good purchaser for it? 


Mr. Jamouneau: I will try to do 
that, too. 
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Commissioner Brady: Have you 
heard the lease read, or have you 
read it? 


Mr. Jamouneau: Not only haven't 
I read it, but you haven't read it. 
The lease should be made public in 
final form. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The 
lease has been read, and by repre- 
sentations that have been made the 
lease has been modified. That is all 
described in the minutes. The lease 
has been read, speaking for myself, 
very thoroughly. There were cer- 
tain phases of it that I objected to. 
You probably know that. The lease 
and all its terms should be familiar 
to the City Commissioners. It should 
be familiar to you, because you at- 
tended all the conferences, and there 
was a special conference that you 
speak of now, in which we spent a 
number of hours, and you were 
present. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
to clear up some confusion on the 
law. Is the Commission obligated 
to hold hearings on resolutions? 


Mr. Parsonnet: No, not obligated. 


Commissioner Brady: No violation 
of the law, no obligation under any 
statute, after the Commission de- 
cides to give due consideration to a 
matter that has been before it sev- 
eral months, and it is their honest 
and sincere conviction that their 
actions or any member’s actions are 
for the best interests of all the peo- 
ple of the City of Newark. Is there 
any statute or any law with respect 
to that kind of action on the part 
of the Commission? 


Mr. Parsonnet: I don’t think so. 
I should like to analyze the option 
clause this way for you, the situa- 
tion is that under the provisions as 
ineluded in that clause, which is in 
the lease, if you approve an offer at 


your meeting on November 20th, 
this lease becomes null and void. 
However, an approval of such an 
offer does not constitute an accept- 
ance of the offer. You must adver- 
tise that offer, and you then there- 
after have the right to accept or re- 
ject that offer or any better offer 
at a later time. 


Now, the tenant felt that he was 
perfectly willing to let the City 
Commission go ahead and try to 
make a sale, even if it took to 
March. But if it was a question not 
to make a sale, and if it rejected all 
offers for the building, then the 
tenant felt that he should have the 
right to exercise to reinstate the 
lease up to March 20th- 


Commissioner Brady: If we have 
a sale at any time prior to March 
20th, we have a right to declare 
this null and void. 


Mr. Parsonnet: And if you don’t 
before March 20th, his option ex- 
pires; but he wants the option until 
March 20th. So that, if prior to 
March 20th you finally reject all 
offers, he has the right to come in 
and take it. 


Commissioner Brady: Has he the 
right to refuse to go through with 
it? 


Mr. Parsonnet: Yes. He has the 
right to refuse the minute you ap- 
prove an offer on November 20th.. 


Commissioner Brady: Has he the 
right if we don’t receive any offers 
of sale, and should the thing go 
over to March 20th, - - then can he 
say on March 20th, “Well, now, I 
won't be able to go through with 
my offer.” 


Mr. Parsonnet: If you don't re- 
ceive an offer which you approve 
by November 20th, then this lease 
becomes final. It is only in the 
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event that you approve some offer 


by November 20th that the lease. 


falis. That has a four-month option, 
that he requested. It wasn’t men- 
tioned this morning - - obviously 
because Mr. Kessler wasn’t here last 
night, and he didn’t know of it. 
That is the reason we inserted it- 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That 
does no prejudice the city, if you 
don’t have a purchaser by March 
20th, he has the option. 


Mr. Parsonnet: That is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: How- 
ever, if we approve of an offer by 
November 20th, then his option ex- 
pires immediately. 


Commissioner Brady: What I am 
trying to clear up, have we only 
until November 20th to determine 
whether or not we should go thr- 
ough with it. ` 


Mr. Parsonnet: That is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Not only 
that, but if you don't approve an 
offer made to purchase the property 
by November 20th, then this lease 
becomes effective and obligates both 
the lessee and the City. 

That 


Commisioner Brady: is 


what I wanted cleared up. 


Mayor Murphy: Will we be able 
in that short period of time through 
advertising, and suppose we get an 
offer in, Director, on the 17th or 
15th or 18th, will we be in a posi- 
tion, I mean, to be able to make a 
quick determination by the 20th? 


Mr. Parsonnet: You don’t have to. 
All you have to do is to approve it. 
That does not mean accept. If the 
offer is presented to you on No- 
vember 20th, - - 


Commissioner Ellenstein: If the 


offer is made and approved by. the 
Commission, then it gives you a 
means of advertising and making 
that the upset price. 


Commisioner Brady: That gives us 
to the end of March. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That 
is right- 


Commissioner Keenan: Paragraph 
4, the word “allegded,” - - 


Mr. Parsonnet: I will explain the 
word “allegded,” there. I am sta- 
ting, and the tenant is stating, that 
this form of lease meets with all 
of the objections that were raised 
by the Commission. As a matter 
of protection to the Commission, 
the word “allegded,” is put in so 
as to enable the Commissioners to 
determine whether my statement 
or the tenant’s is correct, that your 
objections have been met. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: As re- 
corded in the minutes taken by the 
stenographer, 


Mr. Parsonnet: And of which you 
have a transcript. 


Mayor Murphy: When are we 
to get a copy of this lease? 


Mr. Parsonnet: I am getting ad- 
ditional copies made, and I shall 
have them in your possession either 
tomorrow or the next day. 


Mayor Murphy: Today is the 23rd. 
You have got the 27th here. And if 
we don’t get it in two more days - - 


Mr. Kessler: 


You can have it 
tomorrow. ' 


Mr, Parsonnet: It is too late to 
dictate it. 


Mayor Murphy: The 27th. Is that 
a date where we have got to meet? 
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Mr. Parsonnet: I think, frankly, 
the 27th is too short a period. 


Mr. Kessler: You see, Commission- 
er, the reason for that time is that 
he must know very quickly, in order 
to prepare the architect and the 
engineer. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Mr. Probst has 
just agreed to the 29th, if that is 
agreeable o you gentlemen? 


Mr. Kessler: That is all right with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: Not that I have 
any further ideas or recommenda- 
tions for changes that have been 
made; but’ the thought strikes me 
after a Commissioner examines the 
lease, and he comes to the conclu- 
sion that there is some objection 
he would like to raise, which didn't 
come to his mind before. Under 
this resolution he would have no 
right to raise that objection, would 
he, because as I understand the 
resolution, it is only on those ob- 


jections that he had previously 
raised? 
Mr. Kessler: The only thing I 


can say to that, Mr. Mayor, is that 
there ought to be some end to the 
negotiations. And I think all the 
five Commissioners have independ- 


ently examined this lease, and every 


one of the Commissioners has raised 
their point, all of which has been 
publicly discussed with each other: 


Mayor Murphy: Well, no matter 
how much you work and study and 
give things attention, sometimes 
there is a point that is not recog- 
nized at the time you are making 
these studies, and when you get 
the final leases before you, why, 
you happen to see where there is 
something you believe should be 
brought to the other members of 
the Commission. Under this resolu- 
tion that door is completely closed 


tight, as I see it. 


Mr. Probst: You must understand 
that we conceded that point. If the 
resolution would be of no effect 
whatever, then it is all up to fu- 
ture discussions, and the resolu- 
tion would have no force whatever, 
and we couldn’t do the very thing I 
wanted to do, Mr. Mayor, and that 
is to go out and hire architects 
and engineers and purchase our ma- 
terials and do everything necessary. 


Mayor Murphy: I am not saying 
that with the thought in mind that 
I have anything on my mind at the 
present time. But supposing I did 
acquire certain information that I 
think is of vital importance. The 
door would be completely closed to 
me or to any other Commissioner 
from getting any other action on 
this resolution. 


Mr. Probst: That is correct, Mr. 
Mayor; but on the other hand, if you 
include a further provision, you are 
suggesting that the resolution be- 
come meaningless, and there is no 
force to it, because thereafter you 
can then raise any point, - - any 
Commissioner can raise any little 
point, and if we dinn’t accede to it, 
then we wouldn’t have the lease. 


Mayor Murphy: It is not a ques- 
tion of acceding to it. It is a ques- 
tion, anyhow, of being able to dis- 
cuss it. 


Mr. Sidney K. Werbel: Mr. Mayor, 
may I be heard on it? 


Mayor Murphy: Yes. 


Mr. Werbel: I would like again to 
direct your attention to the propos- 
al submitted through me on October 
lith at a special meeting called by 
yourselves and pertaining to the 
matter of the security. Nowhere in 
good business, nor does the statute 
require full security at the time of 
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an offer. The statutes governing the 
sale of real estate by a City require 
a tender of 10% at the time of the 
offer. We tender the sum of $20,- 
000. as evidence of good faith. We 
are prepared at the time of execu- 
tion of this lease to deposit $100,000. 
as security for the faithful perform- 
ance of the lease. And I again di- 
rect your attention to that. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, Director 
Brady asked a question - - I don't 
know whether you heard him or not 
- - whether you desire to answer 
him. Whom do you represent? 


Mr. Werbel: I represent the New- 
ark Center Developers, a corporation 
operated and controlled by Newark 
businessmen, substantial business- 
men. 


Mayor Murphy: Are you in a pos- 
ition since this morning to disclose 
who they are? 


Mr. Werbel: My clients have not 
given me the liberty to disclose 
their identities, sir. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: You are 
not prepared to say what the build- 
ing is going to be used for or what 
the first floor will be used for? 


Mr. Werbel: The entire building 
will be used for general mercantile 
purposes. A portion of the first 
floor of the building will be used 
for the utilization of an automo- 
bile set-up: 


Mayor Murphy: Somehow or other 
you are not impressive to me. I 
say this in all sincerity, because 
you have been here a few times 
just making, to me, these gestures 
of offers. I don’t think anybody 
can accuse this Commission of not 
wanting to entertain offers; but 
there doesn’t seem to be anything 
concrete about yours in any man- 
ner, shape or form. Why you don’t 
lay your cards on the table and tell 


Director Villani how much, and who 
the people are, and what you will 
do. 


Mr. Werbel: Common practice and 
good business does not require the 
disclosure and identity of the prin- 
cipals. It may prove embarrassing 
to my principals to disclose them. 


Mr. Kessler: Since we met this 
morning and during lunch hour, we 
were importuned if we offered 50 
per cent of our franchise — which 
is something we could not offer to 
anybody these people would 
withdraw and become our partners. 
We are seeking no partners, and 
especially undisclosed partners. That 
is perfect nonsense, that this Com- 
mission would deal or offer to deal 
with a tenant undisclosed. I don’t 
care how much the representation 
is that they are responsible. Re- 
sponsibility is a matter for your 
judgment, and how can you judge 
unless you know who it is, and when 
. they make an offer to us that they 
will become partners in our fran- 
chise, I don’t think it is in good 
faith. 


Commissioner Brady: Do 
mean to say these same people? 


you 


Mr. Kessler: Yes. I wouldn’t say 
that here if it wasn’t a fact. I don’t 
suggest that in order that it be held 


up. 


Commissioner Brady: What is this 
—a new form of a racket? 


Mr. Werbel: I will here make the 
similar offer I made to Mr. Probst 
and Mr. Kessler. If the City ne- 
gotiates and makes a lease with Mr. 
Kessler’s client, my principals are 
prepared to purchase from them 50 
per cent of the stock of the Newark 
Center Corporation. The offer was 
made in good faith. We are not 
concealing anything. We are offer- 
ing to bu yin in a good deal. This 
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is a good lease they are getting. We 
are not asking for half a franchise. 
We are not asking for anything. We 
will put up cash and get 50 per 
cent of their stock. 


Commissioner Brady: You are 
honest enough to put that in the 
record, and that will conclude in 
my mind the action I will take on 
your representations. 


Commissioner Keenan: We have 
no reason to doubt the truthfulness 
of what Mr. Kessler says. It proves 
my twice-repeated statement that 
this fellow’s offer comes in ill-grace. 


Mayor Murphy: Counsel, maybe 
you can straighten me out on this 
thought: supposing we entertain an 
offer of purchase around November 
20th, and after it is advertised it is 
finally rejected in December. Why 
should we grant an option until 
March? 


Mr. Parsonnet: Mr. Probst has 
just agreed with me to insert an 
additional clause, and that can be 
made a part of these minutes, that 
if you finally reject any offer you 
have, you can force him to exercise 
his option on two weeks’ notice or 
else his option fails; and that will 
be placed in the lease. 


Mayor Murphy: It should be made 
part of the resolution. 


Mr. Kessler: We will put it on 
the record now, so that there will be 
no question about it, that this cor- 
poration will commit itself that upon 
two weeks” notice, after you reject 
any offer, we will either exercise 
this lease or we will be out. And 
let that be incorporated as part of 
the record. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Mr. Mayor, will 
you explain to me about this option? 
I haven't heard anything about this 
before. 


Mr. Parsonnet: The situation on 
the option is as follows: that this 
lease become effective as of today, 
unless you approve an offer which 
is made to you on or before Novem- 
ber 17th. That approval would take 
place at your meeting on Novem- 
ber 20th. But if on November 20th 
you approve such an offer, and order 
it advertised, so that you may accept 
or reject it later on, then this lease 
becomes null and void. However, 
the tenant retains an option that if 
finally, after considering all offers, 
the tenant has an option until March 
20th, which you may cancel on two 
weeks’ notice if you wish — that is, 
which you may force him to exer- 
cise, or cancel, on two weeks’ notice, 
or insist on the reviving of the 
lease. 


Commissioner Villani: 
Mr. Jamouneau? 


All right, 


Mr. Jamouneau: I wouldn’t want 
to say. I understand it very fully. 
It is quite involved. But at any 
rate, I understand the resolution be- 
fore you is to include this option— 
is that the effect of it, that it will 
be part of the resolution? 


Do I understand the attitude of 
the Commission is to pass this res- 
olution now in spite of my objec- 
tions? 


Commissioner Brady: It hasn’t 
been placed before the Commission 
yet. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Then you won’t 
hear me on the legal points in- 
volved? I would like to enumerate 
those things. 


Mayor Murphy: It does appear to 
me the feeling of the Board of Com- 
missioners, so far, from their ex- 
pression, is that they are ready to 
take action on the resolution. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Then for the sake 
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of the record I would like my legal 
objections noted. You don't have 
to be a lawyer to see the law vio- 
lated. I am not a lawyer, but it 
does strike me you are not acting 
property by acting by resolution on 
this matter. It should be by ord- 
inance, both because it is of such 
an important nature that it requires 
an ordinance for such action, and 
it is public enterprise property, for 
which you have issued public util- 
ity bonds, and the effect of this 
resolution is that it is going to af- 
fect the result of your dedicated 
revenue. I am only suggesting, un- 
derstand, that you may be required 
to act by ordinance and not by res- 
olution. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Where 
do you suppose we get the funds 
now while the building has been 
vacant all these years? 


Mr. Jamouneau: I don’t want to 


go into a legal discussion. I am not 
competent on that. But I suggest 
it should be by ordinance. I can’t 


go into a legal discussion. 


I want to emphasize the fact I 
haven’t been able to present any of 
my objections properly, and I would 
like to have that opportunity, and I 
ask you to defer this matter for a 
day or two, so that I will have an 
opportunity to study the lease. 


Mayor Murphy: I don’t know 
whether the Commission wants to 
comply with that request or not. 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 
to have the Corporation Counsel re- 
ply for the record if the statements 
made by Mr. Jamouneau are cor- 
rect or incorrect that all these things 
are illegal. 


Mr. Parsonnet: I signed the reso- 
lution and approved it as to its form 
and legality. I believe the resolu- 
tion and the lease are legal in all 
respects. 


Commissioner Brady: And the 
points brought up by Mr. Jamoun- 
eau with respect to any illegal pro- 
visions are not correct. 


Mr. Parsonnet: They are not well 
taken. 


Commissioner Brady: All right. I 
‘move the resolution. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Before 
putting the motion, I would like to 
make this observation: It is my un- 
derstanding that there is a clause 
in the lease that provides for the 
payment of commission over a 10 
year period. I want to reserve the 
right not to pay the full amount of 
the commission in the 10-year per- 
iod. I think it ought to be on a 
graduated scale. Before putting the 
resolution, I want to put myself on 
record that it ought to be a grad- 
uated scale over a longer period than 
10 years, so as to minimize any 
loss to the City that it might sus- 
tain as a result of the lease failing 
during the first few years parti- 
cularly. Apparently the Corporation 
Counsel told me when I inquired 
about the payment of commission, 
that the resolution provided that 
the commission be paid in the first 
10 years. 


Commissioner Villani: Will the 
Corporation Counsel explain that 
part? 


We were under the impression 
that the commission question was 
to be decided by the Commission as 
a whole. What does the lease say? 


Mr. Parsonnet: The Board of 
Commissioners will recall that at a 
special meeting Mr. Kessler stated 
he was perfectly willing to have the 
amount of commission fixed by the 
Board of Commissioners, but that 
it shall be paid within 10 years. 
For that reason I included that 
type of provision in the lease. 
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Mr. Kessler: As I understand it, 
the lease has a provision which 
does not fix the amount, but it does 
fix payment within the 10-year per- 
iod. I stated to this Commission be- 
fore, and I repeat it for the record, 
so that it would be very clear, that 
the only reservation I make to my- 
self is the right to argue with the 
Commission when that question 
comes up, after you have made a 
study of the general practice in this 
area. And I am relying on the 
fairness of this Commission to fix 
the amount. If I cannot convince 
you what the amount should be, 
whatever you decide, I have agreed 
to abide by that decision, and there 
will be no appeal. 


Now, that is about as much as 
anybody ought to ask anybody on 
a situation of this kind. 


Commissioner Villani: In other 
words, you don’t want to accept it 
for more than 10 years? 


Mr. Kessler: No. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 
to reserve that right to extend it 
beyond the 10 years. 


Mr. Parsonnet: There is a provis- 
ion in the lease which would void 
it at the end of 20 years in the 
event — 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
what I had in mind. I look upon 
this as a 20-year lease, to be extend- 
ed only under certain conditions, and 
as such I don’t think the City ought 
to pay this Commission over a long- 
er period than the 20 years. I know 
from practise you would be entitled 
to a period beyond that. 


Mr. Kessler: Don’t you see, Com- 
missioner Ellenstein, in view of 
what I have said, I have committed 
myself to anything you may decide 
upon? In other words, you may de- 


cide, regardless of the length of the 
lease, that I may talk about, you 
may decide all you want to pay 
commission on is 20 years, and I am 
stuck for the other 30 years. I have 
given you that liberty of deciding. 


If, on the other hand, you should 
come to the conclusion that it would 
be unfair to cut off 30 years from my 
commission, you can then make a 
provision that beyond that period 
of time it shall continue for some 
other time. It is entirely in your 
control. I haven't asked you to 
commit yourself as to the length 
of the term. You may say five years, 
and I will agree to it. That would 
be too bad; but I will take my med- 
icine. I will rely entirely upon the 
integrity of this Commission. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: It might 
be well that we understand, so that 
there cannot be any question. 


Mr. Kessler: I think we under- 
stand it very clearly, and that will 
end it, when you make your de- 
cision. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I look 
upon this as a 20-year lease, con- 
ditioned upon certain events to ex- 
tend at the end of that period to 20 
additional years, depending on what 
your clients will do. 


Mr. Kessler: But I think you are 
fair-minded enough, if I can pre- 
sent a proper business argument—lI 
am not talking about the legal argu- 
ment — but a proper business argu- 
ment as to the fairness of the com- 
mission — I know you will agree 
upon a fair proposition in the end. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Has the 
resolution been seconded? 


Mayor Murphy: What is your ac- 
tion? 


Commissioner Villani: I am mov- 
ing it. 
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Mayor Murphy: The resolution is 
before the Commissioners made by 
Director Villani. The resolution 
has been presented. All those in 
favor of the resolution signify by 
saying “aye.” The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


The City Clerk calls the roll. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
before casting my vote, I want to 
qualify my reason for the result. 
One, I believe this will now tend 
to improve the locality. Two, it is 
conditioned on the premise that if 
we secure a buyer, the lease is null 
and void. Three, this matter has 
been discussed for several months. 
Four, this is the best offer placed 
before the Commission during this 
period. Five, it is my honest opin- 
ion that the improvements which 
are to be made and the occupation 
by a reputable business concern, 
will enhance the values in a loca- 
tion which, in my opinion, are to the 
best interest of the City. Six, be- 
cause after all the publicity, only 
one citizen out of Newark’s entire 
population has appeared before the 


governing body to oppose the grant- 
ing of the lease. And, seven, based 
upon the condition that certain im- 
provements shall be made before the 
expiration, I believe of 18 or 20 
years, that these improvements will 
be made at the expense of the con- 
cern. 


I vote “yes.” 

Commissioner Ellenstein: “Aye.” 

Commissioner Keenan: I am of 
the opinion that to act today is to 
act prematurely. I vote “No.” 

Commissioner Villani: “Aye.” 

Mayor Murphy: “Aye.” 

Commissioner Villani: I move we 
adjourn to November 8th, Thurs- 


day, November 8th. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roli, 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 


Ellenstein’ Keenan, Villani, Mayor

Mayor Murphy: Ordinances on

THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN: 


1. The Ordinance entitled “An 
Ordinance creating positions in the 
Bureau of Health and establishing 
salaries therefor’, Adopted April 7, 
1943, is hereby amended by adding 
to the aforesaid ordinance the fol- 
lowing section to be known as Sec- 
tion 2 (N):

The emergency 
was created by the cost of refu- 
collection and cleaning up work 
payment of additional salaries to 
employees to equalize wages anc 
salaries; additional employees, 
equipment breakdowns, and for 
labor used in connection with the 
tin and waste paper salvage drives, 
etc. The emergency appropriation 
will be provided for in full in the 
1946 budget, and an emergency 
note not in excess of the appropria- 
tion was authorized in accordance 
with State statutes. 


In accordance with local Budget 
Act, R. S. 40:2-30 the Board of Com- 
missioners approved the transfer 
of funds amounting to $500 from 
the Director’s office, salaries and 
wages to Director’s office other ex- 
penses, Department of Parks and 
Public Property.

The said sum has 
been dedicated to be used for nec- 
essary improvements and extension 
in the Division of Water, and the 
securities purchase will be held to 
the credit of the Capital Improve- 
ment-Fund for that purpose. 


. Payment of $38.34 to Edward Wil- 
son, Laborer, Division of Water, was 
approved by the City Commission. 
This represented an overpayment 
to the city on an amount due it from 
monies recovered from a third party.

Authority was given the Director 
of Public Works by the City Com- 
mission to advertise for bids for 
electrical work at the Macopin Gate 
House and the water treatment 
plant, and also for furnishing and 
installing electrical equipment in 
the West gate at Cedar Grove Re- 
servoir. 


The Board of Commissioners ap- 
proved the following contract made 
through the Division of Central Pur- 
chase:

A Special Meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, N. J. was held on the above 
date, in the Mayor’s Office, City 
Hall, Newark, at 10:00 A. M. East- 
ern Time. 


Acting Mayor Brady: The meet- 
ing will come to order. The Clerk 
will call the roll. 

Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani. 


Absent: Mayor Murphy. 


Acting Mayor Brady: Before we 
proceed, gentlemen of the Commis- 
sion and members of the Special 
Housing Committee appointed by 
the Mayor, I want to introduce Mr. 
Washburn, who is the bonding at- 
torney for the City of Newark. 


The City Clerk then read the call 
for a special meeting of Commission- 
ers for Tuesday, November 13, 1945, 
at 10:00 A. M. at the Mayor’s Office 
for the purpose of discussing the 
possibility of applying for funds in 
the amount of $1,000,000. for emer- 
gency housing, said application to 
be made to the State Sinking Fund 
Commission and Local Commission- 
er Darby. 


The City Clerk read numerous 
telegrams and letters received from 
Senators and Assemblymen relative 
to a special session of the Legisla- 
ture to consider Housing legislation 
for veterans which were ordered 
filed. 


Acting Mayor Brady: Now, to 
bring you up-to-date, Mayor Mur- 
phy informed me on Thursday, No- 


vember 8th, that he was going to 
Atlantic City to attend the conven- 
tion of the New Jersey Buildings 
and Construction Trades Council, 
and also the convention of the 


League of Municipalities, and that I 
should take over as Acting Mayor 
in the event that anything concern- 
ing housing came up, and to follow 
through. 


An article appeared in Sunday’s 
press indicating that the City of 
Newark could negotiate a loan with 
the State Sinking Fund Commission, 
if we ask for it. As the result of 
that, I had a conference with Attor- 
ney General Van Riper. He informed 
me he had a conference with Gov- 
ernor Edge, and that Governor Edge 
is very anxious to help the City of 
Newark with its problem, and we 
can have up to a million dollars if 
we ask for it, at one per cent inter- 
est. I sent telegrams to the members 
of the State Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion, and tried to arrange a meeting 
for today at the State House with 
them. I also got in touch with the 
members of the Commission. When 
I talked to Director Ellenstein he 
suggested that it would be a loss of 
time for the Commission to go to 
Trenton when we could accomplish 
the same purpose by holding a 
meeting here. Then get in touch 
with the Sinking Fund Commission, 
and whatever negotiations we in- 
tended to hold down there could be 
carried on through this meeting. I 
agreed with him that that was per- 
haps the better procedure. And I 
contacted Comptroller Zink, and he 
also stated that Director Ellenstein 
was correct. 


As a result of that information, 
I called the meeting for today. 
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Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, I 
think perhaps I can throw some 
light on it, if I may relate it. 


I received a telephone call from 
Mr. Trotter, who informed me that 
those houses in Illinois are not a- 
vailable. I then called Mr. Ascher, 
the Regional Director of the N. H. 
A., and I had a long talk with him. 
He said the government agency 
could not possibly hold those houses 
until we had solved the cash situa- 
tion here. He said, “If you could 
make a commitment to us that you 
have the funds available, then we 
could find more houses. There are 
more and more houses daily being 
declared surplus, and we could have 
300 units similar to this”. 


Mr. Harry A. Trotter chairman of 
the Mayor’s emergency housing 
committee said the mechanics would 
be to have an assurance by the City 
Commission that we have the money 
available; after which he will com- 
municate with the Federal Housing, 
the National Housing Administrator, 
Mr. Blanford, and then the F. P. H. 
A. will be told to seek three hundred 
units, or the number of units we 
want, and their efforts will be di- 
rected towards finding them as near 
Newark as they possibly can. 


It seems to me we ought to have 
an actual commitment from the 
Sinking Fund, in which it will say 
that it will take the city’s notes 
for “X” dollars, and then transmit 
that original. Mr. Ascher in turn 
will communicate with Mr. Blan- 
ford, and De will do whatever is 
possible. He said obviously he 
couldn’t ear-mark those houses un- 
til we unsnarl the situation. 


I think arrangements can be made 
over the telephone. Mr. Washburn 
knows that one per cent will be fair, 
on a short-term note, one per cent 
per annum, and with a commit- 
ment that there is going to be a 


ad 


bond issue. But the Sinking Fund, 
they will in turn take those bonds. 
I think the last time we floated a 
bond issue was at 2 per cent. Is 
that right? 


Lester Washburn: I think so; but 
we ought to do better than that, if 
it is not for more than 10 years. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: A short 
term would’ be better, What do you 
say about one and three quarters? 


Mr. Washburn: I think one per 
cent would be a fair rate for a bond 
issue for the City of Newark. 


Acting Mayor Brady: I think, for 
the benefit of the Commission, I 
should inform it that in the confer- 
ence with Attorney General Van 
Riper he informed me that the 
Sinking Fund Commission would 
take back the bonds, and that one 
per cent would be considered the 
proper interest. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: On tem- 
porary notes. 


Acting Mayor Brady: On the 
bonds, on the refunding. And I also 
discussed it with Mr. Zink, and he 
indicated that the Sinking Fund 
Commission would go along with 
this understanding, that the resolu- 
tion be sent down, and if Mr. Darby 
initialed it and sent it to the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission, that they 
would be ready to go ahead with it. 

Now, I would like to.say this: I 
would also like to get this telegram 
into the record. I would like to say 
that no restrictions should be placed 
upon the City. I understand it is 
three per cent. What is the legal 
amount?. =- < 


Mr. Simandl: This will carry us 
over the three per cent. And we then 
work under subsection 2 of the 
statute, 40:2-31, where the appro- 
prition is over three per cent. 
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The Acting Mayor Brady refere 
to the fact there should be no re- 
strictions, limitations, or terms im- 
posed whatsoever on the City by 
the Local Government Board, in the 
event the Sinking Fund Commission 
does agree to the refunding and 
loaning; so that the City will not be 
hamstrung in any way. So it is 
practically getting the approval of 
the Sinking Fund Commission first, 
and the Local Government Board, 
of which Commissioner Darby is the 
principal member, that there will 
be no such restrictions. 


I might say, in the conference 
held with them, Commissioner Dar- 
by did say that as for him, as a 
member of that Local Government 
Board, he would say there would 
be no restrictions or limitations 
placed. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I think 
Mr. Washburn should be designated 
to do the talking. He is very much 
more familiar with the facts. And, 
further than that, I think the bonds 
ought to be callable, because the 
rents collected from those homes 
can be dedicated for that purpose; 
and that would keep our debt down, 
and it would not interfere with the 
restrictions we have on the bonds, 
because we are going to run into 
a situation where there would be 
a replacement or equipment nec- 
essary, and, also, miles of streets 
will require replacing. 


Mr. Washburn: I had that in mind. 
I think you will recapture the money 
long before the bonds become due, 
and they will accept the bonds. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: l Yes, 
they will accept recallable bonds. 


A 
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Mr. Washburn: The general mar- 
ket won’t; but they will. 


Acting Mayor Brady: There is 
another thing with respect to that. 
In conference with the Attorney 
General and Mr. Zink I suggested 
that we ask for a million dollars, 
and that we only draw the money 
as required, and that we only pay 
for the amount we use. And they 
agreed upon that. They said that 
was perfectly all right; that the 
money would be left with the state, 
and that we could draw as used. 


Following a lengthy discussion 
the Board of Commissioners auth- 
orized Acting Mayor Brady to sub- 
mit certain proposals to the State 
body. Stipulations of the Commis- 
sioners included that the city pay 
interest only on the sums it borrows 
since all the $1,000,000. to be ear- 
marked will not be used at one 
time; that the City be allowed to 
to exceed its emergency borrowing 
limit of 3 per cent of its total cur- 
rent operating appropriations in the 
1945 budget and that Local Gov- 
ernment Commissioner Darby be 
asked to approve refunding of the 
loan over a period of years instead 
of having it taken care of in the 
following year’s budget. 


The Board of Commissioners ap- 
proved a resolution authorizing the 
Acting Mayor to submit the city’s 
proposals for the loan of the $1,000, 
000. to the State Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, and to write letters to Gov- 
ernor Edge and Local Commissioner 
Darby inquiring if they will recom- 
mend to the Local Government 
Board that approval be given to the 
refunding of the loan as set forth 
by the Board of Commissioners.

Å regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Cham- 
bers, City Hall, Newark, at 2:00 P.

Mayor Murphy: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
read the minutes of the previous 
meetings. 


Commissioner Villani: I move that 
we dispense with the reading of the 
minutes of the meeting of November 
8th, and the special meeting of No- 
vember 13th. 


Commissioner Keenan: I second 
the motion. oc 

Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Commissioner Villani introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordin- 
ance at length: 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 
THE COLLECTION AND DISPOS- 
AL OF ASHES, OFFAL, GARBAGE, 
PAPER AND OTHER WASTE MA- 


TERIAL, IN THE CITY OF NEW- 
ARK. 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN: 


ARTICLE I 


Section 1: All ashes, offal, garbage, 
paper, and other waste material, 
which shall be made and accumu- 
lated in the dwelling houses, hotels, 
victualling houses, and other build- 
ings or premises in the City of New- 
ark, shall be removed by the City 
of Newark in accordance with the 
regulations set forth herein, or by 
an authorized collector. 

Section 2: It shall not be lawful 
for any person, excepting an em- 
ployee of the City in the discharge 
of his duties, or an authorized ash, 
garbage and waste material collector 
to collect, pick in, rake up or in 
any way disturb the ashes, garbage 
or other refuse material of what- 
ever nature deposited in any re- 
ceptacle laid or placed on any 
street or public place. 


It shall not be lawful for any 
person, firm or corporation, ex- 
cepting the authorized ash and gar- 
bage contractor, his agents or as- 
signs, to pick in, upset, rake up or 
in any way disturb the ashes, gar- 
bage or other refuse of whatever 
nature deposited in any barrel, box 
or other receptacle laid or placed on 
any public street, under a penalty, 
upon conviction thereof, of a fine 
of not more than two hundred dol- 
lars ($200.00), or to be imprisoned 
in the county jail for not more than 
ninety (90) days. 


Section 3: (a) Annually each and 
every person, firm or corporation, 
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desiring to engage in the business 
of privately collecting ashes, gar- 
bage, and waste material within 
the City of Newark, when such col- 
lections are to be made from the 
sidewalk of any street or public 
place, shall apply to the Director of 
the Department having charge 
thereof, or his authorized represent- 
ative, for permission to do so during 
the current calendar year. No such 
permission shall be granted until 
and unless the applicant shall have 
satisfied the Director of the Depart- 
ment, or his authorized representa- 
tiv, of the sufficiency and sanitation 
of his equipment and vehicles to be 
used in the private collection and 
disposal of such ashes, garbage, and 
waste material. 


(b) Every private collector of 
ashes, garbage, and waste material, 
authorized as provided for in this 
section, shall conform to the Ordi- 
nances of the City, the regulations 
of the Bureau of Health and the 
regulations of the Department hav- 
ing charge thereof, governing the 
collection and disposal of ashes, 
garbage and waste material. 


Section 4: All vehicles used in 
transporting ashes, garbage, or 
other refuse material, through the 
streets of the City of Newark, must 
be furnished by the owner with a 
good and tight body and shall be 
securely covered when loaded with 
a type of cover approved by the 
City so as to prevent their contents 
from being scattered upon the 
streets. 


Section 5: Any person or persons, 


firm or corporation, violating any. 


of the provisions of this Article, upon 
conviction shall be subject to a fine 
of not more than Two Hundred 
Dollars ($200.00) for each and every 
offense, or to be imprisoned in the 
County Jail for not more than ninety 
(90) days. 


ARTICLE II 


Section 1: The City of Newark, 
by its designated agents and em- 
ployees, will collect and remove at 
no direct cost to the resident or oc- 
cupant of any store, dwelling house, 
or other building, in the city, only 
the household waste matter as 
classified herein, when such waste 
matter is placed into proper recep- 
tacles or bundles and offered for 
collection, in the quantity and man- 
ner prescribed herein. To insure 
the effective operation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, the Di- 
rector of the Department having 
charge thereof is authorized to es- 
tablish, from time to time, such 
regulations that may be necessary 
or expedient. 


Section 2: (a) Only such refuse 
material that may be classified as 
“Ashes”, “Garbage”, “Rubbish Ma- 
terial’, or ‘Paper’, as herein de- 
fined, will be collected by the City. 


(b). (1) “Ashes” shall mean ashes 
from coal or other fuel, but not the 
residue of steam power plants. Those 
resulting from boilers for heating 
buildings will be collected by the 
City but where such boilers are 
also used for lighting or power pur- 
poses, the ashes will not be collected 
by the City if those resulting from 
light or power generation exceed 
10% of the total produced by the 
boilers. 


“Ashes” shall also include such 
floor sweepings as may accumulate 
in connection with the ordinary 
conduct of dwellings and stores but 
not such as may accumulate as the 
result of building operations. 


(2) “Garbage” shall be deemed 
to be the refuse or residue of ani- 
mal or vegetable matter which has 
been used as food for man or beast 
and all refuse animal or vegetable 
matter which was intended to be 
so used except as hereinafter men- 
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tioned. It shall not include fowl 
manure accumulating from chicken 
markets. Decayed vegetables, fruits, 
or condemned food from wholesale 
dealers, shall not be considered as 
“Garbage” to be collected by the 
City, but the same shall be re- 
ceived and disposed of without cost 
to the parties delivering same, when 
delivered at a point of disposal des- 
ignated by the City. 


(3) “Rubbish Material” shall in- 
clude all miscellaneous matter, such 
as bottles, rags, mattresses, wornout 
furniture, old clothes, old shoes, 
broken glass, leather, carpets, crock- 
ery, metal, rubber and, when tied 
into separate bundles, cut grass and 
leaves. It shall also include any 
small accumulation of cellar or yard 
dirt, if placed in suitable tight re- 
ceptacles and will be collected on 
regular collection days. It shall not 
include any material whatever in 
the. nature of earth, sand, lumber, 
brick, stone, plaster or other sub- 
stance that may accumulate as the 
result of building operations, nor 
shall it include "Trade Wastes” from 
stores or manufacturing establish- 
ments, when the quantity of such 
"Trade Wastes” exceeds one bushel 
in bulk, or forty pounds in weight 
at one collection. 


(4) “Paper” shall include news- 
papers, periodicals, cardboard, and 
all waste paper other than "Trade 
Waste”. 


(5) "Trade Waste” is considered 
to be all material resulting from the 
prosecution of any business, trade, 
or industry, conducted for profit. 


Section 3: Each and every owner, 
tenant, housekeeper, other person 
or persons occupying any dwelling 
house or other building, or portion 
thereof, in the City of Newark, 
wherein “Ashes”, “Garbage”, “Rub- 
bish Material” and “Paper” accumu- 
ates, is hereby required to collect 


and place the accumulation of the 
same into proper receptacles or 
bundles. Garbage must be thorough- 
ly drained of all water and wrapped 
securely in paper. All classes of ma- 
terial, except “Paper” may be placed 
in a mixed condition in the same 
receptacle. 


Section 4: (a) 1. Each and every 
owner, tenant, housekeeper and 
other person or persons occupying 
any dwelling house or other build- 
ing or portion thereof, in the City 
of Newark, in which “Ashes”, "Gar- 
bage” and “Rubbish Material” ac- 
cumulate, to be removed therefrom 
by the City, shall properly provide 
for such removal by using recepta- 
cles as set forth in Section 4 (b). 
Provided however that the owner of 
each tenament or apartment house 
occupied or arranged to be occupied 
by more than three families, shall 
provide, and renew when necessary, 
sufficient receptacles as specified 
in this section for the use of each 
apartment in the building, and said 
owner shall also see that arrange- 
ments are made for the placing of 
such receptacles in some convenient 
place outside of the building proper 
and easy of access, for the purpose 
of collection, as specified in these 
Ordinances. 


2. “Paper” must be secured in 
bundles, cartons, or other packages 
to permit of easy handling and to 
prevent the contents of the same 
from being scattered. Where “Rub- 
bish Material” is of such a nature 
that it cannot be deposited in a re- 
ceptacle, it must be securely bundled 
in such a manner as to permit of 
easy handling and to prevent the 
contents of the same from being 
scattered. 


(c) The use of barrels and baskets 
as recptacles for refuse material is 
not permitted. 


(d) Receptacles that are badly 
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broken or otherwise fail to meet 
the requirements of this Ordinance 
may be classed “Rubbish Material” 
and may be collected as such by 
the City. 


Section 5: The City of Newark, 
by its agents and employees, will 
collect from the occupants of the 
dwelling houses or other buildings 
in the City of Newark all of the 


accumulations of “Ashes”, “Gar- 
bage”, “Rubbish Material” and 
“Paper” defined herrein, except 


“Trade Waste”, 


Section 6: (a) All refuse material 
in the approved receptacles or bun- 
dles for refuse materials, ready for 
collection by the City at least one 
hour before the time specified by 
the City as the time for the col- 
lection of such refuse material. 


(c) It shall be unlawful for the 
owner, tenant, or other person oc- 
cupying any building, or part of any 
building situated on Broad Street, 
between Clay Street and Chestnut 
Street, or upon Market Street, be- 
tween New Jersey Railroad Avenue 
and Arlington Street, to place, cause, 
suffer, or permit to be placed on 
either of said portions of Broad and 
Market Streets, except between the 
hours of 6:00 o'clock and 10:00 
o’clock in the forenoon of the same 
day scheduled for collection any re- 
ceptacle containing “Ashes”, “Gar- 
bage”, “Rubbish Material” or bun- 
die containing “Paper” or certain 
“Rubbish Material”. 


Section 7: No owner, tenant, 
housekeeper, or other person, shall 
deposit or cause or permit to be de- 
posited, or permit to remain on the 
sidewalk in front of the building 
occupied in whole or in part by him, 
any receptacle or bundle containing 
refuse material, more than one hour 
before the time fixed for the col- 
lection of the same, nor shall such 
person allow, permit, or suffer any 


ty receptacles to remain upon 
1 sidewalk more than one hour 
xr the contents have been col- 
ed. 


ection 8: No person shall prevent 
nterfere with any agent or em- 
vee of the City of Newark in the 
:harge of his duties in the sweep- 
or cleaning of any street, or in 
removal therefrom of sweepings, 
2s, garbage, rubbish, paper, snow, 
or other refuse material. 


ection 9: Nothing in this Chapter 
ll be deemed to repeal any por- 
. of the Sanitary Code of the 
7 of Newark, or any ordinance 
»ndatory thereof and supple- 
itary thereto, but such other 
inances and this ordinance shall 
h be so construed as to give ef- 
.t to every provision thereof and 


"each shail be deemed independent 


of the other. 


Section 10: Any person or persons, 
firm or corporation, violating any of 
the provisions of this Article, shall 
upon conviction be subject to a 
fine of not more than One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) for each and every 
offense, or imprisonment in the 
County Jail for not more than nine- 
ty (90) cays. 


Section 11: Chapter LI of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1913, and all 
other ordinances, amendments and 
supplements, inconsistent with the 
provisions hereof, are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 12: This Ordinance shall 
take effect ten (10) days after a- 
doption and publication as by law 
provided.

Murphy, introduced the following 
ordinance and moved its adoption 
on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
at length: 


AN ORDINANCE TO AUTHOR- 
IE THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS 
AND BOND ANTICIPATION 
NOTES PURSUANT TO THE LO- 
CAL BOND LAW TO FINANCE 
THE ACQUISITION OF LAND RE- 
QUIRED FOR THE NEWARK 
CITY AIRPORT AND THE PORT 
NEWARK TERMINAL. 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN. 


Section 1: The Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark 
has ascertained and hereby deter- 
mine that it is necessary to acquire 
additional land for the airport and 
landing field maintained and op- 
erated by said City for the use of 
airplanes and other aircraft and for 
the wharves, piers, docks, slips, 
basins and other shipping facilities 
maintained by said City as a part 
of the Port Newark Terminal, and 
that all of such land lies within 
the corporate limits of said City 
and consists of several parcels of 
land having an aggregate area of 
thirty-eight acres, more or less, 
being a part of the lands comprised 
in city blocks numbered 5094 and 


6000 of the tax map of said City of. 


Newark. 


Section 2: It is hereby determined 
and stated that the acquisition of 
such land (hereinafter described as 
purpose”) is not a current expense 
of said City, and that it is neces- 
sary to issue obligations, pursuant 
to the Local Bond Law, to finance 
such purpose, and that the estimated 
maximum amount of money nec- 
essary to be raised from all sources 
to finance such purpose is $250,000., 
and that $15,000. of such sum is to 
be provided by the down payment 
hereinafter appropriated, and that 
the estimated maximum amount of 
bonds or notes necessary to be is- 
sued for such purpose is $235,000. 


Section 3: It is hereby determined 
and stated that no part of the cost 
of such purpose is to be especially 
upon property especially benefited. 


Section 4: It is hereby determined 
and stated that the estimated max- 
imum amount of money necessary 
to be raised from all sources to fi- 
nance said purpose, hereinbefore 
stated, includes as a part of the cost 
of such purpose the sum of $30,000. 
which is estimated to be necessary 
to finance (a) legal expenses and

A resolution felicitating the Young 
Men’s Christian Association on its 
century of existence and service to 
the nation, and requesting support 
from the citizens of Newark to the 
organization’s drive for funds to 
build a new home in Newark, was 
adopted by the Board of Commis-

sioners. It also authorized the Mayor 
to designate the week of January 
13th, 1946 as “Y. M. C. A. Week,” so 
that public attention may be fo- 
cused upon the drive. 


Sgt. Bernard Brady, of the U. S. 
Marines, recently discharged, nep- 
hew of Director John A. Brady, was 
welcomed home by Mayor Murphy 
who pointed out that the veteran 
had seen action against the enemy 
in New Guinea, Cape Gloucester, 
Pellilieu and Okinawa. 


Following a lengthy hearing, the 
Board of Commissioners instructed 
Corporation Counsel Parsonnet to 
seek a written opinion from Attor- 
ney General Van Riper, whether the 
Commission could legally make an 
emergency appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 to provide housing for veterans. 
This action was taken by the Com- 
mission after it voted 3 to 2 in favor 
of the appropriation. As four votes 
are required to approve emergency 
appropriations, the motion to adopt 
was lost. 


Directors Brady and Keenan, who 
voted in the negative, based their 
objections on the opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel, which held 
that the measure was illegal, as 
there was no law giving municipal- 
ities the right to appropriate funds 
for housing. 


Attorney General Van Riper, in a 
verbal opinion to the Law Depart- 
ment, held that the measure was 
legal. Director Keenan declared he 
should submit the opinion in writ- 
ing. An accompanying resolution, 
authorizing Mayor Murphy to at- 
tempt to make immediate arrange- 
ments for the dilvery of up to ten 
housing units to be used for demon- 
stration purposes, was laid on the 
table, with Director Keenan voting 
in the negative. A motion by Com- 
missioner Ellenstein that a written 
opinion be sought from Attorney 
General Van Riper, through Local 
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Government Commissioner Darby, 
was adopted with Director Keennan 
dissenting. 


During the hearing, L. H. Jam- 
ouneau spoke against the resolution, 
and the proposed housing. .Henry 
Gottfried protested against locat- 
ing the houses at the Ivy Hill sec- 
tion of the city. Others who spoke 
included Mrs. Charles Ross, Walter 
J. Grimm, Samuel Kuvin, Philip 
Geffert, Milton Hendler, Miss Mar- 
that Stone, Fred C. Streninger, Mrs. 
Frances McFadden, and Lt. Leo 
Berner. The latter urged the Com- 
mission to provide the temporary 
housing for the veterans.

hours of two A. M. and twelve 
o’clock noon on Sundays, even 
though a legal holiday should fall 
upon Sunday, except as hereinafter 
set forth. 


2: No person or persons, partner- 
ship, firm or corporation shall sell 
or serve any alcoholic beverages 
between the hours of four A. M. and 


seven A. M. on any New Year’s Day 
when samie falls upon a week day, 
and between the hours of four A. M. 
and twelve o’clock noon on any 
New Year's Day when the. same 
falls upon a Sunday. 


3: No place or establishment li- 
censed, for the sale of alcoholic 
beverages for consumption upon the 
premises, under any act of the leg- 
islature of the State of New Jersey 
entitled “An Act Concerning Alco-.

over to the municipalities without 
cost. Of course, there is no point in 
this statement as far as it affects 
the demountable houses because 
they come under the Lanham Act. 
I took that matter up yester- 
day with Commissioner Klutznick in 
Washington, and he says it does not 
affect these purchases that the City 
of Newark is making; but that if 
there is any change there, why he 


feels confident that Newark would 
be treated like any other municipal- 
ity and would get any benefit of 
any change later on. 


I went down at the request of the 
committee, who met here last week. 
I came in to one of their meetings 
late, and they had taken action 
with reference to these demountables 
down in Portsmouth. I went down 
with the committee to look them 
over. 


One of the resolutions authorized 
Mayor Murphy to contract with the 
U. S. Government through the Fed- 
eral Public Housing Authority, 
for the purchase 'of two hundred 
demountable type two bedroom 
dwelling housing units, including 
equipment, now located at Port- 
mouth, Va. The other authorized 
the Mayor to advertise for sealed 
proposals for demounting, trans 
porting and setting up the 200 
houses which are to provide tem- 
porary housing for returning ser- 
vice men and women. 


The Mayor said he had visited 
Portsmouth to look over the build- 
ings and found them to be good 
homes “They are very presentable, 
and homes that none should be a- 
shamed to live in. They are not 
shacks” the Mayor said. In reply to 
Director Keenan the Mayor ex- 
plained that each unit has two bed- 
rooms, a living room and a kitchen, 
and are equipped with a combination 
white enamel sink and tray, hot 
water boiler and a coal range. He 
added that efforts were being made 
to also include electric refrigerators 
in the transaction. Director Keenan 
suggested that the City should re- 
quest part of the State’s $50,000,000 
postwar fund be apportioned to 
Newark to help pay for the housing. 
Following further discussion of the 
housing and the contract to move 
the buildings to Newark, the Com- 
missioners unanimously approved 
both resolutions. 
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Corporation Counsel Parsonnet 
informed the Commission that the 
owners of three properties in the 
airport area have started action to- 
ward compelling the City to condem 
them. He described them as No. 4 
located on Route 25, 18 which is at 
the end of the centre runway and 
46 down at the Port south of the 
Channel. After a lengthy discussion 
Director Brady pointed out that 
when the Commission took it upon 
itself to act as to matters concern- 
ing the best interest of the City, and 
used their best judgment in the mat- 
ter that the members were severely 
and unjustly criticised. On motion 
of Director Villani the Corporation 
Counsel was given full authorization 
to dispose of the matters regardless 
of cost of court. 


Corporation Counsel Parsonnet 
submitted an opinion in which he 
held that it is within the power of 
the municipality to deduct hospit- 
alization dues from the salary of 
employees on condition that such 
request can be revoked at any time 
by the employee in question. 


On application of Sidney Brass 
counsel for residents opposed to the 
construction of an auto show room 
and service garage at 75-89 Clinton 
Avenue the Board of Commissioners 
set aside its approval of the appli- 
cation on December 7.

fixed for a further hearing, this be- 
ing the adjourned date for same. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there any citi- 
zen who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance? 


No one appearing, Commissioner 
Brady moved that the hearing be 
closed. 


The ordinance having been read 
three times was then declared to be 
upon its third and final passage, and 
was adopted by the following votes: 

Nr temine - Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, vital Mayor 
Murphy. SG 
The City Clerk presented An Orai 
nance Providing for the Regulation 
and Licensing of Operators of Pro- 
fessional Wrestling and Boxing 
Shows or Matches and Fixing the 
License Fees, and stated that today 
was the time fixed for a further 
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hearing. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there any cit- 
izen who desires to be heard on 
this Ordinance? 


Mr. William K. Flanagan, rep- 
resenting Laurel Sports Activities, 
said obviously this is not an ordi- 
nance for revenue, the fee being 
$500. So that it is licensing. The 
ordinance as drawn is a bit un- 
certain. Its title is, “An ordinance 


providing for the regulation and 
licensing of operators of professional 
wrestling and boxing shows or 
matches.” And the first section pro- 
vides that it shall be unlawful for 
any person or organization to con- 
duct or operate - “Permit, conduct 
or operate wrestling or boxing mat- 
ches within the confines of the City 
of Newark without being licensed.” 
This organization conducts both 
wrestling and boxing bouts. 50 that 
my first question is whether the 
license fee is double that indicated 
in the ordinance, where the licensee 
conducts wrestling and boxing. 


My next criticism against the 
ordinance is that if it is for regul- 
atory purposes, we are licensed by 
the State Athletic Commission to 
conduct these matches and these 
bouts in accordance with rules and 
regulations prescribed by it. And, 
as a matter of fact, these promotors 
do little more than engage wrestlers, 
for instance, from the only known 
source, and these men come over 
here and are subject,to th > serutinzf- 
of the physidn, for Thstance, of 
the Stafe Athletic Commission. 
They”report here for that purpose. 
Axid then the night of the exhibition 
they are subject wholly to the di- 
rection and control of the agents of 
the State Athletic Commission, who 
are in the house and see that the 
exhibitions are conducted in ac- 
cordance with the Commission’s 
rules and regulations. 


The next section provydes that all 
premises wherein the fe exhibitions 
are conducted shall De subject to 
all the laws and ordir ances of the 
City of Newark and the regulations 


imposed by the Directof in the con- 
duct of the premises. Now, that is 
a pretty wide margin., If it would 
comply with the building codes and 
that sort of thing, plus the regula- 
tions and the supervision that is af- 
forded and exacted by the State 
Athletic Commission, it seems to me 
that we are living up to all the 
standards that can reas mably be 
imposed. 


The next section broch og that 
no license shall be issijed in the 
name of any person who is not of 
good repute and of good moral char- 
acter. And I suppose the judge of 
that would be the Director. But the 
ordinance is silent as to that. And it 
seems to me that the” next section, 
number six, is the seétion to which 
careful scrutiny shøuld be given. 
It provides that no/ license shall be. 
permitted on the Æremises whereii 
such professional restling shows or 
matches are condfucted where there 
is any betting, ga~nbling or wagering, 
and the duty te t on tre premises 
free from such activitres*. t. . 


imposed upor the licensee as a con- 
dition of any license being issued 
hereunder. Now, in all humility, it 
seems to me to impose upon the 
promoter as a condition to operate 
and permit these matches the duties, 
unde: penalty of forfeiture, to see 
4uat any number of persons amongst 
some three thousand that sometimes 
congregate, shall not wager or bet 
on pain of losing the license, is a 
very, very, hazardous situation. We 
all know at football games, basket- 
ball games and other contests that 
are held in stadiums about, that 
things.do go on. And there is no 
way, unless the thing becomes so 
notorious to everybody concerned, 
that the management can do any- 
thing about it. 
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Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission: I 
listened with interest to Mr. Flan- 
agan’s objections to the enactment 
of this ordinance that would regu- 
late boxing and wrestling matches 
within the confines of the City. The 
provisions of the ordinance are no 
different than other ordinance 
where the Director of Public Safety 
is responsible for the carrying on of 
the various types of licensed busi- 
nesses. 


Now, for instance, a little candy 
store is licensed to sell cigarettes, 
cigars, tobacco. Other neighborhood 
stores that have pinball machines 
are licensed to the extent of $25 for 
each pinball machine. And the ordi- 
nance provides there, too, that if 
gambling is permitted, the Director 
of Public Safety can, with authority, 
revoke that license and remove from 
the premises what in that particuler 
instance is known as the pinball 
machine. 


The boxing and the wrestling 
maiches are under the jurisdiction of 
the State Athletic Commission. With 
that I have no quarrel. But the State 
Athletic Commission simply licenses 
the operators as operators of the 
enterprise. The State Athletic Com- 
mission, too, licenses the boxers or 
the fighters, and it gives them the 
privilege of performing within the 
confines of the State. 


This ordinance in no way usurps 
any of the powers or prerogatives 
of the State Athletic Commission. At 
the original introduction of this ord- 
inance at first reading there was re- 
quested a conference by State Ath- 
letic Commissioner John Hall. I very 
graciously withheld further action 
on the ordinance until that confer- 
ence was held. John Hall for the 
moment was of the opinion that 
there was a bit of usurpation of 
prerogatives with regard to the le- 
gal authority, or the legal author- 
ity as the Director of Public Safety, 


be it me or anyone else who may 
be invested with that particular 
authority. A conference was request- 
ed with a member of the State At- 
torney General’s Office. I think i’ 
was Lanigan. I journeyed to the 
City of Trenton and conferred with 
a member of the State Attorney 
General’s Office, in the presence of 
State Athletic Commissioner John 
Hall. And it was agreed at this con- 
ference that there was no usurpation 
of prerogatives by this ordinance 
insofar as the prerogatives of the 
State Athletic Commission was con- 
cerned. It was plainly stated and 
brought out that they as a State 
Athletic Commission had certain 
duties and responsibilities, separate 
and apart, as I see it, to those of the 
Director of Public Safety in any 
municipality of the State. 


Now, under the police regulation 
act we do have numerous police 
officers detailed in and around these 
various wrestling and boxing mat- 
ches. I am surprised that there is 
any opposition with regard to the 
license or the fee. The reason that 
the license fee is placed at $500 is 
that there are two shows schedules 
per week, which brings it down to 
the minimum license fee of less than 
$5 per performance. Now, there is 
a duty, and the responsibility les 
not alone with me at the moment 
as Director of Public Safety, but 
there is a grave responsibility inso- 
far as our police Department and 
its personnel is concerned. I am not 
familiar with each and every li- 
censee. And there was an occurrence 
at the particular Laurel Gardens 
wherein these members of this cor- 
poration or organization should ex- 
ercise further prerogatives and 
shoulder some responsibilities inso- 
far as the laws and ordinances of 
the City are concerned. - 


I was confronted on the day of the 
26th of September with an article 
that appeared in the Newark Eve- 
ning News captioned by Willie Rat- 
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ner, which went on to state in a 
lengthy paragraph, that gambling 
was rampant. It was my duty then 
to shoulder the responsibiltiy. I had 
to take action. I immediately called 
the chief and gave him a copy' of 
the communication. And the very 
next morning I received a letter 
from the prosecutor of Essex County, 
a letter to the effect that this art- 
icle appeared in the News. And there 
was thereafter another article writ- 
ten by Willie Ratner. Coincidentally, 
on the same day, my answer to the 
prosecutor was that I, too, read the 
papers, and I had already conferred 
with the chief of Police with regard 
to the article therein referred to. 


There was another lengthy letter 
received under the same date of 
September 27th with regard to gam- 
bling in general, which I very 
graciously and immediately replied 
to. And I said I agreed with him on 
the problem, and in constant and 
systematic course of action by the 
municipality, And I let him know 
that the police have since May, 1941, 
fololwed a systematic drive on gam- 
bling in all its forms. I thought the 
operations licensed. God knows ! 
was of the opinion that it should 
have been. And it was my inten- 
tion to call before me, as it is my 
duty so to do, any licensee wherein 
I license premises, those proprietors 
are called for a hearing. I did in- 
tend to call the incorporators of this 
corporation before me as Director 
of Public Safety and go into the 
matter of conditions. I am. of the 
opinion that they should take great- 
er supervision than they did, or the 
article of Willie Ratner could not 
have been written. 


Now, it does take considerable 
manpower as far as the police are 
concerned, and God knows we hav- 
en’t got enough of them. 


At Meadowbrook Oval once, every- 
one knows, the activities of our 
police department with regard to 
that activity, I was surprised to 
learn that I had no jurisdiction to 


to even call them before me as 
Director of Public Safety and rep- 
rimand them, for the reason I had 
no jurisdiction over the corporation, 
for the reason that it was not li- 
censed. I immediately ordered the 
ordinance drawn. I introduced it 
upon first reading, and I postponed 
it originally at the request of the 
State Athletic Commision. They 
had no objection, nor has the State 
Attorney General - - the Assistant 
Attorney General. His name is Joe 
Lanigan, with whom I conferred at 
Trenton. There is no objection. And 
‘insofar as the statement of Attorney 
Flanagan is concerned, in our own 
state, in the City of Trenton, there 
is an ordinance with maximum li- 
cense fee of $600. And there is one 
fight promoter in the City of Tren- 
ton. 


I made it my business to scurry 
around through the country and 
learn of numerous municipalities 
where exhibitions and shows and 
boxing and wrestling are licensed. 
Now, I think it comes within the 
confines of Police regulations. At 
present I am shouldering that re- 
sponsibility, and I ask for favorable 
action, for the passage of this par- 
ticular ordinance with regard to the 
licensing of fights and. wrestling 
shows. I move approval of the ordi- 
nance. 


The ordinance having been read 
three times was declared to be upon 
its third and final reading. 

The roli was then called. 

Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 

Commissioner Ellenstein: "No" 
And I want to comment that this is 
done purely for political advantage 
and nothing else. 

Commissioner Keenan: “Aye.” 

Commissioner Villani: “No.” 

Mayor Murphy: I personally be- 
lieve that Director Keenan is not 
trying that, after my talk with him, 
because those references were made 
also to me, that is was for political 
purposes and repercussions from the 
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last campaign on the part of the 
Director. I am satisfied that it is 
not, I am satisfied that he is sin- 
cere and honest, and he wants to 
pass this ordinance here, which is 
for the best interest of the boxing 
game itself. “Aye.” 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission: I 
wouldn't dignify the remarks by any 
comment. 


The City Clerk presented An Ordi- 
nance To Authorize the Issuance of 
Bonds and Bond Anticipation Notes 
Pursuant To The Local Bond Law to 
Finance The Acquisition of Land 
Registered for the Newark City Air- 
port and the Port Newark Terminal, 
and stated that today was the time 
fixed for a further hearing. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: When 
this ordinance came up last, Mr. 
Mayor, I asked that a copy of the 
ordinance be sent me, and I haven’t 
received a copy as yet. I don’t know 
what it is all about. I know it re- 
lates to the Yara Land. I don’t know 
how much of the ordinance, outside 
of the Yara land, relates to other 
matters, such as counsel fees or any 
other fees, 


Mayor Murphy: There was an es- 
timate of the counsel fees in there. 
There was an amount put in that 
was supposed to be sufficient. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
what I wanted, a copy of the ordi- 
nance, so that I can analyze it. It 
has not been made available. I 
suggest that you defer it, unless you 
have four votes without mine. I am 
not prepared to vote on it. 

Mayor Murphy: Well, there are 
four votes without you, you not 
being part of the government at 
that time. 

Commissioner Ellenstein: You are 
not going to have four votes. I un- 
derstand Commissioner Keenan is 
against the ordinance. He voted 


against it. 


How much did the court allow 
opposing counsel in the proceedings? 


Mr. Parsonnet: The exact allow- 
ance is this: for 15,203 acres, $48,000. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I 
asking about the counsel fee.

Mr. Parsonnet: Is that all you are 
interested in? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 
all. 


Mr. Parsonnet: $2,500. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: The op- 
posing counsel is allowed $2,500. 
There is provision here for $25,000. 


Commissioner Keenan: I move it 
be laid over to January 2nd, 1946 
for further consideration, 


Commisisoner Villani: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roll. . 
Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 


Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: I understand that 
there is a young man here, Private 
Andrew Marengio, who has just re- 
turned from the Pacific Theatre of 
the war. He took part in the invasion 
of Guam, Leyte, the Philippines, and 
was wounded at Okinawa. He is a 
friend of Commissioner Brady, and 
quite a boyfriend of all the police- 
men around the 4th Precinct. And 
he is back home and has returned 
to Newark, Private Andrew Mar- 
engio, on behalf of the Board of 
Commissioners we want to congrat- 
ulate you on the part you played in 
behalf of all of our people in this 
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country and throughout the world, 
and welcome you back to Newark.

The Board of Commissioners ap- 
proved the payment of $2.50, half 
the fee of an unused building permi" 
obtained October 19, 1945, by H.

rection of the Committee which is 
to confer with the Directors in re- 
gard to the personnel required, con- 
sisting of one Supervising Clerk, two 
clerk-stenographers and two clerk- 
typists. 


The Director of Revenue and Fi- 
nance was authorized to pay $17.61 
to Carlton H. Swain, transitman, 
Bureau of Surveys and $34.25 to 
Belle Rosenbaum, purchase clerk, 
Division of Central Purchase.

A resolution appointing Leo P. 
Carlin, president of the Board of 
Education as a member of the 
Board of School Estimate, succed- 
ing Dr. John J. Connelly, resigned, 
was . approved. 


A public hearing on a resolution 
to consider an offer of $700,000 for 
the Newark Center Market, adopted 
November 20, 1945, was opened by 
the Board of Commissioners. David 
Cronheim who made the offer in 
behalf of a group of Newarkers 
said his bid was still effective. Dur- 
ing the lengthy hearing, Corporation 
Counsel Parsonnet called attention 
to a letter from the Broad Street 
Association. The letter expressed a 
preference for the offer of another 
group to lease the property for a 
long period of years, which over the 
first eighteen years would bring : 
return of approximately $700,000. 


Commissioner Keenan in speak- 
ing in favor of the $700,000 to pur- 
chase, said it was an opportunity 
to help Newark get out of the real 
estate business, and to get rid of a 
“white elephant” which has been 
a liability for thirty years. Samuel 
I. Kessler, counsel for those making 
the offer to lease argued that the 
city would receive a greater return 
under the offer of his clients, and 
that the guarantees embodied in the 
proposed lease would assist in en- 
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hancing the value of adjoining 
properties, as did J. Anthony Probst, 
of the group seeking the lease. 


Following the hearing Commis- 
sioner Ellenstein moved that "the 
law department be instructed to 
prepare the lease, and the proper 
officers of the governing body of 
the city execute the lease, with thr 
terms and changes as presented in 
writing by each respective com- 
missioner, and to have the sugges- 
tions made by the Broad and Mer- 
chant's Association of Newark In- 
corporated and that the terms of the 
lease shall begin July 1, 1946. He 
further said that the premises are 
to be surrendered to the tenant 
January 1, 1946 and that the term 
of the lease begins July 1. On roll 
call the motion was adopted by the 
following v o t es: Commissioner 
Brady, Aye; Commissioner Elen- 
stein, Aye; Commissioner Keenan, 
No; Commissioner Villani, Aye and 
Mayor Murphy, Aye.

WHEREAS, R. S. 40:2-30, as am- 
ended, provides for the cancellation 
of part or all of the unexpended 
balances in the various Budget ap-

WHEREAS, there are no specific 
claims, commitments or contracts 
incurred against these balances; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the aforesaid unexpended bal- 
alances totaling $119,000.00 be can- 
celled and transferred to Budget 
Operations Account.

WHEREAS, there has been recom- 
mended to the Port Newark Sub- 
Committee of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee to the Central Planning 
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Board consideration of the proposal 
to request the Port of New York 
authority to undertake management, 
operation and administration of Port 
Newark and Newark Airport; and 


WHEREAS, the Port Newark Sub- 
Committee has been in communica- 
tion with the Port of New York au- 
thority and has attempted to make 
arrangements for the conduct of an 
intensive study of all phases of Port 
Newark and Newark Airport; and 


WHEREAS, the Port of New York 
authority has expressed a willing- 
ness to undertake such a study and 
to make the expenditures necessary 
thereto provided that an official re- 
quest to that effect is made by the 
Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark is 
desirous that such a study should 
be made so that all parties in in- 
terest may have full and complete 
understanding of the problems in- 
volved; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED, BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY 
OF NEWARK, that the Port of New 
York Authority is hereby officially 
requested to undertake a thorough 
study of all matters with relation to 
Port Newark and Newark Airport, 
to the end that the said Port of 
New York Authority may make to 
the City of Newark a proposal con- 
cerning the possibility of its under- 
taking the management and admin- 
istration of the said Port Newark 
and Newark Airport so that the City 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark may consider such proposal to- 
gether with alternative forms of ad- 
ministration of said Port Newark 
and Newark Airport, in order to 
arrive at a determination concern- 
ing the most feasible, practical and 
economic manner of administration 


thereof in the interests of the citi- 
zens and taxpayers of the City of 
Newark. 

The resolution was declared ad- 
opted by the following votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady. 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Mayor Murphy. 


The Board of Commissioners, with 
Commissioner Keenan dissenting, 
granted permission to the Newark 
Center Corporation, leassee of the 
Center Market building, to amend 
clause 6 of the lease to read that 
the Corporation or one of its sub- 
lessees may be the holder of the 
automobile dealer’s franchise and 
use the first floor of the building for 
an automobile display and sales- 
room, for a period of at least two 
years. Corporation Counsel Parson- 
net approved the change. 


Commissioner John A. Brady re- 
ported that an incomplete survev 
which he had made of available 
sites in the city for the temporary 
housing being acquired from the U. 
S. Government to take care of re- 
turning war veterans, disclosed 845 
plots of land, some privately and 
some city owned. Mayor Murphy 
presented a resolution, which was 
approved, designating a schedule 
of city owned sites, suitable for the 
temporary housing. 


On the recommendation of Com- 
missioner John B. Keenan, Mayor 
Murphy appointed Gerardo J. Spa- 
tola to the unexpired term of the 
late Howard W. Isherwood, as a 
member of the Central Planning 
Board, effective January 1, 1946. 


The Board of Commissioners ap- 
proved an amendment to Resolution 
No. 1130, adopted November 8, 1945, 
so as to make it fix the compensation 
of plumbers, working for the city, 
$1.871/% per hour, or $15.00 a day, in- 
stead of $2. per hour, or $16.00 a day. 
The change was made in line with 
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the recommendation of the Wage On motion of Commissioner Ellen-
